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PREFACE . 


Excepting  that  which  has  been  written  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  official  books ,  as  Burke's  “  Landed  Gentry 
and  Commoners there  has  not  been  any  complete 
record ,  with  full  pedigrees}  written  of  the  Brockman 
and  Drake- Brockman  family . 

Though  I  have  always  been  keenly  interested  in  its 
history  and  have  compiled  pedigrees ,  I  never  contemplated 
writing  and  publishing  for  members  of  the  family 
a  fully  complete  and  accurate  record  of  the  familyy 
dating  from  earliest  times  down  to  the  rising  generationy 
till  the  author  of  Burke's  “  Landed  Gentry y"  Mr.  Gordon 
Pirriey  wrote  and  asked  me  for  some  details  regarding 
the  family  generally  and  myself.  He  added  at  the 
same  time  that  he  did  not  consider  that  the  Brockman 
family  was  adequately  represented  in  his  book ,  “  Landed 
Gentry f"  and  that  it  should  be  more  fully  described  in 
the  next  Jubilee  Editiony  now  under  compilation. 

So  I  took  the  matter  up,  sent  him  full  pedigrees , 
and  at  the  suggestion  of  certain  members  of  the  family , 
determined  to  write  out  as  full  an  account  as  I  could. 

Fortunately y  my  task  has  been  easier  than  it  would 
otherwise  have  beenf  as  a  certain  amount  of  its  history 
has  already  been  recorded  in  the  above-mentioned  booky 
and  also  by  the  ready  help  given  me  by  certain  members 
of  the  familyy  and  from  the  official  books  published  on 
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Kent  and  its  history f  all  of  which  I  gratefully  acknow¬

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The  compiling  of  this  history  has  been  of  immense 
interest  and  has  given  me  much  pleasure .  The  pedigrees 
are  as  full  as  I  have  been  able  to  make  them ,  giving 
details  right  down  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
present  generation ,  so  that  the  history  may  indeed  be 
said  to  be  from  A.D.  1390  to  A.D.  1935. 

I  much  regret  that  I  failed  to  get  a  photo  of  the 
portrait  of  Sir  William  Brockman ,  our  most  illustrious 
ancestor ,  whose  courageous  defence  of  the  town  of 
Maidstone  I  have  recorded  in  the  text ,  but  it  was  sold 
in  1931,  among  others ,  on  the  death  of  the  late  Squire 
Francis  Drake- Brockman,  and  was  bought ,  I  found 
out y  by  a  dealer  from  Sweden ,  who  re-sold  it  for  cash 
and  so  kept  no  record  of  it,  and  therefore  could  not  say 
who  the  purchaser  was.  I  was ,  however ,  fortunate  in 
obtaining  a  photo  of  the  Gainsborough  portrait  of 
Catherine  Elizabeth  Drake-  Brockman,  who  was  painted 
before  her  marriage  to  James  Drake- Brockman,  of 
Beachborough,  as  “  Miss  Tatton she  being  the 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  William  Tatton ,  D.D.,  Rector 
of  Rotherfield ,  in  Sussex,  and  Prebendary  of  Canterbury. 
Photos  of  all  such  paintings  by  the  great  artists  were 
made,  and  were  reproduced  in  a  catalogue  at  the  Exhibi¬ 
tion  of  Old  Masters  held  at  the  Grafton  Galleries  in 
1911.  This  painting  was  sold  by  the  late  Francis 
Drake- Brockman  to  Lord  Michelham,  for  £20,000,  and 
when  the  latter  died  in  1926  and  his  effects  were  sold, 
it  was  bought  by  Mr.  Mellon,  late  United  States 
Ambassador  to  the  Court  of  St.  James,  and  taken  to 
America.  He  gave  the  splendid  price  of  £46,200 
for  it ! 

As  regards  the  list  of  members  of  the  family  who 
served  in  the  War,  the  members  shown  are  all  that  I 
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could  discover ,  but  there  may  be  some  more  among  the 
Australian  branch .  It  was  impossible  to  get  any 
further  information  from  the  members  of  that  branch 
of  the  family ,  but  every  endeavour  has  been  made  to 
ensure  accuracy . 

A  list  of  those  who  helped  with  subscriptions 
towards  publication  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  booky 
in  Appendix  XL 

From  the  time  that  the  Rev .  Ralph  Drake- Brock¬ 
man  inherited  the  estates  I  have  used  the  full  and  legal 
name  of  Drake-  Brockman  for  sake  of  uniformity ,  though 
some  members  of  the  family  use  only  the  Brockman . 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  all  those  members 
of  the  family  who  have  subscribed  so  generously  towards 
the  expense  of  publication  of  this  Record ,  and  whose 
names  appear  in  Appendix  XL  These ,  it  will  be 
noticed ,  all  belong  to  members  of  the  Junior  Branch 
of  the  family  in  this  country .

Record  of 

The  Brockman  and  Drake-Brockman 

Family. 


The  Brockman  family  is  a  very  old  Kentish 
family,  having  been  resident  in  East  Kent  for  at 
least  five  centuries.  The  family  has  figured 
prominently  in  the  social  and  public  life  of  the 
County,  two  of  the  Brockmans,  Sir  William  Brock¬ 
man  and  James  Drake-Brockman,  having  served 
in  the  office  of  Sheriff  of  Kent,  and  all  those  who 
inherited  the  Estate  were  in  the  Commission  of  Peace 
for  East  Kent. 

The  first  record  of  the  family  dates  from  the 
reign  of  King  Richard  II.  Lands  which  had  become 
vested  in  the  Crown  on  the  attainder  of  Sir  Robert 
Belknap,  were  granted  to  John  Brockman  in  the 
13th  year  of  that  monarch’s  reign,  i.e.y  in  1390,  and 
consisted  of  the  Manor  of  Pirrie,  extending  to  Old 
Romney  and  Medley,  with  other  lands  in  Stowting 
and  Crundale,  by  a  patent  which  was  enrolled  in 
the  Tower  in  that  year. 

This  Manor  of  Pirrie  or  Perry  was  also  known 
as,  or  was  part  of,  Bere  or  Berry  Court,  mentioned 
below,  and  was  situated  in  Old  Romney,  and  had 
extensions  into  Ivychurch  and  Medley.  Its  other 
name  was  Wymondesse.  It  is  said  to  be  mentioned 
in  the  Valor  Ecclesiasticus.  It  was  held  as  i-8th 
of  a  fee  from  the  Archbishop  in  1346.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  not  shown  in  Peker’s  Map  of  Romney  Marsh 
of  1617,  nor  in  that  of  Dugdale,  nor  in  any  later 
available  map.  Its  Manor  House  is  possibly  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  house  on  the  “6”  in  the  map  named 
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Coldharbour  (an  old  name,  that  is,  as  early  as 
1 8th  century),  in  Old  Romney. 

The  name  was  first  spelt  Brokeman  in  the  14th 
century,  which  may  have  been  only  another  way  of 
spelling  it,  and  some  members  marrying  into  Essex 
families  became  resident  in  that  County,  founding 
a  branch  of  the  Brockman  family  there. 

The  son  of  John  Brokman  was  William,  who 
married  one  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Fryer,  of 
Bocking.  Bocking  is  a  suburb  of  Braintree,  in 
Essex,  and  their  place,  Fryer’s  Hall,  is  still  standing. 

His  son,  John  Brokeman,  grandson  of  the  first 
John  Brokeman,  settled  there,  and  married  one 
Florence,  widow  of  John  Clifford,  Esqre.,  and 
daughter  of  John  St.  Leger,  a  Kentish  family, 
who  lived  at  Ulcombe,  in  Kent. 

The  spelling  of  names  in  those  times  was  rather 
quaint,  Brockman,  as  noted,  being  spelt  Brokeman, 
and  St.  Leger  as  Sentleger.  In  Ulcombe  Church, 
Kent,  there  are  two  brasses  in  the  Nave,  one  of  a 
Knight  and  Lady,  Ralph  Sentleger  and  Ann, 
his  wife,  a.d.  1470,  the  lady  being  in  butterfly  head¬ 
dress. 

Now  this  John  Brokeman,  of  Witham,  had,  it 
is  presumed,  two  sons,  Thomas  and  William.  The 
elder,  Thomas,  became  the  progenitor  of  the  Broke- 
mans,  or  Brockmans,  of  Witham,  Essex,  but  of  his 
descendants  there  are  none  resident  in  or  around 
Witham,  and  as  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  any 
members  of  this  branch  in  Essex,  it  is  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  it  is  now  extinct  or  settled  elsewhere. 
William,  who  died  in  1525,  had  two  sons,  Henry 
(or  Harry,  so  called  in  his  Will — App.  IX)  and 
Thomas,  and  a  daughter,  Joan. 

But  this  we  do  know,  for  there-  is  their  tomb, 
as  witness  of  the  fact,  in  St.  Nicholas  Church, 
Witham,*  the  inscription  on  which  I  have  given  in 

*  Owing  to  alteration  to  the  Church  and  the  inscriptions  probably 
being  worn  away,  their  tomb  is  difficult  to  locate  now. 
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Appendix  IV,  which  shows  that  John  Brokeman 
(or,  as  it  is  spelt,  Brookeman),  grandson  of  the 
first  John  Brokeman,  who  married  Florence 
Clifford,  widow  of  John  Clifford  and  daughter  of 
John  St.  Leger,  of  Ulcombe,  died  and  was  buried 
in  that  church  on  the  22nd  August,  1500,  and  his 
wife  died  a  short  time  before  him,  on  the  18th  March 
of  the  same  year.  But  when  and  where  the  first 
John  Brokeman,  who  acquired  the  Manor  of  Pirrie 
and  other  lands  in  Kent,  died  and  was  buried,  and 
also  his  son  William,  I  have  been  unable  to  trace. 
But  I  think  there  is  little  doubt  that  he  must  be 
buried  in  the  church  at  Brenzett,  or  at  Old  Romney, 
and,  probably,  after  so  long  a  lapse  of  time  the  site 
of  his  tomb  has  been  lost  sight  of  in  the  same  way 
as  that  of  his  grandson,  John  Brokeman,  and  his 
wife,  Florence,  in  Witham  Church.  Many  of  his 
descendants  have  been  buried  in  Old  Romney  Church¬ 
yard,  and  other  neighbouring  churchyards,  near 
where  they  possessed  property,  as  is  clear  from  the 
extracts  of  their  "Wills  that  I  had  made  but  which 
gave  no  further  information  which  could  have  been 
of  any  use  for  this  Record.  In  those  early  days 
there  must  have  been  many  descendants  of  his 
owning  land  all  over  Kent  this  side  of  Maidstone, 
as  is  clear  from  their  wills,  which  are  in  the  Con¬ 
sistory  Court  at  Canterbury,  and  of  which,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  I  had  extracts  made.  Such  places 
as  Bethersden,  Lydd,  Sellinge,  Lyminge,  Elham, 
Canterbury,  Newington,  Cheriton,  Otterden  and 
many  others.  But  they  have  all  disappeared  and 
their  properties  sold  from  time  to  time.  All  the 
subsequent  heirs  since  William  (Ob.  1525),  and 
Henry  Brokeman,  who  purchased  Newington  and 
Cheriton  Manors  and  Beachborough,  have,  of 
course,  been  traced,  as  they  were  all  buried  in  the 
family  vaults  in  the  Chancel  of  Newington  Church 
or  at  Cheriton. 
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The  Manor  of  Powers  Hall,  Witham,  formerly 
the  seat  of  the  Brockman  family  in  Essex,  is  now 
held  by  Philip  Hutley,  Esq.,  J.P. 

John  Brockman  (spelt  also  Brokeman  and 
Brookeman)  died  here  a.d.  1500,  and  was  buried  in 
Witham  Church. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  last  century  the 
Manor  House  was  greatly  altered  by  the  father  of 
the  present  holder.  Part  of  the  west  wing  was 
demolished  and  a  small  addition  made  to  the  east 
side,  while  the  entire  house,  after  many  alterations 
to  its  internal  structure,  was  entirely  re-faced  with 
light  brick  and  thereby  saved  from  crumbling  to 
decay.  The  tall  chimney  stack  at  the  rear  of  the 
present  house  is  all  that  can  now  be  seen  of  the 
ancient  Manor  from  the  outside,  together  with  a 
massive  oak  door  at  the  back,  slung  on  heavy  iron 
hinges  and  studded  with  nails. 

The  Manor  House  was  formerly  surrounded  by 
a  moat :  only  at  the  north  and  north-west  corner 
does  this  exist  at  the  present  day. 

An  enormous  barn,  lying  in  front  and  to  the 
west  of  the  house,  dating  from  the  time  of  the  ancient 
Manor,  still  stands,  thanks  to  the  massive  timbers 
used  in  the  construction  of  its  sides  and  roof.  This 
barn  is  one  of  the  oldest  and  finest  in  the  County 
and  is  itself  worth  a  visit. 

The  eldest  son,  Henry,  of  William  (called 
Harry  in  his  Will,  App.  IX),  became  by  purchase 
the  owner  of  Beachborough,  which  he  bought  from 
one  George  Fogge,  of  Brabourne,  circa  1570.  He 
married  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Chilton, 
of  Kent.  He  then  rebuilt  the  mansion,  and  fixed 
his  abode  there,  and  ever  since  it  has  remained  in 
the  uninterrupted  possession  of  the  Brockman  family. 

There  is  no  record  as  to  how  and  when  the  name 
was  first  spelt  Brockman,  but  it  must  have  been 
after  the  purchase  of  Beachborough,  as  there  is  a 
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POWERS  HALL,  the  Seat  of  JOHN  BROKEMAN,  of  Witham. 


memorial  to  Henry  Brockman,,  his  grandson,  in 
Newington  Church,  which  runs  as  follows : — 

“  Here  lyeth  Henry  Brockman  of  Bechborough, 
“  esquire,  Lord  of  this  Manor,  who  departed  this 
“  mortall  life  upon  the  XXVII  of  March  1630.” 

The  spelling  of  Beachborough  is  quaint  or  it 
may  have  been  a  slip  on  the  engraver's  part,  as 
Beachborough  has  been  spelt  Bechborough. 

Beachborough,  or  Beechborough,  anciently 
Bilcheborough,  is  situated  north-west  of  the  village 
of  Newington,  and  belonged  originally  to  the 
Valoigns,  whose  daughter  marrying  Francis  Fogge, 
the  latter  became  entitled  to  the  same.  Francis 
Fogge  died  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  III,  and 
was  buried  in  Cheriton  Church.  In  his  descendants 
it  continued  till  the  latter  end  of  Queen  Elizabeth's 
reign,  when  it  passed  by  sale  from  George  Fogge, 
of  Braboume,  to  Mr.  Henry  Brokeman,  of  Witham, 
in  Essex. 

The  mansion  of  Beachborough  is  a  fine  one 
situated  in  a  park  of  300  acres.  With  it  Henry 
Brokeman  also  bought  the  Manor  of  Cheriton,  so 
that  the  Brokemans  or  Brockmans  were  Lords  of 
the  Manors  of  both  Newington  and  Cheriton. 
Both  are  situated  a  few  miles  from  Folkestone, 
within  a  mile  or  so  of  each  other,  on  the  main  Folke- 
stone-Canterbury  road.  In  each  village  there  is  a 
church  where  the  Brockmans  of  both  the  senior  and 
junior  branch  of  the  family  have  been  buried  for 
centuries.  Those  of  the  senior  branch  at  Newington, 
and  those  of  the  junior  branch  at  Cheriton. 

The  Manor  of  Newington,  in  Domesday  Book 
record,  is  entered  as  having  formed  part  of  the 
possessions  of  Hugo  de  Montfort.  Under  King 
Henry  I,  this  Manor  was  vested  in  the  Crown. 
Under  King  John,  it  was  held  by  Baldwin,  Earl 
of  Guisnes,  of  whom  it  was  purchased  by  Hugo 
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de  Burgh,  Earl  of  Kent.  His  eldest  son,  John 
de  Burgh,  succeeded  and  obtained  a  charter  of 
free  warren  for  the  Manor.  In  the  55^h  Year  of 
King  Henry  III  he  passed  it  to  his  cousin-german, 
Sir  Thomas  Belhus,  Seneschal  of  Ponthieu.  In 
the  48th  year  of  King  Edward  III  the  property 
passed  to  the  Knevets  by  the  marriage  of  Joane, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Belhouse.  The  estate 
remained  in  the  Knevet  family  till  the  16th  year 
of  King  Henry  VII,  when  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Edward  Knevet,  espoused  Sir  John  Rainsford. 
On  his  dying  in  1507,  it  devolved  to  Elizabeth,  then 
wife  of  John  Clopton,  as  his  next  heir.  In  1535, 
the  Manor  was  alienated  to  Thomas  Lord  Cromwell, 
on  whose  attainder  the  estate  falling  to  the  Crown, 
it  so  continued  until  the  first  year  of  Queen  Mary, 
who  granted  it  to  Lord  Clinton  and  Saye.  He, 
the  ensuing  year,  passed  it  to  Mr.  Henry  Herdson, 
of  London,  whose  grandson  Francis  alienated  the 
property,  under  King  James  I,  to  Mr.  Henry 
Brokeman,  of  Newington,  in  which  line  it  con¬ 
tinued  to  James  Brockman,  of  Beachborough,  who 
willed  it  to  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  who  assumed 
the  name  and  arms  of  Brockman,  in  which  family 
it  has  continued  to  the  present  time.  A  court-baron 
is  held  for  this  Manor. 

Bertram’s,  usually  called  Newington  Bertram, 
is  another  Manor  adjoining  Newington  Belhouse, 
and  was  anciently  part  of  the  barony  of  Averenches. 
After  changing  hands  several  times,  it  came,  through 
his  wife,  to  Henry,  Lord  Percy,  afterwards  Earl  of 
Northumberland,  who  died  feifed  of  it  in  the  29th 
year  of  King  Henry  VIII,  without  issue,  on  which 
it  came,  as  settled  by  him  by  deed  in  his  lifetime, 
to  the  King  and  his  heirs  ;  and  he  granted  it  soon 
afterwards  to  Thomas,  Lord  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex, 
of  whom  it  was  again  purchased  by  the  King,  and  it 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Crown  till  the  first 
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year  of  Queen  Mary,  when  it  was  granted  with  the 
adjoining  Manor  of  Newington  Belhouse  to  Edward, 
Lord  Clinton  and  Saye,  who  next  year  sold  it  to 
Mr.  Henry  Herdson,  when  it  passed  as  the  manor 
above. 

Another  Manor  and  Mansion  of  Brockhull, 
in  ruins,  was  alienated  by  John  Tournay  to  “  James 
Brockman,  of  Beachborough,”  whose  grandson 
James  gave  it  by  will  to  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake, 
and  he  subsequently  assumed  the  name  of  Brock¬ 
man.  By  the  last-named  Drake-Brockman  the 
remains  of  this  ancient  mansion  were  pulled  down 
and  the  materials  removed  to  build  the  Bailiff’s 
house,  near  Beachborough,  consisting  of  stone  and 
constructed  in  the  Gothic  style.  In  1768  the  site 
was  exchanged  with  Mr.  Robert  Tournay,  of  Hythe, 
for  other  lands  upon  the  hills  near  to  his  seat  of 
Beechborough,  reserving  the  Manor  itself.  Whereof 
he  died  possessed  in  1781  when  his  son  James  Drake- 
Brockman,  succeeded. 

Again  the  Manor  of  Newington  Fee,  otherwise 
Dimchurch,  ranking  as  a  limb  of  the  Manor  of 
Newington  Belhouse,  near  Hythe,  and  therefore 
most  probably  uniformly  subject  to  the  same  owners, 
was  held  by  Thomas,  Lord  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex, 
in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIII.  Prior  to  his 
attainder  it  went  by  purchase  to  the  Crown,  and  so 
remained  until  the  last  year  of  Queen  Mary,  who 
granted  it  to  Lord  Clinton  and  Saye,  who  alienated 
it  to  Mr.  Henry  Herdson,  of  London,  whose  grand¬ 
son  Francis,  under  King  James  I,  passed  the  Manor 
to  Mr.  Henry  Brokeman,  of  Newington,  in  which 
line  it  continued  to  James  Brockman,  Esqre.,  of 
Beachborough,  who,  dying  unmarried,  this  estate 
by  Will  went  to  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  who  assumed 
the  name  of  Brockman,  and  his  eldest  son  James 
became  possessed  of  the  same.  A  court-leet  and 
court-baron  is  held  for  this  Manor.

There  is  also  a  Manor  of  Brenzett,  called 
Newington  Brenzett,  which,  in  the  reign  of  King 
Henry  VIII  was  part  of  the  possessions  of  Thomas, 
Lord  Cromwell,  Earl  of  Essex.  On  the  attainder 
of  that  nobleman  it  passed  to  the  Crown,  where  it 
remained  until  Queen  Mary  granted  this  Manor  to 
Edward,  Lord  Clinton  and  Saye,  from  which  it 
passed  to  Henry  Brokeman,  Esqre.,  of  Beach- 
borough.  A  court-leet  is  held  for  this  Manor. 

Another  place,  called  Hall  Place,  situated  in 
the  parish  of  Otterden,  in  the  Ninth  year  of  King 
Henry  VII,  was  sold  to  John  Bunce,  gent,  of  that 
parish.  His  only  son,  James,  died  in  Otterden  in 
1606,  and  was  buried  in  the  south  chancel,  generally 
called  Bunce’s  chancel.  The  eldest  son,  Simon, 
became  his  heir.  Simon  died  possessed  of  this  seat 
in  1611,  leaving  Anne,  his  only  daughter  and  heiress, 
who  married  Sir  William  Brockman,  Knt.,  of 
Beachborough,  and  heir  to  Henry  Brockman,  Esqre., 
of  Newington,  near  Hythe. 

One  other  Manor,  called  Broadgate,  otherwise 
Brockmans,  lies  within  the  bounds  of  the  parish  of 
Birchington,  extending  to  Monkton,  having  formed 
part  of  the  possessions  of  Henry  Beaufort,  Duke 
of  Somerset,  on  whose  attainder,  in  the  eighth  year 
of  King  Edward  IV,  it  came  to  the  Crown.  It  then 
was  granted  to  John  Brokeman,  of  Witham,  in 
Essex,  who  died  possessed  of  the  same  in  the  16th 
year  of  King  Henry  VIII,  a.d.  1500,  as  appeared  by 
the  inquisition  then  taken. 

As  regards  the  Manor  of  Cheriton,  this  was 
anciently  held  of  the  Barony  of  Averenches  by  a 
family  which  thence  derived  its  name.  Waleran 
de  Ceritone  possessed  this  property  under  King 
Henry  III,  and  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  I  it 
went  to  Roger  de  Mereworth.  It  passed  to  the 
Valoigns,  and  by  marriage  of  a  female  heir  it  devolved 
to  her  husband,  Sir  Francis  Fogge,  who  was  interred 
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in  the  church  of  this  place,  but  of  their  effigies  nothing 
remains.  George  Fogge,  of  Brabourne,  sold  this 
property  to  the  Brockmans,  when  James,  dying 
unmarried  in  1767,  devised  the  Manor  to  the  Rev. 
Ralph  Drake,  who  assumed  the  name  of  Brockman, 
in  which  line  it  continued.  A  court-baron  is  held 
for  this  Manor. 

The  Old  House,  formerly  Halden  House,  near 
Tenterden,  formerly  the  seat  of  the  Scot’s  family, 
was  mortgaged  to  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brock- 
man,  who  took  possession  of  it.  With  his  other 
estates  it  passed  to  his  son,  James  Drake-Brockman, 
of  Beachborough. 

The  Manor  of  Swetton,  in  the  parish  of 
Cheriton,  followed,  similarly  to  the  Manor  of 
Cheriton,  to  Mr.  Henry  Brokeman,  of  Beach- 
borough. 

The  Manor  of  Bere  (Berry  Court)  was  on  the 
attainder  of  Sir  Robert  Belknap,  Chief  Justice  of 
Common  Pleas,  in  the  nth  year  of  King  Richard  II, 
forfeited  to  the  Crown,  when  it  was  granted  two 
years  afterwards  to  John  Brokeman,  Esqre.,  together 
with  other  lands  in  Stowting  and  Crundale,  and 
in  his  descendants  this  Manor  continued  till  it  was 
at  length  alienated  by  another  John  Brokeman 
(his  grandson)  to  John  Newland,  Esqre.,  about 
King  Henry  VI II’s  reign.  This,  as  mentioned  above, 
is  the  same  or  part  of  the  Manor  of  Pirrie. 

There  was  also  a  building  called  Brockman’s 
Barn,  which  was  a  landmark  in  the  17th  century, 
but  has  long  ago  disappeared.  To  prevent  the  sea 
from  overflowing  the  marsh,  a  wall  known  as  Dym- 
church  Wall  was  built,  extending  for  about  three 
miles  in  length  from  Brockman’s  Barn  eastwards 
of  this  place  as  far  westward  as  Wallend,  about 
one-and-a-half  miles  from  New  Romney.  It  was 
the  boundary  of  the  Liberty  of  New  Romney  on 
the  east.  It  was  situated  on  the  sea  coast,  just  west 
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of  the  Sands  Hotel,  Jesson,  a  hamlet  between  New 
Romney  and  Dymchurch.  But  nothing  exists  now, 
and  has  not  existed  for  the  last  hundred  years  and 
more,  and  its  site  is  no  longer  known. 

These  then  made  up  the  estates  of  the  Brock¬ 
mans  in  Kent.  Henry  Brockman  died  in  1573, 
leaving  issue  two  sons,  William,  his  successor,  and 
John,  and  a  daughter  Julian. 

His  daughter  Julian  is  not  mentioned  in  his 
Will,  but  she  is  in  his  son  William’s  Will,  and  she 
married  a  Thomas  Brodnax,  of  Godmersham.  This 
family  also  had  a  mansion  and  estates  in  these  parts. 
In  Cheriton  Church  there  is  a  monumental  brass  to 
a  Joan  Brodnax,  wife  of  Robert  Brodnax,  of  Cheriton, 
who  died,  aged  39,  in  1592,  and  had  six  sons  and 
eight  daughters.  Canon  Scott,  in  his  description 
of  Cheriton  Church,  seems  to  think  that  this  Joan 
must  be  a  daughter  of  Henry  Brockman  above 
mentioned,  from  the  position  of  this  memorial  in  the 
Church.  But,  as  is  clear  by  his  Will,  this  is  not  so. 
For  this  Joan,  according  to  Berry,  was  a  Joan 
Knight,  and  so  could  not  be  a  daughter  of  Henry 
Brockman,  who  died  in  1573,  and  no  mention 
whatever  is  made  of  any  Joan,  a  daughter  of  Henry 
Brockman,  and  this  Robert  Brodnax  whom  she 
(Joan)  married  was  a  brother  of  the  Thomas  Brodnax 
who  married  Julian,  daughter  of  Henry  Brockman, 
according  to  Berry,  being  his  second  wife,  and  as 
Joan  Knight  married  Robert  Brodnax,  of  Cheriton, 
a  memorial  would  naturally  be  placed  to  her  memory 
in  that  Church.  There  was  another  Joan  Brodnax, 
who  died  in  1592,  the  same  year  in  which  the  other 
Joan  mentioned  above  died,  but  she  married  a  Robert 
Brodnax  of  New  Romney,  being  his  first  wife,  who 
was  a  son  of  the  Thomas  Brodnax  mentioned  above, 
husband  of  Julian.  Again,  according  to  Berry, 
there  is  mention  of  a  daughter  Julian,  second  sister 
of  Sir  William  Brockman,  who,  he  says,  married 
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Thomas  Brodnax,  of  Godmersham,  above  mentioned 
as  having  married  Julian,  daughter  of  Henry 
Brockman.  I  can  find  no  mention  anywhere  of  a 
sister  named  Julian  to  Sir  William  Brockman, 
his  five  sisters,  as  named  in  the  pedigree,  being 
Margaret,  Helen,  Elizabeth,  Mary  and  Agnes.  But 
from  the  Will  of  William  (Ob.  1605)  it  is  clear  that 
Julian  is  his  sister,  and  so  must  be  the  daughter  of 
Henry,  his  father,  and  Berry  has  mixed  up  the  two 
Williams:  William,  Ob.  1605,  and  Sir  William, 
Ob.  1654. 

Now,  from  this  union  of  Julian,  daughter  of 
Henry  Brockman,  with  Thomas  Brodnax,  of 
Godmersham,  lineally  descended  one  Thomas  Brodnax, 
of  Godmersham,  who  changed  his  name  in  1727  to 
May,  afterwards,  in  1738,  to  Knight.  His  son, 
Thomas  Knight,  who  succeeded  him,  died  S.P.,  and 
bequeathed  his  estates  to  his  cousin,  Edward  Austen, 
who  assumed  the  name  of  Knight,  and  thus  became 
the  Knights  of  Godmersham.  So  the  Brodnaxes 
are  only  connections  of  the  Brockmans  by  this 
marriage  of  Julian,  daughter  of  Henry  Brockman, 
to  Thomas  Brodnax,  of  Godmersham. 

Henry  Brockman  died  in  1573,  and  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  his  elder  son,  William,  who  married 
Margaret,  eldest  daughter  of  Humphrey  Clarke,  of 
Kingsnorth,  and  had  a  son  Henry,  and  two  daughters, 
Margaret,  who  married  Sir  Edward  Duke,  Knt.,  of 
Aylesford,  and  Helen.  William  died  in  1605, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Henry,  who  married 
Helen,  daughter  of  Nicholas  Sawking,  Esqre,  of 
Lyminge,  and  had  issue  two  sons  and  five  daughters. 
Henry  Brockman  died  in  1630,  and  there  is  a 
memorial  brass  to  his  memory  in  Newington  Church, 
as  mentioned  above  and  given  in  Appendix  IV. 

His  two  sons  were  William  (later  Sir  William) 
and  Zouch,  of  Cheriton.  From  these  two  are 
descended  both  the  senior  and  junior  branches  of  the 
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family,  i.e.,  the  senior  from  Sir  William  and  the 
junior  from  Zouch,  of  Cheriton,  for  it  is  his  (Zouch’s) 
great-grand-daughter,  Caroline  Brockman,  who 
married  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  cousin  of  James 
Brockman,  who  died  unmarried  in  1767,  and  this 
Ralph  Drake  was  the  great  nephew  of  this  James 
Brockman’s  mother,  Anne,  who  was  a  Glydd. 

Of  all  the  Brockmans,  this  Sir  William,  who 
succeeded  to  the  estates  on  the  death  of  his  father, 
Henry  Brockman,  was  the  most  illustrious  member. 
He  was  an  ardent  Royalist,  and  was  knighted  by 
King  Charles  I,  whose  devoted  adherent  he  was. 
The  account  of  his  gallant  defence  of  the  town  of 
Maidstone  against  Fairfax,  in  1648,  I  give  verbatim, 
taken  from  the  1836  edition  of  Burke’s  “  Commoners.” 
It  makes  interesting  reading. 

“  Sir  William  Brockman,  Knt.,  of  Beach- 
“  borough,  was  among  the  most  devoted  adherents 
“  of  King  Charles  I,  and  distinguished  himself  by  a 
“  courageous  defence  of  the  town  of  Maidstone 
“  against  Fairfax  and  a  considerable  body  of  the 
“  parliamentary  forces.  He  was  appointed  in  the 
“  18th  year  of  His  Majesty’s  reign,  by  the  King, 
“  then  in  arms  at  Oxford,  Sheriff  of  Kent,  but  was 
“  superseded  in  his  office  by  the  parliament  and 
“  Sir  John  Honeywood  constituted  Sheriff  in  his 
“  stead.  The  defence  of  Maidstone  occurred  in 
“  1648,  when  Fairfax,  with  the  elite  of  his  division, 
“  marched  upon  that  place,  at  the  time  garrisoned 
“  by  probably  1,000  royalist  horse  and  foot  under 
“  the  command  of  Sir  John  Mayney.  The 
“  republican  general,  passing  the  river  at  Farleigh 
“  Bridge,  which  had  been  but  feebly  guarded, 
“  attacked  the  town  with  a  corps  of  10,000  men  at 
“  least,  carrying,  without  difficulty,  some  slight 
“  fortifications  which  were  thrown  up  at  the 
“  entrance.  The  assault  about  seven  o’clock  in 
“  the  evening  became  general,  and  the  fighting 
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“  fierce  and  sanguinary  in  every  street,  which, 
44  with  the  houses,  were  lined  by  the  royalists, 
“  whose  strength  had  been  augmented  by  Sir 
4 4  William  Brockman,  who  brought  in  a  rein- 
44  forcement  of  8oo  men  during  the  preliminary 
44  skirmishing.  The  resistance  of  the  townsmen  was 
44  so  determined  and  gallant  that  Fairfax  had  literally 
44  to  contend  for  every  inch  of  the  ground  ;  the 
44  conflict  had  already  been  prolonged  to  midnight, 
44#when  the  royalists,  overpowered  by  numbers, 
44  were  driven  into  the  churchyard,  and  thence, 
44  taking  shelter  in  the  church,  continued  to  resist 
44  with  unabated  vigour,  until  eventually  reduced 
44  to  surrender  upon  conditions  securing  their 
44  personal  safety.  Few  actions  displayed  more  of 
44  that  chivalric  courage  and  devoted  resolve  which 
44  characterised  the  adherents  of  the  King  during 
44  the  civil  wars  than  this.  Lord  Clarendon  terms 
44  it  4  a  sharp  encounter  very  bravely  fought  with 
44  4  the  general's  whole  strength.’  ” 

Sir  William  married  Anne,  only  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Simon  Bunce,  Esqre.,  of  Linstead,  and 
had  issue  one  son,  James,  his  heir,  and  four  daughters. 
He  was  buried  at  Newington  on  the  6th  December, 
1654,  and  succeeded  by  his  son  James,  who  died  in 
1683,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William.  This 
son,  William,  married  Anne  Glydd,  elder  daughter 
of  Richard  Glydd,  Esqre,  of  Pendhill,  in  Surrey, 
and  had  issue  three  sons,  William,  James  and  John. 
William  died  in  his  father’s  lifetime.  John  died  in 
1739.  James,  his  second  son,  became  heir. 

This  son,  James,  the  last  male  heir  of  the  Brock¬ 
mans,  died  unmarried  in  1767  and  bequeathed  his 
estates  to  his  cousin  and  great  nephew  of  his  mother, 
the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake.  (Vide  App.  VIII).  Thus 
came  the  double  name  of  Drake-Brockman,  for  it 
was  on  condition  that  Rev.  Ralph  Drake  took  the 
Arms  and  Surname  of  Brockman  that  the  estates 
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were  left  to  him.  (It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
according  to  the  Register  of  Alumni  Oxoniensis,  by 
Foster,  vide  App.  V,  it  states  that  as  “  R.  D. 
Brockman,  which  latter  name  he  had  assumed  in 
addition  to  his  patronymic.”)  Concerning  this  point 
of  the  double  name,  see  App.  IX  and  Will  of 
Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman. 

Zouch,  the  younger  brother,  died,  aged  59,  in  1680, 
and  though  of  Cheriton  Manor  was  buried  at  Newington. 
All  his  descendants  are  buried  at  Cheriton.  In  the 
pedigree  will  be  found  all  Zouch’s  descendants  down 
to  his  great-grand-children.  That  branch  seems  to 
have  ended  there,  unless  his  daughter  Elizabeth 
(Mrs.  Knapp)  had  any  descendants,  which  I  have  not 
been  able  to  discover.  But  this  great-grand-daughter 
Caroline  married  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  and  so 
carried  on  the  line  and  started  the  family  with  the 
double  name  of  Drake-Brockman. 

Zouch’s  heir  was  first  his  second  son,  Zouch, 
who,  however,  only  survived  his  father  13  days, 
dying  on  the  9th  November,  1680,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  brother  William,  who  died  in  1696.  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  Henry,  who  died  in  1752. 
This  Henry  had  three  children  :  Mary,  who  died 
unmarried  ;  Elizabeth,  who  married  Rev.  Joseph 
Knapp  ;  and  Caroline,  who  married  the  Rev. 
Ralph  Drake.  After  that  the  Manor  House  seems 
to  have  been  demolished,  for  when  Rev.  Julius 
Drake-Brockman  was  instituted  to  the  combined 
benefices  of  Newington  and  Cheriton,  he  built  the 
present  Rectory  at  Cheriton,  and  which  is  now 
occupied  by  the  present  incumbent  of  the  combined 
benefices,  the  old  Vicarage  at  Newington  having  been 
sold  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authorities.  The  Cheriton 
Rectory,  which  was  very  large,  as  Rev.  Julius  had 
a  very  large  family  of  14  children,  has  been  slightly 
altered  and  reduced  in  size  for  future  incumbents. 
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From  a  portrait  in  possession  of  Charles  St.  Leger  Brockman.

So  whatever  Arms  James  Brockman  was  entitled 
to,  and  which  the  Rev.  Ralph  took  under  his  Will, 
the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  and  his  descend¬ 
ants  are  entitled  to,  excepting  the  Bunce  quartering. 
But  here  is  a  difficulty  and  difference.  The  Rev. 
Ralph  Drake-Brockman  and  his  heirs  of  both 
senior  and  junior  branches  are  entitled  to  these 
Arms  in  addition  to  the  Drake  Arms.  The  Rev. 
Ralph  Drake-Brockman,  when  adding  the  name  of 
Brockman  to  his  own,  unfortunately  failed  to 
exemplify  these  Arms,  though  authorised  to  bear 
them  by  Act  of  Parliament  (8  George  III),  and  so 
the  College  of  Arms  cannot  allow  them  to  be  borne 
or  shown  in  official  books  as  “  Burke’s  Landed  Gentry 
or  Commoners.”  But  this  can  be  rectified  by  taking 
out  a  patent,  which  will  cost  a  considerable  sum, 
i.e.y  £92  5s.,  to  include  all  descendants  of  the  grand¬ 
father  of  those  applying.  This  Act  of  Parliament 
appears  to  have  been  permissive  and  not  mandatory, 
and,  in  consequence,  he  only  added  the  name  of 
Brockman  to  his  own,  and  did  not  exemplify  arms 
so  as  to  quarter  Brockman  with  Drake.  And  yet 
in  Newington  Church  the  arms  are  shown  for  James 
Drake-Brockman  and  his  wife  as  per  Fig.  6,  App. 
VII,  but  are  not  quite  correct.  The  correct  Coat 
of  Arms  is  shown  on  the  frontispiece. 

Again,  both  Senior  and  Junior  branches  cannot 
claim  the  quarterings  of  Bunce,  though  we  can  any 
that  were  quartered  before,  as  the  Chilton  quartering, 
as  we  do  not  descend  from  the  wife  of  Sir  William 
Brockman,  Anne  Bunce,  but  from  his  younger 
brother  Zouch,  through  his  great-grand-daughter 
Caroline,  who  married  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake. 
This  can  be  seen  from  a  study  of  the  pedigree,  and 
that  there  is  no  Bunce  blood  in  our  veins. 

Rev.  Ralph  Drake  married  Caroline  Brock- 
man,  great-grand-daughter  of  Zouch  Brockman, 
of  Cheriton,  the  younger  brother  of  Sir  William

Brockman,  and,  taking  the  Arms  and  Surname  of 
Brockman,  became  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman 
of  Beachborough.  He  had  issue  two  sons  and  four 
daughters,  the  two  sons  being  James,  his  heir,  and 
Julius,  the  second  son.  From  James  the  senior 
branch  continued  on,  and  from  Julius  descended 
the  present  Junior  and  Australian  branches  of  the 
family. 

As  regards  the  point  as  to  whether  we  are  related 
to  Sir  Francis  Drake,  it  can  definitely  be  stated  that 
we  are  not.  It  has  been  stated  that  Sir  Francis  Drake 
was  born  at  Penhurst,  in  Kent,  but  this  is  incorrect, 
as  he  was  born  at  Crowndale,  in  the  Parish  of  Tavistock, 
Devon,  and  this  has  been  clearly  established.  It  was 
also  once  suggested  that  Sir  Francis  Drake’s  mother 
had  been  a  Miss  Brockman,  but  his  mother’s  maiden 
name  is  believed  to  have  been  Milways. 

But  our  ancestor,  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  was  nearly 
connected  to  the  Drakes  of  Shardeloes,  at 
Amersham,  in  Buckinghamshire.  Sir  Francis  Drake 
wished  to  adopt  the  Drake  Arms  when  Queen 
Elizabeth  knighted  him,  but  the  Drakes  of  that  day 
refused  to  allow  him  to,  so  Queen  Elizabeth  gave 
Sir  Francis  a  new  coat. 

As  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake  was  a  near  relative 
of  the  Drakes  of  Shardeloes,  Amersham,  we  can  bear 
the  Arms  of  those  Drakes,  i.e.y  the  red  Wyvern,  in 
conjunction  with  the  other  arms  that  the  Brockmans 
are  entitled  to,  and  as  shown  in  Frontispiece,  which 
shows  the  Drake  Wyvern  as  principal  quartering, 
then  the  Glydd  and  Chilton  Arms,  with  the  Brockman 
first  and  second  Coats  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

On  his  becoming  Squire  of  Beachborough,  the 
Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  made  great  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  mansion  and  pleasure  grounds  adjoining. 

Continuing  with  the  senior  branch  first.  The 
Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  did  not  live  to  a 
great  age,  as  some  of  the  others  did.  He  died  at  the

age  of  57,  on  the  nth  November,  1781.  He  acted 
as  Rector  of  the  two  Churches,  of  which  he  was  the 
patron  in  1770,  till  the  appointment  of  the  new 
incumbent,  Rev.  George  Lynch,  in  1771. 

On  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman's  death  his 
elder  son  J  ames  succeeded  him.  He  married  Catherine 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  William  Tatton, 
D.D.,  Rector  of  Rotherfield,  Sussex,  and  Prebendary 
of  Canterbury,  and  of  Sarah  Lynch,  of  Canterbury 
(whose  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Archbishop  Wake), 
and  had  issue  ten  sons  and  three  daughters.  Her 
portrait  was  painted  by  Gainsborough  before  marriage 
as  “  Miss  Tatton.”  He  and  his  brother  Julius  had 
very  large  families,  the  latter  having  ten  sons  and 
four  daughters.  Some  of  the  sons  both  of  James 
and  Julius  were  distinguished  persons.  Of  James's 
sons,  most  were  educated  at  Harrow  School  and  the 
Universities.  He  himself  served  in  the  office  of 
High  Sheriff  of  Kent,  in  1791.  James  was  a  very 
keen  huntsman,  and  kept  a  pack  of  hounds  for  a 
long  period  before  his  son  Frederick  succeeded  him 
as  Master  of  the  East  Kent  Hounds,  a  post  he  held 
for  the  long  period  of  thirty-eight  years. 

James  Drake-Brockman  died  in  1832  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  second  son,  the  Rev.  William 
Drake-Brockman.  He  was  educated  at  Harrow 
and  Queen's  College,  Cambridge,  and  had  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  playing  in  Lord  Byron's  XI  in  the  first 
cricket  match  against  Eton,  in  1805.  He  did  not 
live  to  a  great  age,  but  died,  aged  59,  in  1847,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  younger  brother,  the  Rev. 
Tatton  Drake-Brockman,  the  fifth  son.  He,  also, 
was  educated  at  Harrow  and  Oriel  College,  Oxford. 
Before  becoming  Squire  of  Beachborough,  he  was 
Curate  of  Frant,  near  Tunbridge  Wells.  He  married 
twice.  First,  Louisa,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Hawley, 
Bart.,  and  secondly  Anna,  daughter  of  the  Rev. 
John  Holmes,  of  Gawdy  Hall,  Norfolk.  He  had 
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From  the  painting  by  Gainsborough.

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four  daughters,  one  of  whom,  Maria,  married  the 
Rev.  Reginald  Bridges  Knatchbull-Hugesson  (brother 
of  First  Lord  Brabourne),  who  was  Rector  of  Cheriton 
and  Vicar  of  Newington  for  some  years.  When  she 
died,  the  parishioners  subscribed  and  had  a  new  set 
of  bells  put  in  Cheriton  Church  to  her  memory,  as 
the  inscription  says :  “by  those  who  knew  and 
loved  her.” 

The  Rev.  Tatton  Drake-Brockman  died  in 
1869,  aged  76,  and,  having  no  male  issue,  was  succeeded 
by  his  younger  brother,  Frederick  Drake-Brock- 
man,  who  never  married.  He  was  devoted  to  his 
hunting,  and  became  a  most  popular  Master  of 
Hounds  and  one,  as  Bailey’s  Sporting  Magazine  of 
January,  1877,  says  :  “  best  known  to  the  British 
Army.”  For  close  to  Beachborough  is  the  military 
camp  at  Shorncliffe,  and  so  the  meets  were  frequently 
attended  by  a  number  of  young  officers  of  that 
garrison.  I  give  here  the  obituary  notice  that  was 
published  in  the  magazine  mentioned  above,  which 
will  show  how  liked  he  was  in  that  capacity.  He 
had  eventually  to  give  up  the  Mastership  of  the 
Hounds  owing  to  failing  health,  which  was  much 
regretted  by  the  whole  County.  He  died,  five  years 
after  giving  up  the  post,  in  1876,  and,  being  unmarried, 
was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Francis  Drake- 
Brockman,  son  of  his  younger  brother,  Francis 
Head  Drake-Brockman,  who  had  died  before  him, 
in  1857. 

“  The  portrait  of  this  gentleman,  of  all  Masters 
the  best  known  to  the  British  Army,  will  be  recognised 
by  many  an  old  friend,  not  only  in  his  own  country 
but  in  far  distant  lands,  with  pleasant  memories 
and  hearty  greetings ;  and  for  ourselves  we  beg  to 
thank  him  for  the  honour  he  has  done  our  Valhalla 
by  the  addition  of  his  good  company.” 

Mr.  Frederick  Brockman  was  the  seventh  son 
of  Mr.  James  Drake-Brockman,  of  Beachborough, 
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From  a  miniature  in  possession  of  Br.-Gen.  David  Henry  Drake-

Kent ;  and  by  the  death  of  his  late  brother,  the 
Rev.  Tatton  Brockman,  succeeded,  in  1869,  to  the 
patrimonial  estates.  It  needed  not,  however,  the 
broad  acres  of  Beachborough  to  start  him  as  a  Master 
of  Hounds  ;  for,  so  far  back  as  the  year  1833,  we 
find  him  succeeding  Lord  Fitzwalter  and  Mr.  William 
Deedes,  of  Sandling  Park,  as  Master  of  the  East  Kent 
Hounds ;  those  gentlemen  having  followed  Sir 
Henry  Oxenden,  of  Broome  Park,  who  had  a  noted 
pack  of  spayed  bitches,  and  hunted  the  country  for 
fourteen  years.  From  that  date  to  1871,  a  period  of 
thirty-eight  years,  Mr.  Brockman  carried  his  own 
horn,  doing  his  duty  in  the  field  like  a  thorough 
workman,  showing  fine  sport  and  managing  his 
country  with  signal  success.  Indeed,  but  for  his 
tact  towards  the  farmers,  with  whom  he  was  a  great 
favourite,  foxes  would  have  fared  but  ill  among  the 
great  game  preserves  with  which  that  land  abounds. 
In  spite  of  many  difficulties,  therefore,  and  sundry 
discouragements,  Mr.  Brockman  succeeded  not  only 
in  establishing  a  rare  pack  of  hounds  in  East  Kent, 
but  in  creating  a  fine  spirit  and  love  of  fox  hunting 
among  the  tenant  farmers  of  that  country.  In  those 
early  days  it  was  found  necessary  to  turn  out  a  batch 
of  French  foxes,  which,  landed  at  Dover  and  passed 
through  the  Custom  House  without  paying  duty, 
were  turned  out  at  the  dead  of  night  in  the  interior 
of  the  Beachborough  covers.  One  of  them,  however, 
a  remarkably  white  fox,  found  his  way  next  morning 
into  the  York  Hotel,  Dover,  evidently  bent  on  taking 
his  passage  home  by  a  return  packet ;  but  he  fell 
into  good  hands,  as  luck  would  have  it,  and  that 
night  the  landlord  despatched  him  again  in  a  safe 
box  to  Beachborough,  and  this  time  he  was  put 
down  on  more  distant  and  safer  ground. 

Mr.  Brockman’s  father  kept  hounds  before  him 
for  a  long  period,  so  the  son’s  ears  must  have  been 
attuned  to  kennel-music  from  his  earliest  childhood, 
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From  a  portrait  in  possession  of  Charles  St.  Leger  Brockman.

and  his  nature  indoctrinated  with  the  love  of  hunting 
that  made  him  what  he  was,  and  only  ended  with 
life.  Although  a  real  houndsman  and  essentially  one 
of  the  old  school,  letting  hounds  alone  when  they 
could  work,  and  only  helping  them  when  they 
couldn’t ;  dearly  loving,  too,  plenty  of  music  from 
the  “  tambourines,”  yet  few  men  could  be  quicker 
in  their  casts  than  he  was,  and  none  could  kill  a 
shifty  or  flying  fox  in  better  style. 

His  military  field  were  not  always  under  proper 
discipline,  and  in  the  cub-hunting  season  especially, 
when  young  hounds  require  the  undivided  attention 
of  huntsmen  and  whips,  the  sudden  appearance  of 
half-a-dozen  blazers  from  the  adjoining  camp  at  six 
in  the  morning  was  a  visitation  to  which  Mr.  Brock¬ 
man  was  not  unfrequently  treated.  On  one  occasion 
he  had  just  found  a  litter  of  cubs  in  Ilden  Wood  and 
was  rattling  them  up  and  down  like  bones  in  a  dice- 
box,  when  “  Tally-ho  !  Gone  away  !  ”  came  ringing 
on  his  ears  from  the  upper  side,  and  he  had  just  time 
to  view  an  old  dog  fox  making  himself  scarce  and 
striding  over  the  open  for  a  distant  cover.  “  He’s 
gone  away,  I  tell  ye — gone  away,”  shouted  several 
young  heroes  madly  ;  “  Come  on,  old  fellow,  clap  ’em 
on  ;  this  was  his  line.” 

Now,  Mr.  Brockman’s  apparel  was  not  exactly 
hunting  costume,  but  simply  an  old  tweed  shooting 
coat  and  pantaloons  to  match,  all  telling  visibly  of 
cover  work  and  many  a  rough  day  ;  so  the  blazers, 
mistaking  him  for  one  of  the  kennel  servants,  shouted 
the  lustier  at  him  :  “  This  way,  I  tell  ye,  old  fellow  ; 
he’s  gone  away,  gone  away.” 

The  hounds,  however,  coming  to  the  edge  of 
the  cover  at  that  moment,  were  instantly  stopped  by 
Mr.  Brockman’s  “  Loo-back ;  Loo-back,”  to  the 
great  chagrin  of  the  officers,  one  of  whom,  putting 
his  hand  in  his  pocket,  pulled  out  a  crown,  telling 
him  to  pouch  that,  and  clap  on  the  hounds  ;  another 
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said  he’d  make  it  half-a-sovereign,  at  the  same  time 
trying  to  force  the  money  into  his  hands.  But  Mr. 
Brockman,  lifting  his  finger  to  his  forelock,  said 
firmly,  “  Much  as  my  place  is  worth,  sir  ;  daren’t 
do  it ;  hoick  back,  hoick  back.” 

An  hour  after,  having  killed  their  cub,  the  whole 
party  pulled  up  at  a  wayside  inn  for  refreshment, 
when  the  landlord,  taking  off  his  hat  to  Mr.  Brockman, 
as  he  handed  him  a  glass  of  sherry,  made  it  too 
apparent  to  the  heroes  who  the  “  old  fellow  ”  was 
whom  they  had  treated  with  so  little  ceremony. 
However,  during  the  subsequent  season,  Mr.  Brock¬ 
man  was  never  the  worse  friends  with  them  for  that 
little  episode. 

When,  at  length,  from  sheer  ill-health,  he  was 
compelled  to  resign  his  horn  and  hounds,  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  describe  the  regret  with  which  that  step  was 
viewed  by  the  whole  country  ;  and  a  valuable  gift 
of  plate — a  heavy  load  for  one  sideboard — bore 
testimony  to  his  good  service  and  the  esteem  in  which 
he  was  held  by  his  fellow  men.” 

The  East  Kent  Hunt  was  worked  as  Master 
before  by  Sir  Henry  Oxenden,  who  lived  at  Broome 
Park,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Lord  Fitzwalter  and 
then  Mr.  Deedes  for  brief  periods,  until  1833,  in 
which  year  Mr.  Frederick  Brockman,  the  seventh 
son  of  Mr.  James  Drake- Brockman,  of  Beach- 
borough,  entered  upon  his  long  and  memorable  era 
of  thirty-eight  years’  control.  Mr.  Selby  Lowndes 
became  Master  of  the  East  Kent  Hounds  in  1900, 
and  he  wrote  a  book  entitled  “  Hunting  and  Sporting 
Reminiscences.”  “  Frederick  Brockman,”  he  says, 
“  overcame  all  difficulties  as  Master,  and  was  well 
backed  up  by  the  farmers,  who  subscribed  hand¬ 
somely — some  of  them  no  less  than  £100  each.  He 
succeeded  in  creating  a  fine  spirit  and  encouraging 
the  love  of  fox-hunting  among  the  farmers  and, 
indeed,  all  classes  in  East  Kent.  He  showed  some 


excellent  sport,  carrying  the  horn  himself  and 
managing  the  country  with  signal  success.” 

“It  is  to  be  regretted,”  he  adds,  “  that  there 
were  no  records  or  hunting  diaries  kept  by  the  late 
Mr.  Brockman.  He  was  a  great  wit,  and  dearly 
loved  to  engineer  practical  jokes  against  his  friends. 
On  one  occasion,”  he  relates,  “  he  asked  all  his 
tenants  to  a  rabbit  shoot  with  beagles.  He  gave 
them  all  a  drink  before  they  started,  and.  put  a  little 
jalap  into  each  glass.  When  they  reached  the  wood, 
a  ladder  was  provided,  and  each  man  made  use  of  it 
in  turn  to  ascend  the  tree,  there  to  await  the  rabbits. 
The  ladder  was  then  removed  until  sometime  later, 
and  they  were  left  with  no  possible  means  of  descent.” 

Mr.  Brockman  gave  many  dinner  parties  to  his 
numerous  hunting  farmer  friends,  and  like  a  good  many 
sportsmen  of  that  time  was  a  two-bottle  man  with 
his  port.  In  April,  1866,  Stephen  Pearce  was  com¬ 
missioned  to  paint  a  portrait  of  this  good  sportsman, 
which  hangs  to-day  at  Beachborough,  to  which 
estate  his  nephew  succeeded.  The  inscription  at  the 
foot  of  the  picture  reads  : — 

“  Presented  by  the  members  of  the  E.K.H. 
and  other  friends  as  a  mark  of  respect  and  esteem 
to  Frederick  Brockman,  who  for  thirty  -  three 
successive  years  has  hunted  the  East  Kent 
country.” 

As  mentioned  above  in  the  extract  from  Bailey’s 
Magazine,  when  Frederick  Brockman  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  resign  five  years  later,  owing  to  ill-health, 
another  testimonial  was  forthcoming,  which  took 
the  form  of  some  very  valuable  plate. 

His  elder  brother,  George,  was  in  the  85th 
Foot,  the  2nd  King’s  Own  Yorkshire  Light  Infantry. 
Later,  he  became  Colonel  of  the  East  Kent  Militia 
till  he  died  in  1865.  He  has  the  honour  of  having 
a  stained-glass  window  erected  to  his  memory  in 
the  Warriors’  Chapel  in  Canterbury  Cathedral.  In 
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this  Cathedral  there  is  also  another  memorial,  in  the 
left  or  North  Aisle,  erected  to  a  Lieutenant  Brock¬ 
man,  with  other  officers  of  the  50th  Royal  West 
Kent  Regiment,  who  served  and  was  killed  in  1845, 
in  the  Sikh  Wars  in  India.  This  Brockman  is 
James  Newhouse,  youngest  son  of  the  Rev.  Julius 
Drake-Brockman.  Vide  Pedigree. 

Frederick  Brockman  was  succeeded  by  his 
nephew,  Francis  Drake-Brockman,  son  of  his 
younger  brother,  Francis  Head  Drake-Brockman. 
Mr.  Selby  Lowndes  says  he  “  was  another  thorough 
sportsman,  and  from  the  outset  he  has  been  a  great 
supporter  of  the  Master’s.  His  coverts  were  always 
full  of  foxes,  and  hounds  were  welcome  at  all  times.” 

Unfortunately,  hard  times  and  heavy  death 
duties  compelled  him  to  let  Beachborough,  and 
latterly  it  has  been  let  as  a  Preparatory  School. 

Francis  Drake-Brockman  did  a  lot  of  good 
work  also  on  his  estate.  He  repaired  the  tower  of 
Newington  Church  ;  built  schools,  and  gave  extra 
land  to  extend  the  cemetery  at  Cheriton  Church. 
“  Throughout  the  district  in  which  they  resided,  Mr. 
Drake-Brockman  and  his  family  commanded  the 
respect  of  all  classes  by  the  zest  with  which  they 
entered  into  the  social  life  of  the  district  and  all 
that  appertains  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  com¬ 
munity.  As  Lord  of  the  Manor  and  principal  land- 
owner  in  the  parish  of  Newington,  special  respon¬ 
sibilities  rested  upon  Mr.  Drake-Brockman,  but  he 
discharged  all  his  duties  as  a  public  man  with  a 
tact  and  consideration  that  cannot  but  have  favour¬ 
ably  impressed  all  with  whom  he  was  brought  in 
contact.  The  Squires  of  Beachborough  are  patrons 
of  the  three  livings  of  Newington,  Cheriton  and 
Brenzett,  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  Kent,  adjudi¬ 
cating  in  the  Elham  Petty  Sessional  Division.” 

On  his  death,  1st  January,  1931,  his  eldest 
son,  William,  succeeded  him.  Both  William  and 
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his  brother  Francis  served  in  the  Buffs,  East  Kent 
Regiment,  in  the  Great  War. 

This,  then,  brings  us  down  to  the  present  time. 
Up  to  the  time  of  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman 
becoming  heir  the  family  had  been,  one  might  say, 
one  branch  only,  but  from  his  time  onward  there 
appeared  two  distinct  branches  :  the  senior  branch 
and  the  junior  branch.  The  former  has  been 
described  ;  the  latter  we  will  proceed  to  describe. 

The  two  sons  of  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman 
had  large  families.  James,  the  elder  son,  had  ten 
sons  and  three  daughters  ;  and  the  second  son,  the 
Rev.  Julius  Drake-Brockman,  had  ten  sons  and 
four  daughters. 

Some  of  these  were  quite  distinguished  in  the 
various  professions  that  they  adopted.  Two  sons 
and  one  grandson  of  the  Rev.  Julius  Drake- 
Brockman  migrated  to  Western  Australia  and 
founded  what  one  might  call  a  third  branch  of  the 
family,  all  of  whom  have  made  good  out  in  that 
country,  and  some,  indeed,  are  distinguished. 

The  Rev.  Julius  Drake  -  Brockman  was 
educated  at  Oriel  College,  Oxford,  and  on  leaving 
there,  in  1793,  was  presented  to  the  combined 
benefices  of  Cheriton  and  Newington  by  his  elder 
brother,  James.  So,  at  the  age  of  25,  he  took  over 
the  duties  of  incumbent,  which  he  held  till  he  died, 
in  1849,  at  the  ripe  age  of  81,  having  held  the  benefices 
for  fifty-six  years.  He  is  buried  at  Cheriton,  just 
outside  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel,  I  believe, 
immediately  below  the  memorial  tablet  erected  to 
his  memory  and  placed  inside  on  the  south  wall  of 
the  chancel. 

Taking  his  sons  in  order,  first  is  Julius  William. 
He  was  educated  at  Wadham  College,  Oxford,  and 
joined  the  84th  Foot,  the  York  and  Lancaster 
Regiment,  and  died,  out  in  India,  in  1833.  The 
second  to  do  well  was  the  third  son,  John,  who

joined  the  Rifle  Brigade  and  later  became  Adjutant 
of  the  Warwickshire  Militia.  He  had  nine  sons 
— Arthur,  Charles,  Julius,  William  and  others — and 
one  daughter.  Arthur  served  in  the  Army,  joining 
the  36th  Regiment  in  1855.  He  then  served  in  the 
28th  Foot  and  6th  Foot,  finally  joining  the  Army  Pay 
Dept.  Julius  distinguished  himself  in  the  Indian 
Mutiny,  and  died  at  Dorchester,  in  1910,  at  the  age 
of  76.  First,  he  entered  the  Royal  Navy,  in  1847,  and 
was  actively  employed  in  the  Kaffir  War  of  i85i-52« 
He  served  in  His  Majesty’s  Ship  “  Hermione  ”  at  the 
first  attack  on  the  stockades  in-  the  Rangoon  River, 
was  present  at  the  attack  and  taking  of  Martaban,  and 
afterwards  at  the  storm  and  capture  of  Rangoon  in 
1852,  for  which  he  received  the  medal  with  the  clasp  for 
Pegu.  Afterwards,  he  was  in  several  actions  with  pirates 
on  the  coast  of  China.  From  1858  to  1859  he  served 
with  the  86th  Regiment  in  the  Central  India  Field 
Force,  under  Sir  Hugh  Rose.  On  the  heights  of 
Gwalior  he  captured  a  battery  of  three  guns  and 
turned  them  on  the  enemy.  He  was  in  command 
of  a  detachment  of  a  hundred  men  forming  part  of 
a  flying  column  sent  in  pursuit  of  Feroze  Shah  and 
Tantia  Topi.  For  his  services  he  was  mentioned 
in  despatches,  received  a  medal  with  one  clasp  and 
the  brevet  of  major. 

This  and  other  service  is  mentioned  in  Malleson’s 
History  of  the  Indian  Mutiny,  Vol.  v.,  page  157.  It 
says : — “  The  86th  gave  them  no  time  to  rally. 
.  Brockman’s  company,  led  by  that  gallant  officer, 
then  only  a  lieutenant,  dashing  with  a  cheer  at  the 
parapet,  crossed  it  and  took  the  guns  which  defended 
the  ridge — two  6-pounders  and  a  9-pounder.  Brock¬ 
man,  with  great  smartness,  turned  one  of  the  guns 
on  the  rebels,  and  was  engaged  in  turning  the  other, 
when  Raines,  advancing  with  the  95th,  came  up, 
took  command  and  completed  the  operation  which 
Brockman  had  so  well  begun.”  In  a  footnote 
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From  a  photograph  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Gladys  Jacobs.

Malleson  adds  : — “  For  his  splendid  services  Brockman 
obtained  his  brevet  majority  as  soon  as  he  got  his 
company,  though  not  until  after  another  officer, 
whose  name  I  will  not  mention,  had  attempted  to 
‘  annex  ’  his  services.  The  fraud  was,  however, 
discovered  and  rectified  with  the  full  sanction  of 
Lord  Strathnairn  (Sir  Hugh  Rose).”  It  seems  in¬ 
credible  that  a  British  officer  and  a  brother  officer 
should  have  been  so  mean  as  to  try  and  benefit  by 
another  officer’s  bravery  when  he  himself  had  done 
nothing  to  distinguish  himself  or  merit  the  reward. 

Again,  on  page  116,  recording  the  storming  of 
the  Fort  of  Jhansi  on  the  3rd  April,  1858,  he  says : — 
“  On  the  left,  Lieutenant  Jerome,  86th,  supported 
by  Captains  Darby  and  Brockman,  led  the  stormers 
of  Colonel  Lowth’s  column  by  the  breach  in  a  most 
gallant  manner,  driving  the  enemy  before  him.  At 
the  same  time,  Major  Stuart  attacked  the  rocket- 
tower,  and  though  met  by  strong  opposition  forced 
his  way  by  it  into  the  town.  Lowth  then  collected 
his  men,  and  despatched  a  portion  of  them  against 
that  section  of  the  rebel  forces  which  was  engaged 
in  opposing  the  right  attack.  Taking  these  in  flank 
and  rear,  this  detachment,  led  most  gallantly  by 
Brockman,  forced  the  rebels  to  let  go  their  hold  on 
the  defences,  thus  greatly  facilitating  the  difficult 
task  of  the  right  attack.”  Again  further  on  he  adds  : 
— “It  was  at  this  crisis  that  the  stormers  of  the 
left  attack,  led  by  Brockman,  who,  on  looking  along 
the  wall  from  the  breach  which  he  had  won,  had 
seen  the  failure  of  the  attack  and  had  resolved  on 
the  instant  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  his  country¬ 
men  to  repair  the  momentary  damage,  made  the 
charge  upon  the  flank  and  rear  of  the  defenders  of 
which  I  have  spoken.  Its  effect  was  marvellous. 
The  defenders  relaxed  their  hold,  the  opposition 
ceased,  and  the  stormers  of  the  right  attack  jumped 
down  and  mingled  with  their  comrades.”

Also,  on  page  255,  recording  the  pursuit  of 
Tantia  Topi,  in  a  footnote  he  says  : — “  Amongst 
those  who  penned  him  in  was  a  flying  column  under 
Colonel  Scudamore,  consisting  of  two  guns,  one 
squadron  14th  Light  Dragoons,  fifty  men  of  Meade’s 
Horse,  and  a  hundred  men  of  the  86th,  commanded 
by  the  daring  Brockman.  This  column  scoured  the 
jungles  for  weeks,  chasing  but  never  coming  up  with 
Tantia  Topi  or  Man  Singh.” 

William  joined  the  Royal  Navy  in  1854  and  served 
in  the  Baltic  Campaign.  Joined  the  ranks  of  the  Army 
in  1856  and  served  in  the  Indian  Mutiny,  receiving 
a  commission  later  in  the  4th  West  India  Regiment. 
Served  in  the  Ashanti  War,  1863-64,  and  in  the  Zulu 
War  in  1879.  He  served  for  several  years  in  the 
86th  County  Down  Regiment  (now  the  Royal  Ulster 
Rifles),  and  finally  transferred  to  the  Army  Pay 
Dept.  His  eldest  son,  John  Frederick,  went  to 
Ceylon  as  tea  planter  in  1889,  retiring  in  1930.  He 
served  in  the  Ceylon  Planters’  Rifle  Corps  for  16  years, 
and  was  for  many  years  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

The  next  son  we  come  to  is  Ralph  Thomas. 
He  was  a  Solicitor,  and  became  Town  Clerk  of 
Folkestone.  He  married  (1)  Ellen  Yates  and  (2) 
Rachael  Althea  Harden  Bradshaw.  He,  too,  had  a 
large  family  of  seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  Two 
sons,  Alfred  and  Lewis,  were  also  Solicitors,  and 
their  Firm  in  Folkestone  is  now  carried  on  by  the 
former’s  nephew,  Randolph  Drake-Brockman,  and 
son  of  Lewis  Drake-Brockman,  who  married  Edith 
Chubb.  The  elder  brother,  Alfred,  married  as  second 
wife  her  sister,  Caroline  Chubb.  Maurice  William, 
eldest  son  of  Edith  Drake-Brockman  (Mrs.  Lewis 
Drake-Brockman)  and  grandson  of  Ralph  Thomas 
Drake  -  Brockman,  became  a  first  -  rate  musician. 
Lewis  Arthur,  killed  in  the  Great  War,  did  mag¬ 
nificently  in  N.  Russia,  and  Paris  Hilary,  of  East 
Surrey  Regiment,  also  in  Great  War,  being  wounded 
three  times. 
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Ralph  Thomas’s  eldest  son,  the  Rev.  Ralph 
St.  Leger  Brockman,  had  a  large  family  of 
seven  sons  and  seven  daughters,  and  did  first-rate 
work  as  Vicar  of  Brightwell,  in  Suffolk.  The  eldest 
son,  Charles,  is  living  at  Richmond,  and  is  a  Governor 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Star  and  Garter  Home  for 
disabled  sailors  and  soldiers.  His  second  son,  Rev. 
Ralph  Thomas,  also  was  much  loved  as  Vicar  of 
Tuebrook,  in  Liverpool.  His  four  sons  have  all  done 
well,  especially  the  two  in  the  Medical  Service,  Ralph 
and  Edward,  both  obtaining  the  high  degree  of 
F.R.C.S.  The  next  to  do  well  is  Edward,  his  third 
son,  who  went  out  to  the  Strait  Settlements  in  the 
Colonial  Civil  Service  and  became  Chief  Secretary 
of  the  Federated  Malay  States  Service,  being 
rewarded  with  a  K.C.M.G. 

Rev.  Julius’s  next  son  was  William  Locke,  the 
fifth  son.  He  owned  a  large  farm  in  Romney  Marsh, 
which  he  left  to  go  to  Australia.  He,  with  his  younger 
brother  Robert  and  nephew  James,  founded  the 
Australian  Branch  of  the  family.  I  give  here  an 
extract  from  “The  Inquirer  and  Commercial  News,” 
published  at  Perth,  in  Western  Australia,  on  his 
death,  and  republished  in  a  Folkestone  local  paper : — 
“  Happily  for  this  colony  we  seldom  have  to 
record  the  double  loss,  sustained  by  the  death, 
within  a  few  days  of  each  other,  of  two  of  the 
leading  members  of  our  Legislative  Council,  the 
Honourable  William  Locke  Brockman,  member 
for  Swan,  and  the  Honourable  Edward  Newman, 
member  for  Freemantle.  The  former,  after  a 
lingering  illness,  having  reached  the  allotted  term 
of  three  score  and  ten,  has  been  gathered  to  his 
fathers,  leaving  behind  him  the  long  partner  of 
his  life  and  a  grown  -  up  family  to  mourn  his 
departure.  Mr.  Brockman  departed  this  life  at 
his  residence,  Herne  Hill,  Middle  Swan,  on  Thurs¬ 
day  morning,  the  28th  ult.,  and  was  interred  in 


the  Middle  Swan  Church  of  England  Cemetery 
on  the  following  Saturday,  in  the  presence  of  many 
members  of  his  family  and  a  large  assemblage  of 
friends  of  the  deceased.  Mr.  Brockman  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  the  colony,  and  has  been  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  the  last  forty-two  years  ;  he  was 
termed  the  Father  of  the  Swan,  and  was  dis¬ 
tinguished  as  being  one  of  the  most  energetic, 
persevering  and  active  of  settlers.  He  took  a  lead 
in  agricultural  and  pastoral  interests  and  was  a 
large  importer  of  agricultural  machinery  and  live 
stock  ;  while  many  of  the  early  settlers  were  dis¬ 
cussing  and  talking  about  the  capabilities  of  the 
soil  and  the  products  most  likely  to  succeed,  he 
was  actively  engaged  in  testing  them  ;  and  was, 
we  believe,  the  first  person  in  the  colony  to  sow 
wheat.  To  his  example  and  his  practical  experience 
many  of  the  settlers  owe  their  success  in  life.  Mr. 
Brockman,  in  his  earlier  years,  explored  much  of 
the  country  to  the  eastward  ;  twice  he  suffered  by 
fire  and  lost  his  all,  but  each  time  he  recovered 
himself,  and  at  his  death  was  one  of  the  largest 
landed  proprietors  in  the  colony.  Under  the  old 
regime,  Mr.  Brockman  was  a  nominee  of  the  Council, 
and  at  the  last  general  election  he  was  the  successful 
candidate  for  the  Swan.  As  a  member  of  the 
Legislative  Council  of  this  colony,  Mr.  Brockman 
was  thoroughly  independent ;  he  was  an  educated 
English  gentleman,  and  while  in  the  House  com¬ 
manded  the  attention  of  his  hearers.  He  upheld 
the  dignity  of  his  office,  and  his  memorable  motion 
in  the  House  on  the  occasion  of  the  removal  of  his 
and  other  names  from  the  Commission  of  the  Peace, 
although  withdrawn,  had  the  desired  effect,  and  will 
long  be  remembered  as  characteristic  of  his  bold 
determination.  In  private  life  he  was  esteemed 
by  all  classes  for  his  manly,  straightforward 
and  honourable  conduct.  In  his  immediate

Went  to  Australia  in  1829.  First  Mayor  of  Perth,  W.A, 


domestic  circle  he  was  a  kind,  forbearing  and 
affectionate  parent.  He  was  the  patron  of  several 
learned  societies  ;  President  of  the  Swan  Agricul¬ 
tural  Society,  and  of  the  Guildford  Mechanics’ 
Institute.  In  these  capacities  he  enjoyed  the 
goodwill,  confidence  and  respect  of  the  whole 
community.  During  the  present  crisis  of  the 
colony  he  was  one  whom  we  could  ill  spare,  but  his 
cup  was  full,  and  God’s  will  must  be  done.  In 
the  fulness  of  years,  after  a  long  life  of  toil  and 
indefatigable  exertion,  he  has  departed  from  among 
us  to  rest  from  his  labours  in  a  far-off  happy  land. 
We  would  not  wish  to  recall  him,  but  his  memory 
will  long  be  cherished  as  having  during  his  sojourn 
on  earth  led  the  life  of  a  Christian,  and  having  been 
a  pattern  of  rectitude  and  straightforward  manly 
uprightness  to  all  around  him.” 

“The  deceased  gentleman  to  whom  the  fore¬ 
going  obituary  refers  was  the  son  of  the  late  Rev. 
Julius  Drake-Brockman,  Vicar  of  Cheriton,  and 
brother  to  Captain  Brockman  and  R.  T.  Brockman, 
Esq.,  of  this  town.  It  will  be  recollected  that  Mr. 
Brockman  left  a  large  farm  in  Romney  Marsh  to 
go  to  Australia.” 

Thomas,  the  sixth  son,  took  Holy  Orders,  and 
was  Vicar  of  St.  Clement’s  Church,  Sandwich.  He 
went  out  to  Arabia  as  an  Agent  of  the  Royal  Geo¬ 
graphical  Society  He  travelled  under  the  auspices 
of  Her  Majesty’s  and  the  Hon.  E.I.  Company’s 
Governments  for  the  purpose  of  geographical  and 
antiquarian  research  in  the  Arabian  Peninsula.  He 
proceeded  up  the  coast  from  Aden  to  a  place  called 
Shehar,  about  midway  between  Aden  and  Muscat. 
Then  he  took  a  boat,  and  coasted  to  Cape  Ras-al-Gat, 
and  landed  at  a  place  called  Tivor  some  time  in  April. 
Here  he  remained  some  time,  but  being  anxious  to 
visit  Muscat,  he  set  forward  again  in  that  direction, 
but  was  arrested  by  sickness  at  Wade  Beni  Jabor,

where,  after  suffering  for  several  days  from  fever,  he 
died  on  the  26th  July,  1846.  I  have  read  his  diary, 
and  it  is  very  interesting.  He  seems  to  have  known 
and  written  Arabic  very  well.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
know  that,  at  his  own  express  wish,  the  people  of  the 
place  at  which  he  died  gave  his  body  decent  burial. 

Henry  John,  the  seventh  son,  had  a  large 
family  of  thirteen.  He  went  to  India,  and  served 
in  the  H.E.I.C.S.  in  Madras  and  Mysore,  and  was 
in  the  Mysore  campaign.  Later  he  acted  as  Secretary 
to  Sir  Michael  Cubbon,  Chief  Commissioner  of  that 
State.  The  eighth  son,  George,  also  served  in  the 
H.E.I.C.S.,  and  died  in  Calcutta.  Robert,  the 
ninth  son,  emigrated  to  Australia  and  died  there, 
aged  87,  in  1898.  James,  the  tenth  and  youngest, 
joined  the  50th  Foot,  the  Queen's  Royal  West  Kent 
Regiment,  and  went  to  India,  where  he  was  killed 
in  the  Sikh  War  in  the  Punjaub,  India,  in  1845. 
His  death  was  a  remarkable  one,  as  he  was  the  second 
European  who  has  ever  been  strangled  by  those 
professional  murderers,  the  “Thugs.”  The  other  being 
Lieutenant  Monsell  in  1812.  I  got  the  details  from 
a  letter  kindly  lent  me  by  Mrs.  Gladys  Jacobs  (nee 
Drake-Brockman)  his  grand-daughter.  The  letter, 
dated  27th  June,  1886,  was  written  by  one  Captain 
Thomas  Catania,  Deputy  at  Secunderabad,  to  her  father. 
He  was  a  relation  of  Hannah  Christiana  Fenwick, 
Lieutenant  James  Newhouse  Drake-Brockman’s  wife. 

The  story  is  as  follows  : — On  the  Sikh  war  breaking 
out  in  1845,  Lieutenant  Brockman's  regiment  was 
ordered  to  the  front.  One  afternoon  he  was  on 
baggage  guard  on  the  line  of  march,  and,  at  a  place 
called  (as  far  as  Captain  Catania  can  recollect) 
“  Bussian,”  in  the  Cis  Sutlej  States,  being  weary 
and  thirsty,  he  went  and  sat  down  by  a  well  where 
some  men  were  drawing  water  for  themselves,  near 
the  side  of  the  road,  while  the  long  line  of  baggage 
animals  passed  by.

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He  signed  to  them  that  he  wanted  a  drink. 
The  men  motioned  to  him  to  put  his  two  hands  to 
his  mouth  and  they  would  pour  the  liquid  into  the 
palms  of  his  hands.  No  sooner  had  he  done  so, 
than  he  was  strangled  by  them.  The  fact  was 
that  these  men  were  professional  “  Thugs.”  Lieut. 
Brockman  was  reported  “  missing,”  and  it  was  at 
first  supposed  that  he  had  been  made  prisoner  by 
the  Sikh  Cavalry,  great  numbers  of  whom  could  be 
seen  in  the  distance. 

Three  or  four  years  after  the  first  Sikh  war, 
some  dacoits  were  being  tried  by  a  magistrate, 
either  of  Ludhiana  or  Ferozepore,  for  highway 
robbery,  when  one  of  them  said  to  the  Magistrate, 
that  if  he  was  pardoned  for  his  present  crime  he 
would  tell  him  of  the  murder  of  a  British  Officer  by 
six  Thugs,  who  could  be  apprehended  at  once. 
The  Magistrate  agreed  ;  the  men  were  apprehended 
and  tried  for  murder.  The  skeleton  of  Lieutenant 
Brockman  was  discovered  buried  some  twenty  yards 
from  the  well,  and  his  cap  and  sword  were  taken 
out  of  it.  The  men  were  hanged  near  the  scene 
of  their  crime. 

His  wife,  Hannah,  married  a  second  time,  one 
Moore,  of  the  53rd  Foot.  She  was  described  as  the 
most  beautiful  woman  in  India  at  that  time.  The 
marriage  was  not  a  happy  one,  and  consumption 
supervened,  and  when  on  the  point  of  death  she 
had  herself  arrayed  in  her  bridal  dress  and  invited 
all  the  officers  of  the  regiment  to  bid  her  “  Good-bye.” 
This  circumstance  was  mentioned  to  Captain  Catania 
by  a  Captain  Corfield,  one  of  the  officers  of  the 
regiment,  and  is  graphically  described  by  Dr.  Dalton 
of  the  Regiment  in  a  book  he  published  about  the 
N.W.  Frontier  of  India. 

There  is  a  memorial  brass  in  Cheriton  Church 
to  him,  and  also  a  large  marble  tablet  to  him,  with 
other  officers  of  the  Regiment,  in  the  north  aisle  of

ANNE,  eldest  daughter  of  Rev.  JULIUS  DRAKE-BROCKMAN,

Canterbury  Cathedral.  The  four  daughters  of  the 
Rev.  Julius  Drake-Brockman  were  Anne,  Caroline, 
Harriet  and  Fanny.  They  were  known  as 
“  the  four  pretty  maids  of  Kent.”  When  Anne’s 
first  husband,  the  Rev.  Burke  Lewis,  died,  she 
married  the  Rev.  William  Randolph.  This  Rev. 
William  Randolph  was  curate  to  the  Rev.  Julius 
Drake-Brockman,  and  when  he  was  asked  for  his 
daughter  Anne’s  hand  in  marriage,  he  replied  :  “  I 
did  not  know  you  were  a  collector  of  antiquities  !  ” 
The  Rev.  William  Randolph  being  twenty  years 
younger  than  Anne  !  However,  notwithstanding  this 
disparity  in  age,  the  marriage  turned  out  a  most 
happy  one.  They  eventually  resided  in  Switzerland, 
and  both  died  in  1885,  he  only  surviving  her  by  a 
few  months.  It  was  they  who  adopted  and  cared 
for  Gladys  Jacob’s  father,  Charles  Henry  Drake- 
Brockman,  son  of  James  Newhouse  Drake-Brockman, 
who  was  murdered  by  Thugs,  as  above  related. 
Charles,  being  left  an  orphan  at  the  age  of  five  years 
in  India,  was  sent  home  in  charge  of  the  Regimental 
Sergeant-Major’s  wife.  Charles  was  an  artist  of  no 
mean  repute,  having  had  several  pictures  exhibited 
in  the  Royal  Academy.  He  died  in  Bruges  on  Palm 
Sunday  in  1904,  during  the  visit  of  the  present  Bishop 
of  London,  the  Right  Rev.  A.  F.  Winnington-Ingram, 
who  officiated  at  the  burial  service.  The  body  was 
then  brought  over  to  England  and  buried  in  Cheriton 
Churchyard. 

Of  the  others,  mention  need  only  be  made  of 
Caroline,  who  married  Captain  Boyle  Travers,  of 
the  Rifle  Brigade.  She  was  only  fifteen  years  old 
when  she  married  him.  They  went  over  to  Paris 
for  the  honeymoon  accompanied  by  one  of  their 
bridesmaids,  Isabella  Randolph,  a  relative  of  the 
then  Bishop  of  London.  Whilst  there  the  hundred 
days’  war  broke  out,  and  her  husband  had  to  leave 
to  join  his  regiment.  On  their  marriage,  as  a  present, 
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he  had  bought  a  fine  carriage,  costing  £50,  which 
they  took  with  them.  The  two  young  ladies  then 
had  to  start  alone  for  Calais  in  this  new  wedding 
gift  of  a  carriage,  and  on  crossing  one  of  the  Paris 
Bridges,  met  Napoleon  on  his  return  from  Elba. 
After  a  troublesome  journey  they  arrived  home,  and 
Major  Boyle  Travers’  welcome  was  to  ask  for  the 
new  wedding  carriage  which  had  cost  so  much.  He 
was  rather  upset  on  hearing  that  his  bride  was  very 
proud  to  inform  him  that  she  had  sold  it  in  Calais 
for  £Sy  to  save  expense  of  transport !  Though 
married  so  young,  she  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of  ninety 
years,  dying  in  Folkestone  on  November  13th,  1889. 

They  had  four  sons,  Julius,  William,  John 
and  James  ;  also  four  daughters.  Julius  entered 
the  Army,  joining  the  31st  Regiment,  and  served 
in  the  Crimea  from  May,  1855,  and  was  present  at 
the  Siege  of  Sebastopol  and  in  the  attacks  on  the 
Redan  on  June  14th  and  September  8th.  He  was 
mentioned  in  despatches,  receiving  the  Medal  and 
Clasp  and  Turkish  Medal.  His  daughter  Julia  Beatrice 
married  Lieut.-Colonel  Vivian  G.  Drake-Brockman, 
fifth  son  of  the  late  William  Drake-Brockman,  P.W.D., 
India.  Later,  Julius  entered  the  Army  Pay  Dept., 
and,  after  retirement,  resided  in  Southampton,  where 
he  died  in  January,  1904,  aged  83.  His  wife  Matilda 
died  in  1902.  William  eventually  went  to  New 
Zealand,  where  he  died  from  the  effects  of  an  accident 
in  1903.  He  fought  while  in  Europe  for  Don  Carlos 
in  the  Carlist  Wars.  John  entered  the  Merchant 
Service.  Anne  married  Dr.  Charles  Chubb,  of  Tor- 
point. 

Of  Henry  John’s  sons,  James  Groves  Birdwood, 
third  son,  went  to  Australia,  after  serving  some  time 
in  India  in  the  Police,  and  he,  with  his  two  uncles, 
William  Locke  and  Robert,  founded  the  present 
branch  of  the  Drake-Brockman  family  out  there. 
Of  the  others,  Henry  Julius,  fourth  son,  became 
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Crown  Solicitor  of  Madras.  His  eldest  son,  Henry 
Vernon,  gained  a  Scholarship  at  Charterhouse,  and 
at  St.  Peter’s  College,  Cambridge,  passed  ist  Class 
Law  Tripos,  and  entered  the  Indian  Civil  Service, 
where  he  eventually  became  Judicial  Commissioner 
of  the  Central  Provinces,  and  was  knighted  in  1913. 
His  second  son,  Ralph  Abernethie,  joined  the  Royal 
Engineers  after  leaving  Charterhouse,  and  the  Royal 
Military  Academy.  Resigned  later  and  took  Holy 
Orders.  The  second  daughter,  Fanny  Zouch,  married 
Surgeon-General  Brett,  and  had  three  sons,  Frank, 
Walter  and  Herbert.  Frank  did  very  well  at  Cam¬ 
bridge  University,  becoming  Senior  Optime.  Took 
his  Honours  Degree  of  B.Sc.,  London,  and  became 
Mathematical  Master  of  Cranleigh  School,  retiring 
in  1924.  Walter  joined  the  Royal  Engineers,  and 
Herbert,  the  youngest,  went  into  the  Royal  Artillery. 
Ralph  Rhenius,  sixth  son,  did  distinguished  work 
in  the  Royal  Engineers,  passing  first  into  Addiscombe, 
which  was  the  predecessor  of  the  present  Royal 
Military  Academy,  and  ended  as  Chief  Secretary, 
P.W.D.  branch  of  the  Government  of  Madras.  His 
two  sons,  Wallace  and  Vivian,  both  joined  the  Royal 
Artillery.  Edward  Forster,  seventh  son,  also  passed 
first  into  the  Indian  Medical  Service,  and  became  an 
F.R.C.S.,  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  and  Lecturer  on 
Ophthalmology  at  the  Madras  Medical  School,  and, 
on  his  retirement,  served  on  the  Medical  Board  at 
the  India  Office.  Of  his  three  sons,  George  adopted 
the  Medical  Profession  and  became  M.R.C.S.  and 
Superintendent  of  Middlesbrough  Mental  Asylum, 
Edward  took  Holy  Orders,  and  Gerald  joined  the 
Indian  Army. 

William  Drake,  the  fifth  son,  had  a  distinguished 
career  in  P.W.D.,  India,  finishing  as  Chief  Engineer, 
and  had  a  family  of  eight  sons  and  two  daughters, 
who  all  did  well  in  their  several  professions.  Percy  in 
the  Royal  Artillery  and  Indian  Army,  Herbert  in

the  Indian  Medical  Service,  passing  in  and  out 
first  at  Netley.  Vivian  also  passed  first  into  the 
same  service.  Both  served  in  the  Civil  and  Political 
side.  Ralph  did  well  in  the  Colonial  Medical  Service, 
first  in  Uganda  and  then  in  Somaliland,  where  he 
wrote  the  standard  work  on  British  Somaliland  and 
also  a  book  on  the  mammals  of  that  country.  He 
retired,  and  joined  the  R.A.M.C.  for  the  Great*  War, 
gaining  the  D.S.O.  Colin  did  well  in  the  Indian 
Police,  finally  becoming  Deputy  Inspector-General. 
Elliott  distinguished  himself  in  the  Indian  Civil 
Service,  and  also  Digby,  the  youngest.  The  former 
in  the  Judicial  line,  and  Digby  in  the  Revenue  side, 
where  he  wrote  several  Gazetteers  of  various  districts 
in  India,  ending  up  as  Senior  Member  of  the  Board 
of  Revenue  of  the  United  Provinces  Government 
and  Chairman  Board  of  Agriculture.  He  was  awarded 
both  the  C.S.I.  and  C.I.E.  David,  fourth  son, 
joined  the  Indian  Army,  finally  commanding  Delhi 
Brigade,  and  gained  the  C.M.G.  in  the  Great  War. 
Of  the  eight  sons  of  William  Drake-Brockman, 
five  served  as  Colonels  in  the  Great  War.  William 
Drake  married  Louisa  Jane  Battie,  and  died  in  1913, 
aged  76. 

Among  William  Drake’s  grandchildren  some 
did  very  well  indeed.  Cyril  (Percy  William’s  son) 
passed  Sandhurst  and  joined  the  Scottish  Rifles, 
and  served  with  the  King’s  African  Rifles,  and 
later  transferred  to  the  Indian  Army.  Guy  Percy 
(Herbert  Edward’s  son)  after  Sandhurst  joined  the 
Border  Regiment  and  served  with  it  in  the  Great 
War,  earning  the  D.S.O.  and  M.C.  Later  transferred 
to  the  Royal  Tank  Corps,  and  passed  the  Staff  College 
examination  for  Staff  employ.  Rupert  (Elliot 
George’s  son)  joined  the  Royal  Artillery  after  passing 
the  Royal  Military  Academy.  Archibald  David 
(David  Henry’s  son),  after  leaving  Charterhouse, 
had  a  distinguished  career  at  Cambridge  University, 
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being  an  Exhibitioner  and  Scholar  of  Magdalene 
College,  and  won  the  Davison  Prize  for  Greek  Verse. 
Then  passed  Part  I.  Classical  Tripes,  ist  Class,  with 
distinction  in  Greek  and  Latin  Verse,  and  later 
Part  II.,  ist  Class,  with  distinction  in  Literature, 
obtaining  his  Honours  B.A.  degree  in  1934.  Was 
then  made  Lady  Kay  Scholar  of  Jesus  College  same 
year,  and  from  there  passed  with  ist  Class  Honours 
in  Part  II.  Theological  Tripos,  winning  the  Senior 
Scholefield  Prize,  the  Corrie  Prize  and  a  College 
prize  as  well.  Then  went  to  Ely  Theological  College 
and  was  ordained  on  the  8th  March,  1936,  by  the 
Bishop  of  Oxford.  Alan  Godfrey  (Vivian  Godfrey’s 
son)  joined  the  Royal  Engineers.  Geoffrey  Colin 
(Colin  Battie’s  son)  joined  the  Berkshire  Regiment. 
Julian  (Ralph  Evelyn’s  son)  obtained  a  scholarship 
at  Lancing  College. 

Dorothy  (Edith  Mary’s  eldest  daughter)  did 
good  work  during  the  Quetta  earthquake,  1934,  and 
was  awarded  the  Kaiser-i-Hind  medal.  Arthur,  her 
youngest  son,  was  at  Sherborne  School,  gaining  a 
Scholarship.  Then  at  Pembroke  College,  Cambridge, 
Scholar,  and  passed  his  B.A.  degree  with  honours 
in  the  Historical  Tripos  in  1928  and  M.A.  in  1932. 
Irene  Ellen  (Louie  Mabel’s  eldest  daughter)  went  to 
Girton  and  passed  2nd  Class  Honours  Modern  Lan¬ 
guages  Tripos  (French  and  German)  in  1924  and 
eventually  became  Secretary  to  Sir  Michael  Sadler, 
and  is  now  Secretary  to  Dr.  Poynton,  of  University 
College,  Oxford.  Jean  Honor  (second  daughter)  is 
going  to  Girton  also. 

Of  the  Australian  branch  besides  William  Locke, 
the  first  to  emigrate  to  that  country  and  of  whom  I 
have  spoken,  there  remain  his  sons  and  grandsons. 
His  eldest  son,  Edmund,  of  Seabrook  and  Herne  Hill, 
was  a  member  of  the  first  nominated  Parliament 
and  also  of  the  first  elected  Parliament  of  W.A. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Deborah  Slade,  and  died, 
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aged  80,  in  1907.  His  grandson,  Frederick  Slade, 
Edmund’s  eldest  son,  became  Surveyor-General  of 
Western  Australia.  He  died,  at  the  age  of  60,  in 
1917.  He  did  good  work  in  the  early  days,  surveying 
and  exploring  in  the  4 4  Never-Never.”  One  of  his 
biggest  works  was  the  construction  of  the  Wyndham 
to  Hall’s  Creek  telegraph  line.  His  widow,  nee 
Bussell,  was  known  as  the  4  4  Grace  Darling  ”  of 
Western  Australia,  on  account  of  the  magnificent 
courage  which  she  displayed  in  connection  with  the 
rescue  of  the  passengers  and  crew  of  the  44  Georgette,” 
wrecked  near  Cape  Leeuwin,  in  1876.  It  was  in  this 
wise.  Grace  Bussell  was  the  1 6-year-old  daughter 
of  an  English  settler  who  lived  some  twelve  miles 
from  the  point  opposite  to  which  the  44  Georgette  ” 
had  gone  ashore.  She  was  riding  through  the  bush, 
accompanied  by  a  native  stockman,  and  coming  out 
towards  the  edge  of  the  cliff,  saw  the  steamer  in 
distress,  and  witnessed  the  overturning  of  the  small 
boat  which  had  been  lowered.  The  Captain  then 
decided  to  run  the  ship  ashore,  hoping  by  that  means 
to  save  them  all.  The  ship  grounded  some  distance 
from  the  shore,  and  it  seemed  impossible  that  any 
boat  could  pass  through  the  surf,  before  reaching  land. 
A  boat  was  launched  but  capsized.  It  was  brought 
back  and  again  lowered,  but  was  again  capsized  in 
two-and-a-half  fathoms  of  water,  and  the  women 
and  children  clung  to  the  overturned  boat,  calling 
on  those  aboard  to  save  them.  But  no  help  came 
from  that  quarter. 

Horrified  at  the  position  of  the  poor  people  on 
the  upturned  boat,  she  moved  her  horse  forward 
and  descended  the  steep  cliff.  It  was  a  terribly 
dangerous  act,  for  had  the  horse  slipped  both  beast 
and  rider  would  have  fallen  to  certain  death.  Behind 
her  on  his  own  horse  rode  the  stockman,  which,  of 
course,  made  the  danger  greater.  However,  she 
attempted  it,  and  fortunately  she  reached  the  beach 
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in  safety  and  rode  straight  into  the  boiling  surf. 
The  waves  broke  over  her,  and  it  seemed  that  she 
would  never  reach  the  upturned  boat  and  rescue 
the  exhausted  people.  Once  the  horse  stumbled, 
but  Grace  was  a  skilful  rider  and  pulled  him  up 
quickly.  As  she  drew  near  the  boat,  closely  followed 
by  the  stockman,  hope  revived  in  the  hearts  of  the 
shivering  women  and  children  clinging  to  it,  and 
when  at  last  she  was  alongside,  every  mother  besought 
her  to  take  her  child.  She  placed  two  on  her  saddle 
and,  grasping  another,  she  started  for  the  shore. 
The  stockman,  with  as  many  children  as  he  could 
hold,  rode  close  behind  her.  So  she  rode  again  into 
the  raging  sea,  and  she  returned  with  children  on  her 
saddle  and  women  clinging  to  her  skirt  on  each  side. 
Drenched  to  the  skin  and  exhausted  by  the  buffeting 
of  the  surf,  she  might  well  have  pleaded  that  she  had 
not  sufficient  strength  to  make  another  journey,  but 
again  and  again,  accompanied  by  the  stockman,  she 
rode  out  into  the  dangerous  surf,  and  not  until  the 
last  passenger  was  brought  ashore  did  she  take  a 
rest.  Then  many  would  have  died  from  cold  and 
the  exposure  had  she  not  realised  this  fact  and 
mounted  her  dripping  horse  and  galloped  off  towards 
home.  The  twelve  miles  were  covered  quickly,  but 
on  dismounting  Grace  fainted,  and  it  was  some  time 
before  her  anxious  parents  could  discover  what  had 
caused  her  to  be  in  such  a  drenched  and  exhausted 
condition.  However,  she  told  them  of  the  shipwreck, 
and  blankets  and  food  were  got  together,  and  her 
sister  rode  off  to  the  sufferers,  whom  she  carefully 
tended  throughout  the  night.  And  in  the  morning 
Mr.  Bussell  came  with  his  wagon  and  conveyed  the 
whole  party  to  his  home.  Grace  was  awarded  a 
gold  watch  by  the  British  Government  and  received 
the  Royal  Humane  Society's  medal  for  this  act  of 
heroism.  The  native  stockman  was  also  awarded 
the  Royal  Humane  Society’s  medal.  She  died, 
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aged  75,  on  3rd  November,  1935,  at  Perth,  W.A. 

Frederick  Slade  had  four  sons  and  three 
daughters.  Three  sons — Edmund,  Geoffrey  and  Karl 
— served  in  the  Great  War  in  the  Australian  Forces. 
The  eldest,  Edmund,  commanded  first  one  of  the 
Infantry  battalions  and  later  a  Brigade,  and  gained 
the  C.B.,  C.M.G.,  and  D.S.O.,  besides  the  Order  of 
St.  Danilo.  He  was  severely  wounded,  and  was 
mentioned  six  times  in  despatches.  After  the  War 
he  resumed  his  civil  occupation  and  became  Common¬ 
wealth  Senator  in  the  Australian  Parliament  for 
Western  Australia,  and,  since  1927,  Judge  of  the 
Commonwealth  Arbitration  Court.  Geoffrey,  the 
second  son,  became  Engineer  for  North  West  of  W.A. 
Karl  took  up  the  profession  of  lawyer  and  is  a  judge, 
and  became  Puisne  Judge  of  New  Guinea. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  add  a  few  interesting  notes 
that  I  have  been  able  to  gather. 

On  the  death  of  the  last  Squire  (Francis  Drake- 
Brockman),  an  old  oak  chest,  which  had  lain  many 
years  at  Beachborough  unopened,  was  found  and 
the  locks  forced.  It  was  found  to  contain  many  old 
deeds  concerning  land  which  had  been  in  possession 
of  the  Brockmans.  A  very  interesting  paper  was 
written  for  the  Kent  Archaeological  Society  by  Miss 
Burford  Butcher.  These  deeds  have  been  presented 
to  the  British  Museum,  where  they  have  been  cata¬ 
logued,  I  give  Miss  Butcher’s  paper  in  extenso. 

“  There  has  recently  come  to  light  a  most  in¬ 
teresting  collection  of  family  deeds  belonging  to  the 
Brockman  family,  of  Beachborough,  Newington,  Kent. 
These  deeds,  which  number  about  two  thousand  and 
date  from  1256  to  the  nineteenth  century,  are  in 
extremely  good  condition,  only  one  or  two  having 
been  injured  by  rats.  Their  good  preservation  is, 
no  doubt,  due  to  their  having  been  kept  locked  up 
in  two  enormous  chests,  probably  made  on  the 
estate,  which  had  not  been  opened  during  the  memory 
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of  any  living  member  of  the  family  until  a  few  weeks 
ago,  when  the  locks  were  forced  so  that  the  collection 
could  be  catalogued.  Owing  to  the  great  generosity 
of  the  family,  it  will  shortly  be  accessible  to  students, 
as  on  the  death  of  the  late  Francis  Drake-Brockman 
it  was  presented  in  its  entirety  to  the  British  Museum. 

“  The  family  originally  came  from  Essex,  but 
settled  in  Kent  early  in  the  sixteenth  century, 
Henry  Brockman  having  purchased  Beachborough 
in  the  latter  days  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ; 
though  it  still  belongs  to  the  family,  the  place  is 
now  let  as  a  school.  They  also  owned  property  in 
Blechingley,  Horley,  Nutfield  and  several  other 
places  outside  Kent.  The  collection  naturally  con¬ 
sists  mainly  of  leases,  releases,  fines,  etc.,  but  there 
are  numerous  other  interesting  documents,  including 
two  Court  Rolls,  one  of  Newington  1591-1603,  and 
the  other  of  Bletchingley,  Surrey,  1661-1670,  two 
volumes  of  4  matters  transacted  as  Justices  of  the 
Peace,’  1689-1781,  and  copies  of  thirty- two  wills, 
dating  from  1424  to  1796.  Besides  the  wills  there 
are  others  included  with  deeds  sorted  together  at 
some  previous  date  into  bundles  relating  to  the  same 
property.  For  instance,  there  is  a  bundle  of  ten 
deeds  concerning  the  purchase  of  land  in  Blyborough, 
by  Henry  Brockman,  from  1553  to  1730. 

“  The  collection  also  includes  papers,  letters  and 
receipts  relating  to  the  cure  of  Wye,  1606-1753  ; 
ten  deeds  relating  to  the  churches  of  Boughton 
Aluph,  Brenzett  and  Wye,  1596-1634,  with  papers 
relating  to  the  parsonages  of  those  places ;  a 
Parliamentary  Survey  of  Combe  Manor,  1640 ;  a 
rent  book  of  Combe  Wood,  with  other  papers, 
1639-1747  ;  and  a  petition  from  the  fishermen  of 
Folkestone  to  the  Commissioners  of  Dover  Harbour, 
and  other  deeds  concerning  the  Harbour,  1677-1750. 
An  interesting  section  is  formed  by  forty  account 
books  and  journals,  dating  from  1644  to  1825  and 
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relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  estate.  A  study  of  these 
would  give  a  fair  idea  of  the  manner  of  working  an 
estate  during  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
centuries.  The  charters,  about  five  hundred  in 
number,  date  from  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  to  the 
Tudor  period  and  beyond ;  the  earliest  is  dated 
1256-7. 

“  With  this  collection  were  found  books  and 
packets  of  recipes,  both  culinary  and  medicinal,  of 
the  eighteenth  century.  This  section  is,  for  the 
present,  being  retained  by  the  Brockman  family. 
Those  particularly  interested  in  this  side  of  domestic 
life  will  appreciate  the  two  following  medicinal 
prescriptions  chosen  at  random.  One,  called  1  Mr. 
Deeds  Snail  Water,’  tells  one  to  take  two  hundred 
snails  and  two  pounds  of  worms  ;  these,  with  various 
other  ingredients,  are  to  be  pressed  with  a  knife 
and  then  strained.  Another  i  for  strengthening  of  the 
sinews  ’  requires  that  sixteen  swallows  1  alive  if  may 
be  ’  shall  be  pounded  in  a  mortar  until  no  feathers 
or  bones  remain,  mixed  with  other  ingredients, 
warmed  by  the  fire  and  then  eaten.  It  may  be 
added  that  the  recipe  says  this  will  keep  for  several 
years.” 

I  also  took  the  opportunity  when  staying  at 
Canterbury  to  go  over  the  two  churches  of  Newington 
and  Cheriton  and  examining  with  the  kind  permission 
of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Pickard,  all  the  registers 
of  both  churches.  I  was  thus  enabled  to  find  some 
interesting  details  that  had  never  been  recorded 
before  and  correct  some  inaccuracies  that  had  been 
entered  up  in  the  pedigrees. 

In  those  early  times,  in  order  to  stimulate  the 
wool  trade,  people  were  encouraged  to  be  buried  in 
woollen  shrouds.  For  those  who  were  thus  buried 
their  relatives  had  to  make  an  affidavit  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace.  Also  their  burials  were  recorded 
in  a  separate  register  from  the  others.  The  “  Wool  ” 
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register  at  Newington  had  evidently  got  very  wet, 
as  almost  every  page  therein  was  very  tattered  and 
torn,  and  most  entries  practically  obliterated.  By 
the  greatest  good  fortune  the  one  entry  that  I  was 
searching  for,  i.e .,  date  of  burial  of  James  Brockman, 
son  of  Sir  William  Brockman,  was  legible  and  only 
the  most  important  part,  i.e.,  the  date  of  his  burial, 
which  I  was  able  to  decipher  and  so  establish  beyond 
doubt.  It  was  22nd  February,  1683.  Also,  I  was 
able  to  clear  up  about  the  first  Zouch  Brockman. 
Hitherto  it  has  been  recorded  that  he  married,  at 
the  age  of  59,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Evering, 
in  1680,  whereas  he  died  at  the  age  of  59,  in  1680, 
and  his  wife’s  name  was  Jane  and  not  Elizabeth. 
She  died  on  2nd  August,  1656,  on  the  birth  of  her 
daughter  Anne,  and  he  married  again  in  1657,  one 
Elizabeth  Collard,  of  Hythe.  His  second  son,  also 
named  Zouch,  died  in  the  same  year  as  his  father, 
13  days  later,  at  the  age  of  30  years. 

I  could  not  find  any  memorial  to  either  Sir 
William  Brockman  or  his  son  James,  or  Zouch,  in 
Newington  Church.  It  is  strange  that,  even  if  it 
was  not  erected  on  his  death  owing  maybe  to  the 
troublous  times  and  fighting  between  Royalists  and 
Cromwell’s  troops,  his  relatives  might  have  later 
added  one.  Most  of  the  family  have  memorials  to 
them  erected  in  the  family  pew  of  the  Brockmans 
in  Newington  Church,  one  or  two  being  in  the  chancel. 
That  to  James  Brockman,  “  the  last  male  heir  of  the 
Brockmans,”  who  died  unmarried  and  given  in 
Appendix  IV,  and  bequeathed  his  estates  to  his 
cousin,  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  is  on  the  south  wall 
of  the  chancel.  The  one  to  Henry  Brockman,  who 
died  in  1630,  is  on  the  south  wall  of  the  nave,  having 
been  originally  on  the  floor  of  the  nave.  Those  to  the 
Brockmans  of  Cheriton  who  were  buried  in  the  nave 
of  the  church  are  now  almost  illegible  owing  to  the 
feet  that  have  trod  the  nave  for  so  many  years,  there 
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having  been  no  carpet  in  the  past.  The  two  others 
further  up  the  nave  towards  the  chancel  are  not 
quite  so  bad,  and  I  was  able,  with  some  difficulty, 
to  decipher  some  of  the  writing.  It  is  a  pity  that 
years  ago,  before  the  writing  became  quite  illegible, 
it  was  not  copied  on  a  small  brass  tablet  and  placed 
on  the  South  wall  of  the  church  as  a  record. 

There  is  one  other  curious  memorial  in  bronze 
on  the  South  Wall  of  the  Nave  in  Newington  Church 
which  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  family  ;  but  I 
mention  it  as  it  seems  so  curious  that  a  foreigner 
should  have  come  over  to  England  in  those  days  when 
so  much  travelling  was  not  done.  He  was  a  doctor, 
a  Hungarian,  who  evidently  practised  there.  The 
inscription  in  Latin  runs  :  “  professione  medicus  per 
septennium  Archiatros  Imperatori  Russiae  Muscoviae 
etc,  potentissimo,”  1612,  aged  55.  His  name  Dr. 
Christ.  Reittenger. 

Other  memorials  are  to  Thomas  Chilton,  1501, 
Sir  John  Clerk,  Vicar,  1501,  Richard  Ryege,  1522, 
and  three  wives — Alys,  Joan  and  Kath — in  pedimental 
head-dresses  and  gowns.  Also  an  effigy  of  a  man 
in  civil  dress,  circa  1570. 

One  or  two  other  items  of  interest  are  the 
following  : — 

There  are  two  roads  named  “  Brockman  Road  ” 
in  Folkestone,  one  near  the  Central  Station  and  the 
other  in  the  suburb  of  Cheriton. 

Also,  there  is  in  Australia  a  Range  of  Mountains 
called  “  Brockman  Range,”  possibly  called  after 
Frederick  Slade  Drake-Brockman,  but  of  this  I  am 
not  sure,  or  whether  it  is  after  his  father  or  grand¬ 
father. 

The  Outpost  Home  of  the  Brockmans  in  Western 
Australia  was  called  “  The  Warren,"  Bridgetown, 
and  which  they  occupied  for  fifty  years  when  they 
were  exploring  the  country  and  settling  down. 

In  the  Cathedral  Library,  Canterbury,  fol.  219, 
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and  it  is  also  mentioned  in  Archaeologia  Cantiana, 
there  is  this  entry  :  “  John  Brokeman,  clerk,  was  the 
Chaplain  of  the- Free  Chapel  of  Bokenfold  in  1379.” 

Finally,  the  original  Chapel  of  St.  Mary  in  the 
south  aisle  of  St.  Martin's  Church  at  Cheriton  and 
which  in  olden  days  was  connected  with  the  Manor 
of  Enbrooke  (now  the  Star  and  Garter  Home  for 
Disabled  Sailors  and  Soldiers)  has  been  beautifully 
restored  under  the  able  supervision  of  the  eminent 
architect,  Mr.  Cachemaille-Day,  F.R.I.B.A.,  winner 
of  the  London  Architecture  Medal  for  1933,  awarded 
for  his  work  in  St.  Saviour’s  Church,  Altham,  Kent, 
by  Charles  St.  Leger  Brockman  and  Brigadier- 
General  David  Henry  Drake-Brockman,  C.M.G.  The 
dedication  ceremony  was  performed  by  His  Grace  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  on  2nd  May,  1936. 
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APPENDIX  I. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  THREE  CHURCHES 
OF  NEWINGTON,  CHERITON  and  BRENZETT, 
WHICH  ARE  IN  THE  PATRONAGE  OF  THE 

BROCKMAN  FAMILY. 

i.  NEWINGTON. 

The  Parish  of  Newington  is  within  the  eccle¬ 
siastical  jurisdiction  of  the  diocese  of  Canterbury 
and  Deanery  of  Dover.  The  Church  is  dedicated  to 
St.  Nicholas.  It  is  homely  in  its  external  appearance, 
and  consists  of  a  Nave  and  Chancel  with  a  north  aisle 
to  each,  with  a  wooden  belfry  over  the  west  end  of 
the  Nave. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Nave  is  one  lancet  and 
some  Perpendicular  windows.  The  north  aisle  has 
two  very  narrow  lancets,  now  closed.  The  Nave  is 
divided  from  the  north  aisle  by  three  very  plain 
pointed  arches  set  at  rather  wide  intervals,  the  piers 
being  large  and  plain,  with  flat  faces  and  merely  an 
impost  moulding. 

The  aisle  itself  is  very  narrow  and  low.  The 
chancel  arch  is  semi-circular,  rising  from  impost 
mouldings. 

In  one  of  the  arches  of  the  Nave  a  gallery  pew 
is  inserted  for  the  family  of  Brockman. 

The  chancel  is  neat  within  ;  it  has  two  trefoil 
lancets  on  the  south  side  and  at  the  east  end  two 
lancets  now  closed  up  by  the  insertion  of  a  modern 
reredos. 

The  north  chapel  of  the  chancel  has  an  east 
window  which  seems  to  be  a  bad  imitation  of 
Decorated  tracery. 
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This  chapel  opens  to  the  chancel  by  a  plain 
pointed  arch  upon  imposts  and  to  the  aisle  by  a 
three-quarter  arch.  On  its  north  side  are  two  lancet 
windows.  The  east  end  of  the  chapel  is  raised  for 
an  altar.  In  it  is  a  brass  representing  a  man  wrapt 
in  a  shroud,  a  woman,  and  a  group  of  three  children 
below.  The  legend  “Hie  jacet  Thomas  Chylton 
qui  obiit  X°  die  Augusti  A<>  dui  M°  V<>  primo,  ac 
pro  bono  statu  Thomasine  uxoris  ejus.” 

Other  brasses  in  the  Nave  commemorate  some 
of  the  family  of  Brockman.  One,  with  figures  of 
three  women  and  one  man,  has  the  legend,  “  Pray 
for  the  soules  of  Rychard  Kynge,  Alys,  Johan  and 
Kateryn  his  wife,  the  wyche  Rychard  decessed  the 
first  day  of  September  in  the  yere  of  our  Lord  God 
Mo  Vo  XXV,  on  whose  soules  Jhu  have  mercy.  Amen .  ’  ’ 

One,  of  later  date,  has  figures,  in  good  costume, 
of  a  man  and  woman,  groups  of  five  daughters  and 
two  sons,  and  armorial  bearings,  with  this  legend, 
“  Here  lyeth  Henry  Brockman  of  Bechborough 
esquire,  Lord  of  this  manor,  who  departed  this 
mortall  life  upon  the  XXVII  of  March,  1630.” 

There  is  another  half  figure  of  a  lady  in  brass, 
which  dates  circa  1480. 

The  font  is  octagonal,  entirely  cased  in  wood, 
but  the  cover  is  elegant,  with  beautiful  wooden 
tabernacle  work. 

In  the  gallery  pew  of  the  Brockmans  in  the 
north  aisle  there  are  several  tablet  memorials  to  the 
various  members  of  the  Brockman  family,  including 
the  following : — 

1.  To  William  Brokeman,  gent.  Died  1605. 

2.  To  Henry  Brockman.  This  was  originally 

on  the  floor  of  the  nave,  but  was  taken  up 
and  placed  on  the  south  wall  of  the  church. 
He  died  in  1630.

with  crest  of  stag’s  head  and  sword  above. 
Died  1741.  And  his  wife  1730. 

4.  To  James  Brockman.  Died  1767-  (In 

chancel).  The  last  Male  Heir  of  the  Brock¬ 
mans. 

5.  To  Rev.  Ralph  Drake- Bfockman.  Died  1781. 

6.  To  James  Drake- Brockman.  Sheriff  of  Kent. 

Died  1832. 

7.  To  Catherine  Elizabeth  Drake- Brockman. 

Died  1833.  (Wife  of  No.  6). 

8.  To  Caroline  Drake- Brockman.  Wife  of 

Rev.  Ralph  Drake- Brockman.  Died  1801. 

9.  James  Drake  -  Brockman.  Eldest  son  of 

James  Drake-Brockman  (No.  6).  Died 
1829. 

10.  Henry  Lynch  Drake-Brockman.  Died  1809. 

At  Elvas  in  Portugal. 

11.  Edward  Drake-Brockman.  M.P.  for  Hythe. 

Died  1858.  (In  chancel). 


2.  CHERITON. 

This  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Martin.  The 
Parish,  like  that  of  Newington,  is  in  the  ecclesiastical 
Parish  of  Canterbury  and  Deanery  of  Dover. 

It  is  in  a  lonely  position,  but  during  and  since 
the  War  has  become  somewhat  surrounded  with 
military  buildings.  It  is  an  interesting  building, 
consisting  of  a  nave  with  south  aisle,  north  porch, 
and  transept,  and  chancel,  with  a  small  plain  tower 
at  the  west  end.  There  are  several  good  Early 
English  features.  The  tower  has  no  divisions  by 
string  courses  ;  the  belfry  window  and  another  in 
the  west  side  are  single  lancets.  The  walls  are  chiefly 
of  a  rough  mixture  of  flint  and  stone. 
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The  east  wall  of  the  Tower  is  supposed  to  be 
pre- Norman,  and  has  a  doorway  into  the  nave.  This 
Tower  is  of  unusual  interest.  It  was  erected  certainly 
before  the  end  of  the  eleventh  century.  Upon  its 
eastern  side  it  shows  rough  widely  jointed  masonry, 
with  a  small  round-headed  doorway,  and  over  the 
doorway  a  small  round-headed  window,  deeply  splayed, 
looking  into  the  nave  of  the  church. 

Upon  the  exterior  of  the  tower  little  of  the  old 
work  can  be  seen.  The  western  doorway  now  in 
use  is  of  the  thirteenth  century  ;  but  there  are  traces 
of  an  older  doorway  which  it  replaced.  The  six  bells 
hanging  in  this  tower  were  made  by  Mears  and 
Stanbank  in  1881,  and  were  inserted  as  a  memorial, 
“  by  friends  who  knew  and  loved  her,”  of  Maria, 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Tatton  Drake-Brockman  of 
Beachborough,  and  wife  of  the  Rev.  Reginald  Bridges 
Knatchbull-Hugesson,  formerly  rector  of  this  parish. 
The  old  bells  were  four  in  number  ;  one,  having  a 
“  black  letter  ”  inscription,  was  perhaps  made  by 
Richard  Hille  soon  after  1418,  the  other  three  were 
made  by  Joseph  Hatch,  one  in  1607,  and  the  other 
two  in  1634. 

The  north  wall  of  the  nave  was,  until  1873,  of 
masonry  similar  to  that  of  the  tower  (so  it  is  said), 
but  it  was  pulled  down  when  the  north  aisle  of  two 
bays  was  added  at  the  restoration  of  the  church  in 
that  year. 

The  north  chantry  was  built  in  the  thirteenth 
century,  in  which  was  also  erected  the  beautiful 
chancel  of  this  church. 

In  the  fourteenth  century  the  south  aisle  was 
added,  and  the  two  ancient  tombs  in  the  north 
chantry,  as  well  as  an  earlier  one  in  the  south  aisle, 
are  of  the  same  century.  Of  that  period,  likewise, 
is  the  east  window  of  the  north  chantry,  which 
contains  a  small  portion  of  good  coloured  glass  in 
its  apex. 
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The  walls  of  the  early  English  chancel  remain 
very  much  as  they  were  when  first  erected,  more 
than  six  centuries  ago.  Upon  the  exterior  we  see 
that  the  site  was  a  slope  on  the  hill-side,  and  at 
the  east  end  a  deep  foundation  of  masonry  had  to 
be  built  to  sustain  the  floor  of  the  chancel. 

The  eastern  wall  is  therefore  of  great  height, 
and  at  its  north  and  south  ends  are  two  shallow 
buttresses,  very  like  Norman  buttresses.  A  large, 
semi-circular  string  course  runs  all  round  the  exterior 
of  the  chancel  below  the  window.  It  seems  probable 
that  this  work  was  done  not  later  than  a.d.  1225. 

The  north  and  south  walls  of  this  chancel  are 
entirely  lined  with  arcading  beneath  the  windows. 
On  each  side  are  six  arches,  with  little  shafts  having 
well-moulded  caps  and  bases,  standing  upon  a  stone 
bench-table.  This  bench-table  is  raised  in  the  two 
eastern  bays,  thus  forming  sedilia.  The  little  shafts 
of  the  arcading  are  of  Purbeck  marble,  but  their 
caps  are  of  Caen  stone  ;  the  little  arches  are  elaborately 
moulded.  There  is  no  piscina  in  the  south  wall  ; 
but  there  is  an  old  aumbery  in  the  east  wall.  The 
chancel  windows  are  lancets,  eight  in  number,  three 
on  each  side,  and  two  in  the  eastern  gable  ;  in  that 
gable  there  is  one  additional  vesica-shaped  central 
window  above  the  two  eastern  lancets. 

Upon  the  chancel  walls  are  several  mural  tablets 
commemorating  members  of  the  Brockman  family, 
to  whom  the  advowson  of  this  church  has  belonged 
for  over  three  centuries.  The  one  to  the  Rev.  Julius 
Drake- Brockman,  who  was  rector  of  the  parish  for 
fifty-six  years  till  his  death  at  the  advanced  age  of 
81,  is  on  the  south  wall,  and  is  given  in  full  in  Appendix 
IV.  He  is  buried,  I  believe,  just  outside  that  south 
wall,  immediately  below  the  tablet.  But  there  is  no 
stone  or  other  mark  to  show  where  he  actually  lies 
buried,  or  if  there  was  one  it  must  have  become 
covered  over  with  earth  and  so  hidden  from  view. 
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Near  his  grave  is  another  Brockman  vault  in 
which  the  following  members  of  the  family  are  buried, 
and  this  is  now  full. 

1.  Ralph  Thomas  Drake-Brockman,  fourth  son 

of  the  Rev.  Julius  Drake-Brockman. 

2.  Anne  Yates,  his  first  wife. 

3.  Rachael  Bradshaw,  his  second  wife. 

4.  His  sister-in-law,  Charlotte  Bradshaw.  (She 

was  a  daughter  of  Colonel  Paris  Bradshaw, 

of  Hon.  E.I.  Co.’s  Service,  by  his  wife, 

Charlotte  Hearsey). 

5.  Alfred  Drake-Brockman,  his  eldest  son  by 

his  second  wife. 

6.  Catherine,  first  wife  of  Alfred  Drake-Brock¬ 

man. 

Immediately  behind  this  vault  is  the  grave  of 
Captain  John  Drake-Brockman  and  his  wife,  and 
Mrs.  S.  Carr  (nee  Bradshaw,  sister-in-law  of  Ralph 
Thomas  Drake-Brockman). 

There  are  some  monumental  brasses  of  interest. 
When  this  church  was  restored,  these  monumental 
brasses  (all  small)  were  taken  up  from  the  chancel 
floor  and  were  affixed  to  the  south  wall  of  the  chancel, 
with  this  inscription  :  “  Removed  mdccclxxiii  from 
the  middle  of  the  floor  opposite  this  spot.” 

I.  — The  first  earliest  monumental  brass  com¬ 
memorates  Child,  rector  of  Cheriton,  who  died  in 
1474.  It  is  remarkable  from  his  effigy  being  clad  in 
the  academical  garb  of  a  Master  of  Arts  with  the  hood 
of  his  degree  over  the  gown.  The  inscription,  which 
especially  mentions  his  university  degree,  runs  as 
follows  :  “  Orate  pro  anima  Johannis  Child  in  Artibus 
magistri  ac  quondam  Rector  istius  ecclesie  de  Cheryton 
qui  obiit  V°  die  Decembris  Anno  Domini  M°  cccclxxiiij 
cujus  anime  propicietur  Deus.  Amen.” 

II.  — The  other  small  monumental  brass  of  a 
rector  shows  Thomas  Fogge  in  eucharistic  vest 
ments — albe,  stole,  chasuble  and  maniple.  He  was

a  son  of  Sir  John  Fogge,  a  local  landowner.  The 
inscription  beneath  his  effigy  runs  as  follows  :  “  His 
jacet  Dominus  Thomas  Fogge  quondam  filius  Johannis 
Fogge  militis  hujus  Ecclesie  quondam  rector  qui 
obiit  12  Kal.  Augusti  Anno  Domini  1502. ” 

III. — A  third  monumental  brass  in  this  chancel 
commemorates  Joan,  wife  of  Robert  Brodnax,  of 
Cheriton.  She  died  in  1592.  The  inscription  on 
the  brass  runs  as  follows  :  “  Heare  lyeth  the  bodye 
of  Joane  Brodnax,  the  wife  of  Robert  Brodnax  who 
had  issue  by  the  said  Robert  syx  sonnes  and  eyght 
daughters  and  she  departed  this  worlde  the  23  daye 
of  January  1592  being  of  the  age  of  xxxix  yeares.” 

“  Lyve  Well  and  dye  never 
Dye  well  and  live  ever.” 

I  have  discussed  the  point  as  to  whether  this 
Joan  Brodnax  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  Brock¬ 
man  in  the  text  of  the  Record,  and  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  she  could  not  be  a  daughter  of  Henry 
Brockman,  as  Canon  Scott  Robertson  seemed  to 
think,  for  her  name  was  Julian,  and  she  married 
Thomas  Brodnax,  of  Godmersham. 

In  the  south  wall  of  the  south  aisle,  there  is  a 
good  decorated  piscina,  with  ogeed  arch  ;  and  there 
are  two  sedilia  of  the  Decorated  style,  with  good 
chamfer  stops.  Over  the  sedilia  is  a  window  of  two 
lights,  filled  with  coloured  glass,  in  memory  of  children 
of  a  former  Rector,  the  Rev.  Robert  Fraser,  by  his 
wife  Mary  Ann.  He  was  incumbent  for  seventeen 
years.  I  think  this  name  Mary  Ann  must  be  Lucy 
Ann,  as  from  the  pedigree  it  will  be  seen  that  Lucy 
Ann,  the  third  daughter  of  James  Drake- Brockman, 
of  Beachborough,  married  the  Rev.  Robert  Fraser, 
of  Cheriton.  Also  see  list  of  Rectors  of  Cheriton  in 
Appendix  II. 

Over  the  ancient  tomb  in  the  wall  is  a  two-light 
window,  fitted  with  coloured  glass  (depicting  in  the 
eastern  light  Moses,  and  in  the  other  our  Blessed 
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Lord),  in  memory  of  Sir  Francis  Savage  Reilly,  of 
Scarvagh,  Q.C.,  K.C.M.G.,  who  died  in  1883.  Near 
it  are  also  memorials  of  Edward  Henry  Cormick, 
who  died  in  1854,  aged  47  ;  Captain  John  Brockman, 
who  died  in  1884,  aged  86  ;  James  Drayner,  died  in 
1844,  and  Hannah  Drayner,  who  died  in  1880 ; 
Arnold  Wainwright,  who  died  in  1854,  aged  87;  and 
Mary  Brockman,  of  Cheriton,  who  died  in  1780, 
aged  65.  The  one  to  her  sister  Elizabeth  (Mrs. 
Knapp)  is  on  the  north  wall  of  the  chancel. 

In  the  south  wall  of  the  south  aisle  there  is  one, 
and  in  the  north  wall  of  the  north  chancel  or  chantry 
there  are  two  effigies  of  stone,  lying  each  beneath 
a  mural  arch  upon  a  low  plain  altar  tomb,  in  the 
wall.  Probably  all  three  are  of  the  fourteenth 
century. 

The  tomb  in  the  south  aisle  is  that  of  a  lady. 
All  three  effigies  are  extremely  rudely  executed, 
which  presents  difficulties  at  arriving  at  their  date. 
All  three  being  similar  in  character,  they  must  have 
been  done  near  to  the  same  time,  most  likely  by 
the  same  hand  (by  a  local  sculptor).  Hasted  says 
respecting  these  figures,  viii,  192,  published  in 
1799 : — “  Enbrook*  is  a  manor  in  this  parish,  situated 
about  half-a-mile  eastward  from  the  church  .  .  . 
Michael  Enbrooke  was  a  good  benefactor  to  the 
church  at  Cheriton  in  King  Richard  IPs  reign,  by 
building  the  north  chancel  in  it,  still  belonging  to 
this  manor  ;  and  in  this  chancel  are  two  very  ancient 
tombs,  now  much  decayed  by  time  ;  on  one,  within 
an  arch  in  the  wall,  lies  the  effigy,  in  stone,  of  a  man 
habited  in  robes  or  long  vestments  ;  on  the  other, 
which  is  on  the  pavement  at  a  very  small  distance 
from  it  and  the  wall,  is  that  of  a  woman  having  on 
her  a  head-dress  and  a  wimple  under  her  chin,  these 
being  the  most  ancient  monuments  of  the  kind  that 

*  Now  the  Star  and  Garter  Home  for  Disabled  Sailors  and  Soldiers, 
Sandgate,  of  which  Charles  St.  Leger  Brockman  is  Hon.  Treasurer. 
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I  have  yet  seen  in  this  country.  Philipott  says  they 
probably  belonged  to  two  of  this  family  of  Enbrooke.” 

Although  we  cannot  determine  what  persons 
were  intended  to  be  kept  in  memory  by  those  three 
effigies,  we  have  records  of  a  ceremony  which  took 

place  in  this  church  soon  after  those  effigies  were 
placed  here. 

“In  the  year  1396,  Thomas  (once  mis-called  or 
misprinted  John)  Fogge,  junior,  whose  wife  was 
Alianora  (daughter  of  Thomas  St.  Leger),  brought 
to  this  church  for  baptism  his  infant  son  and  heir, 
William  Fogge,  who  was  ultimately  the  co-heir  also 
of  his  grandfather  Thomas  St.  Leger.  The  priest, 
‘Dorn’  or  ‘Sir’  William  Newynton,  declared  to  the 
assembled  congregation  4  that  God  had,  in  that 
infant,  multiplied  his  people  after  the  late  pestilence.’  ” 

In  the  north  chantry  (which  was  built  in  the 
thirteenth  century  probably)  the  organ  now  stands. 
Behind  the  organ  is  an  original  two-light  window 
of  the  Decorated  period,  and  at  its  apex  is  a  good 
piece  of  old  painted  glass  (representing  the  Crucifixion) 
which  was  observed  and  mentioned  by  Sir  Stephen 
Glynne  in  his  Churches  of  Kent. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  organ  is  a  mural  slab 
inscribed  :  “  Here  lyeth  ye  body  of  Francis  Chiswell 
who  died  ye  27  of  January  1664  a.d.  63  years,  etc., 
etc.” 

South  of  the  organ  and  beneath  the  well-preserved 
old  hagioscope  or  squint  is  an  interesting  mural  tablet 
thus  inscribed  :  “  Here  lieth  enterred  the  Body  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Raleigh,  grand  daughter  of  the  famed 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh  who  died  at  the  Enbrook  the 
26th  day  of  October  1716  aged  30  years.” 

The  pulpit  stands  west  of  the  north  pier  of 
the  chancel  arch,  very  near  the  squint  and  the 
monument  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Raleigh.  Its  carving 
is  probably  nearly  400  years  old.  It  consists  of  two 
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stages  ;  the  four  upper  panels  are  elaborately  wrought, 
the  five  panels  below  are  plainer. 

The  north  aisle  is,  as  has  already  been  mentioned, 
quite  new.  It  was  erected  at  the  restoration  in  1873, 
and  the  windows  in  its  north  wall  were  copied  (at 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Mackeson,  of  Hythe) 
from  those  in  a  Surrey  church  (at  Charlton). 

The  north  porch  was  erected  as  a  memorial  to 
the  first  Lord  Justice  of  England,  Sir  James  Lewis 
Knight-Bruce.  His  representative,  having  fulfilled 
the  wishes  of  the  Lord  Justice,  inscribed  near  the 
apex  of  the  porch’s  gable,  “  cineri  servata  fides  ” 
(with  his  ashes  I  have  kept  faith).  All  along  beneath 
the  eaves  of  the  gable  runs  this  beautiful  text : 
“  A  refuge  from  the  storm ,  and  a  shadow  from  the 
heat.”  In  the  centre  of  the  gable  are  these  words  : 
“  To  the  Glory  of  God,  and  in  memory  of  the  first 
Lord  Justice  of  England,  and  of  Dame  Eliza,  his 
wife,  whose  bodies  rest  in  this  churchyard  ;  their 
souls,  we  trust  in  heaven.”  In  the  churchyard  we. 
search  in  vain  for  any  epitaph,  or  tombstone,  marking 
the  graves  of  Sir  James  and  Lady  Knight-Bruce  ; 
but,  close  beside  the  east  wall  of  the  chancel,  we 
observe  a  space  of  ground  covered  with  well-kept 
ivy  ;  and  from  it  arises  a  very  tall  but  simple  and 
slender  churchyard  cross ;  no  inscription  appears 
anywhere,  but  upon  examining  the  four  low  angle- 
posts  of  stone,  is  seen,  cut  upon  each  of  them,  the 
letters  K.B.,  which  are  the  only  indications  that 
Lord  Justice  Knight-Bruce  and  his  widow  lie  beneath 
this  spot.  This  grave  is  quite  close  to  the  grave  of 
Ralph  Thomas  Drake- Brockman. 

As  regards  the  Patrons  of  the  benefice.  There 
was  a  lawsuit  in  1316  when  Christina,  relict  of  William 
de  Brokhill,  claimed  the  right  to  present  a  Clerk  to 
this  benefice.  It  seemed  that  Christina,  or  Christiana 
de  Brokhill,  gained  her  suit  ;  she  presented  Robert 
de  Hesebeth  to  the  rectory  of  Cheriton,  and  he  was 
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instituted  in  1317-18,  on  February  2nd.  Sir  John 
de  Mereworth  exercised  the  right  of  patronage  in 
February,  1319-20.  With  the  manor  the  advowson 
passed  to  the  family  of  Fogge,  and  through  his 
connection  with  that  family,  William  Wadham, 
Esqre.,  exercised  the  right  of  presenting  a  rector  four 
times  from  1425  to  1440.  After  that  William  Fogge 
alone  in  1441,  and  in  conjunction  with  his  wife, 
Joanna,  in  1445,  exercised  the  right  of  patronage! 
In  1450,  in  1453  and  in  1458,  John  Fogge,  Esqre., 
presented  incumbents  ;  he  it  was  who  rebuilt  Ashford 
Church.  In  1474-75  the  same  gentleman  (then  Sir 
John  Fogge,  Knight)  was  the  patron.  In  1497-98 
and  in  1507  John  Fogge,  Esqre.  (son  of  the  Ashford 
benefactor),  was  the  name  of  the  gentleman  who 
presented  to  the  living,  and  in  1570  Dame  Mary, 
widow  of  Sir  John  Fogge,  exercised  the  right  of 
Patronage.  In  1584  William  Brockman,  gentleman, 
was  the  patron,  and  in  the  Brockman  family  the 
patronage  has  remained  ever  since. 

On  the  north  wall  of  the  north  chancel  of  this 
Church  there  is  a  monument  with  this  inscription  : _ 

A  House  he  hath  ’tis  built  in  such  good  fashion, 
The  tenant  ne’er  shall  pay  for  reparation, 

Nor  will  his  landlord  ever  raise  his  rent 
Nor  turn  him  out  of  doors  for  non-payment. 
From  chimney  money  too  this  cell  is  free; 

Of  such  a  house  who  would  not  tenant  be.” 


III.— BRENZETT. 

The  Church  of  Brenzett,  in  the  diocese  of 
Canterbury  and  Deanery  of  Lymne,  belonged 
anciently  to  the  Abbey  of  Guines,  in  Artois,  and  so 
remained  till  Henry  V,  when  it  devolved  to  that 
King,  by  escheat,  on  the  death  of  Abbess  Catherine. 
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Upon  the  suppression,  Henry  VIII  settled  this 
church  and  advowson  on  Walter  Bucler,  Esqre.,  to 
hold  in  capite,  and  it  so  continued  down  to  James 
Drake-Brockman,  Esqre.,  of  Beachborough,  who 
held  the  advowson  and  vicarage. 

The  Church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Eanswith.  It 
has  a  nave  and  chancel,  each  with  north  aisle,  and 
boarded  belfry  over  the  west  end  terminated  by  a 
small  spire.  The  nave  has  an  arcade  of  three  very 
rude,  pointed  arches  with  oblong  wall  piers  having 
mere  imposts,  but  against  the  most  western  pier, 
which  is  very  large,  is  attached  an  octagonal  shaft, 
whence  springs  the  arch,  which  arch  is  cut  by  a 
wooden  partition  dividing  off  the  west  end.  At  the 
south-west  of  the  nave  appears  another  pointed  arch 
in  the  wall,  on  octagonal  shafts,  now  walled  up,  but 
once  opening  to  a  small  shed-like  building  curiously 
placed  there  and  of  uncertain  purpose.  It  seems, 
however,  to  be  original  ;  it  is  tiled,  and  has  a  closed 
trefoliated  lancet  at  its  west  end  ;  it  ranges  with 
the  belfry. 

This  church  has  been  almost  re-built.  At  the 
west  end  of  the  north  aisle  is  a  single  lancet,  closed, 
and  in  the  north  aisle  is  a  plain  doorway.  The  wall 
of  the  north  aisle  is  remarkably  low  and  devoid  of 
windows,  but  there  is  a  dormer  in  the  roof.  The 
north  chapel  has  a  separate  and  loftier  roof.  At 
the  west  end  is  a  plain  pointed  doorway  and  bad 
window.  The  nave  has  two  Decorated  windows  on 
the  south,  which  are  of  two  and  three  lights.  The 
aisle  is  very  low,  and  the  tile  roof  comes  near  the 
ground.  The  chancel  arch  has  two  chamfered  orders, 
and  is  pointed,  upon  imposts.  The  chancel  is  small 
and  confined  ;  its  east  window  an  obtuse  single  light. 
The  south  window  Decorated,  of  two  lights.  From 
the  chancel  to  the  north  aisle  or  chapel  opens  a  plain, 
rude,  pointed  arch  without  mouldings.  The  north 
chapel  has  on  the  north  a  single  lancet.  The  eastern 
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part  is  inclosed  by  a  wooden  partition,  and  contains 
an  ogee  cinquefoiled  piscina.  This  chapel  is  divided 
from  the  aisle  of  the  nave  by  a  half-arch.  In  the 
north  chapel  is  a  fine  marble  tomb  to  John  Fagge, 
Esqre.,  of  Rye,  his  wife,  and  son,  1639  and  1646  ; 
the  two  men  are  in  armour.  The  font  has  a  plain 
square  bowl  attached  to  the  pier.  The  south  porch 
is  plain  ;  the  door  has  plain  pointed  arches.  There 
is  a  small  closed  priest’s  door. 

The  interior  is  clogged  with  whitewash  ;  the 
west  gallery  painted  blue,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Marsh.

LIST  OF  THOSE  WHO  HAVE  BEEN  PRESENTED 
TO  THE  LIVINGS  OF  NEWINGTON  &  CHERITON 
BY  SQUIRES  OF  BEACHBOROUGH. 

1.  Master  Richard  Topcliffe,  M.A.,  Clerk,  pre¬ 
sented  by  William  Brockman,  gent,  in  1584, 
being  the  first  Rector  presented  by  one  of  the 
Brockman  family.  He  died  in  1602. 

2.  Master  Thomas  Bishop,  presented  conjointly 
by  William  Brockman,  Esqre.,  and  his  son  and 
heir,  Henry  Brockman,  in  1602.  He  lived  on 
for  27  years  as  Rector  of  Cheriton,  and  died 
in  1630. 

3.  Master  John  Strout,  Clerk,  was  presented  by 
♦William  Brockman,  Esqre,  in  1630.  Married 
Helen,  sister  of  Sir  William  Brockman.  He 
died  in  1644. 

4.  John  Reading,  M.A.,  a  voluminous  author, 
was  presented  to  a  benefice  by  Sir  William 
Brockman  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Strout.  He  was 
a  man  of  great  abilities  and  eloquence,  who,  at 
the  age  of  16,  matriculated  at  Oxford,  in  1604, 
from  Magdalen  Hall.  He  was  ordained  Deacon 
in  1612-13,  and  Priest  in  June,  1614.  Lord 
Zouch,  of  Haringworth,  Lord  Warden  of  the 
Cinque  Ports,  selected  him  as  his  Chaplain.  He 
died  in  1667. 

5.  Jonathan  Dry  den  was  inducted  to  the  rectory 
of  Cheriton  in  1668,  having  been  presented  by 
James  Brockman,  Esqre.  He  resigned  in  1679. 


*  Later,  Sir  William,  being  knighted  in  1632, 
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6.  James  Brome,  M.A.,  was  inducted  to  the 
rectory  of  Cheriton  in  1679,  being  already  Vicar 
of  Newington.  He  retained  both  benefices  for 
40  years  or  more,  and  died  in  1719. 

7.  Henry  Bilton,  M.A.,  was  inducted  on  the 
presentation  of  William  Brockman,  Esqre.,  in 
I71 9*  He  was  Rector  of  Cheriton  for  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century,  and  died  in  1743. 

8.  Edmund  Parker  was  inducted  to  this  benefice 
*n  I74 3,  having  been  presented  by  James 
Brockman,  Esqre.  He  had  already  for  more 
than  four  years  been  Vicar  of  Newington.  He 
retained  this  benefice  for  27  years,  and  died  on 
17th  February,  1770. 

9.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman,  of  Beachborough,  the 
Patron,  officiated  till  appointment  of  Rev. 
George  Lynch. 

10.  George  Lynch,  M.A.,  of  Corpus  Christi  College, 
Cambridge,  was  inducted  to  the  Cheriton  rectory 
in  July,  1770.  He  likewise  obtained  from  his 
patron  (Rev.  Ralph  Drake  -  Brockman)  the 
vicarage  of  Newington,  and  in  the  following 
year,  1771,  the  two  benefices  were  formally 
united.  He  had  sufficient  influence  with  the 
Archdeacon  (patron  of  Lyrnne)  and  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  to  obtain  a  dispensation  permitting  him 
to  continue  to  hold  Lymne  with  Cheriton  and 
Newington.  He  died  in  1789,  holding  all  three 
benefices. 

11.  John  B.  Backhouse,  M.A.,  held  the  united 
benefices  of  Cheriton  and  Newington  for  about 
four  years,  1789-1793,  when  he  resigned  to 
make  way  for  his  patron*s  younger  brother. 

12.  Julius  Drake-Brockman,  M.A.,  second  son  of 
the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman,  by  his  wife 
Caroline  Brockman,  of  Cheriton,  was  about  25 
years  old  when  he  was  inducted  to  the  united 
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benefices  of  Cheriton  and  Newington  in  1793. 
Mr.  Julius  Drake- Brockman  survived  to  the  ripe 
age  of  81,  and  died  on  the  7th  September,  1849, 
having  been  Rector  of  Cheriton  and  Vicar  of 
Newington  for  56  years. 

13.  Robert  Fraser  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Tatton 
Drake-Brockman  to  the  united  benefices  in 
1849,  which  he  retained  till  1866.  A  memorial 
window  in  the  south  aisle  commemorates  the 
children  of  Mr.  Fraser,  by  his  wife,  Mary  Ann.

14.  Reginald  Bridges  Knatchbull-Hugeson,  B.A.,  of 
Balliol  College,  Oxford,  was  presented  by  his 
father-in-law,  the  Rev.  Tatton  Drake-Brockman, 
to  the  rectory  of  Cheriton  alone  in  1866.  The 
vicarage  of  Newington  was  then  again  made  a 
separate  benefice.  Mr.  Knatchbull-Hugeson  (a 
brother  of  the  first  Lord  Brabourne)  did  much 
to  promote  the  organization  and  discipline  of 
bell-ringers  in  the  diocese  of  Canterbury  and  to 
develop  scientific  ringing  of  bells.  By  his 
energy  and  tact  this  church  was  restored  and 
enlarged  in  1873,  and  he  retained  the  benefice 
till  1876,  when  he  was  promoted  to  the  rectory 
of  Mersham,  and,  later,  to  West  Grinstead.  He 
married  the  daughter,  Maria,  of  the  Rev.  Tatton 
Drake-Brockman,  to  whose  memory  a  peal  of 
bells  was  dedicated,  in  1881,  in  Cheriton  Church 
“  by  friends  who  knew  and  loved  her.”  A 
brass  memoral  tablet  in  the  church  is  record  of 
this. 

15.  Frederick  Wrench,  M.A.,  was  presented  to  the 
benefice  in  1875  by  Frederick  Drake-Brockman, 
Esqre. 

16.  Alleyne  Hall  Hall,  M.A.,  of  University  College, 
Oxford,  was  presented  to  the  benefice  by  Francis 
Drake  Brockman,  Esqre.,  in  1876.  He  did  much 
good  work  in  the  Shorncliffe,  Seabrook  and 
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Sandgate  portions  of  this  parish.  He  was 
promoted  to  the  rectory  of  Chevening,  Kent,  in 
1889,  and  thence  to  Runwell  in  1920.  He 
married  Cecilia,  sister  of  his  Patron. 

1 7.  William  Blackwell  Buckwell,  M.A.,  of  Wadham 
College,  Oxford,  was  presented  by  Francis  Drake- 
Brockman,  Esqre,  in  1889,  and  he  held  the 
benefice  till  his  death  in  1920. 

18.  F.  J.  Pickard,  M.A.,  of  King’s  College,  London 
University,  was  presented  to  the  two  benefices 
in  1920  by  Francis  Drake-Brockman,  Esqre.

In  connection  with  the  above  it  is  of  interest 
to  remember  how  those  who  were  loyal  to  their  King 
were  persecuted  by  the  Long  Parliament.  The 
following  is  an  extract  concerning  the  Brockmans 
found  in  records  of  the  County  of  Kent: 

In  1640  the  Long  Parliament  set  up  a  Committee 
for  Religion.  It  was  fiercely  partisan. 

1651.  July  4th.  Names  of  delinquents  who 
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compounded  for  their  delinquency,  with  the  amounts 
of  fines  : — 

Beachborough.  Sir  William  Brockman.  £.500. 
Cheriton.  Zouch  Brockman.  £-367. 

Also  the  following  : — 

Extract  from  Sir  Edward  Dering’s  letters  : 

1.  To  his  wife.  13th  March  1640/41,  asking  that 
“  Harry  would  signify  to  Sir  William  Brock¬ 
man,  of  Beachborough  in  Newington,  that  I 
wish  for  all  my  odd  money  in.” 

2.  To  his  wife.  “  I  cannot  but  somewhat  wonder 
att  Sir  William  Brockman,  who  knew  my 
intentions  and  did  set  me  on,  with  inticing  me 
to  have  some  of  the  currious  coloured  deare, 
which  he  knew  me  fond  of.  He  told  me  I 
should  have  all  then.  He  sayd  of  himself, 
‘ 1  know  you  do  desire  none  other,  lett  me  alone 
to  fitt  you,  I  know  that  you  do  not  desire 
above  6  or  7.’  Well  that  market  cannot  now 
be  mended.”

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  VARIOUS  COATS  OF 
ARMS  BORNE  BY  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BROCK¬ 
MAN  AND  DRAKE-BROCKMAN  FAMILY. 

Unfortunately  there  seems  some  doubt  as  to 
the  original  Coat  of  Arms  borne  by  the  members 
of  the  Brockman  family  prior  to  William  Brockman, 
who  died  a.d.  1605.  The  first  record  of  the  original 
Brockman  Coat  of  Arms  was  the  first  quartering  on 
the  coat  emblazoned  on  the  tomb  of  John  Brookeman, 
the  grandson  of  John  Brokeman,  a  Kentish  man, 
who  in  the  13th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Richard  II, 
on  the  attainder  of  Sir  Robert  Belknap,  came  into 
possession  of  the  Manor  of  Pirrie  with  lands  extending 
to  Old  Romney  and  Medley,  with  other  lands  in 
Stowting  and  Crundale.  The  son  of  the  above- 
mentioned  John  Brokeman,  by  name  William, 
married  Elizabeth  Fryer,  the  Essex  heiress,  of 
Powers  -  Hall,  near  Witham.  The  latter’s  son, 
another  John  Brokeman,  who  married  a  St.  Leger, 
continued  to  live  at  Powers-Hall,  and  died  there 
a.d.  1500. 

In  the  Harleian  MSS.,  1541  and  4944,  are  notes 
of  several  coats  of  arms  in  the  church  of  St,  Nicholas, 
Witham.  Among  others  there  is  mention,  on  a  tomb 
of  John  Brookeman  (owner  of  Powers-Hall)  and 
Florence,  his  wife,  which  John  died  22  of  August  A° 
1500,  and  his  wife  died  18  of  March,  an  escutcheon 
of  arms  quarterly  :■ — 

1  and  4.  Partie  per  pale  indented  or  and  azure, 

three  martlets  counterchanged. 
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2  and  3.  Argent  on  a  bend  azure  three  boar’s  heads 

erased  or,  impaling  azure,  fretty  of 
eight  pieces  argent,  a  chief  or.  (St. 
Leger).  Vide  Fig.  1. 

In  later  restorations  in  the  parish  church  of  Witham 
all  trace  of  these  Arms  seems  to  have  been  lost,  and 
there  seems  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  the  present  site 
of  the  tomb  itself.  In  Dr.  Harris’s  History  of  Kent, 
Vol.  I,  the  first  coat  of  Brockman  is  given  as 

Per  bend  embattled  argent  and  sable,  two 
martlets  count erchanged.  Vide  Fig.  2. 

According  to  Hasted,  Vol  III,  this  coat  was  : — 

Parti  per  fess  dancette,  argent  and  sable, 
three  martlets  counterchanged.  Vide 
Fig-  3- 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  three  versions  of  the 
original  Coat  of  Arms. 

What  arms  Henry  Brokeman,  the  first  squire 
of  Beechborough,  grandson  of  the  above-mentioned 
John  Brokeman  of  Witham,  bore,  seems  nowhere 
to  be  recorded,  but  we  presume  that  he  and  his 
descendants  must  have  borne  the  same  coat  with  its 
quarterings  of  Fryer  and  St.  Leger,  together 
with  those  of  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
Chilton,  who  was  an  heiress  and  whose  Arms  he  was 
entitled  to  bear  “  in  pretence  ”  or  impale. 

A  second  coat  was  granted  by  William  Camden, 
Clar.  to  William  Brockman,  in  a.d.  1606,  the  year 
after  the  latter’s  death. 

Or,  a  cross  pattee-fitchee  sable,  on  a  chief 
of  the  second,  three  fleur  de  lis,  or. 
Vide  Fig.  4  (1). 

After  this,  presumably,  both  the  Brockman 
Coats,  with  possibly  the  original  quarterings  of 
Fryer,  St.  Leger  and  Chilton,  were  borne  by 
successive  squires  until  Sir  William  Brockman, 
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in  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  married  Anne  Bunce, 
another  heiress.  Their  son,  James  Brockman,  was 
then  entitled  to  add  the  Bunce  quarterings. 

James's  son,  William,  married  another  heiress, 
Anne  Glydd,  and  we  have  an  authentic  record  of 
the  Arms  he  bore,  as  they  are  emblazoned  on  his 
tomb  in  Newington  Church.  Vide  Fig.  5.  He 
bore  : — Parti, 

1  and  4.  Second  coat  of  Brockman. 

2  and  3.  Bunce. 

With  the  Glydd  Arms  “  in  pretence," 
thereby  dropping  the  first  Coat  of  Brockman  together 
with  the  quarterings  of  Fryer,  St.  LEGERand  Chilton. 

There  seems  some  doubt  whether  the  first  Coat 
of  Brockman,  or  any  of  the  earlier  quarterings, 
were  ever  taken  up  again,  but  a  remark  of  Hasted’s 
seems  to  indicate  that  some  members  of  the  family 
bore  the  first  Coat  of  Brockman  up  to  the  time  of 
James  Drake-Brockman,  who  died  in  1832. 

According  to  Hasted,  James  Drake-Brockman 
bore  the  second  Coat  of  Brockman  only,  quartered 
with  Bunce,  Glydd  and  Drake  (Vide  Fig.  6),  but 
as  he  had  no  Bunce  blood  in  his  veins  he  was  obviously 
not  entitled  to  the  Bunce  quartering. 

It  will  be  noted  that  Hasted’s  description  of  the 
first  Brockman  coat  only  agrees  with  that  described 
in  the  Harleian  MSS.  as  shown  on  the  tomb  of  John 
Brokeman,  in  the  similarity  and  number  of  the 
charges.  In  his  description,  a  “  fess  dancette  ’’ 
replaces  the  “pale  indented,"  while  the  colours  are 
totally  different.  (Vide  Figs.  I  and  II). 

In  Dr.  Harris’s  History  of  Kent,  Vol.  I,  the  Arms 
of  William  Brockman,  who  died  in  1741,  and  who 
was  one  of  the  subscribers  to  the  History,  are  given 
as  above-mentioned  (Vide  Fig.  4),  but  this  is  obviously 
incorrect,  as  his  arms  can  be  seen  at  the  present  day 
emblazoned  over  his  last  resting  place  in  Newington 
Church.

With  the  death  of  James  Brockman,  “the  last 
male  heir  of  the  Brockmans  ”  as  he  is  described  on 
his  memorial  tablet  in  Newington  Church  Chancel 
(App.  IV),  the  Bunce  quartering  passed  out  of  the 
family,  and  the  Drake  arms  took  the  premier  place. 
The  sons  of  the  Rev.  Ralph  Drake,  who  inherited 
the  Brockman  estates,  became  entitled  to  the 
following  quarterings,  Drake,  Glydd,  Brockman 
(two  coats)  and  Chilton,  in  the  order  named.  These, 
then,  together  with  the  Drake  crest,  form  the  correct 
armorial  bearings  to  which  the  descendants  of  the 
Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  are  entitled  (Vide  2nd 
Frontispiece).  It  will  be  seen  that  the  original 
Brockman  crest  also  passed  out  with  the  death  of 
James  Brockman  in  1767  (Vide  1st  Frontispiece). 


APPENDIX  VIII . 


REFLECTIONS  MADE  BY  JAMES  BROCKMAN, 
OF  BEACHBOROUGH,  ON  HIS  ENTERING  HIS 

69TH  YEAR. 

London,  December,  1764. 

I  am  now  entered  into  my  69th  year,  and  though 
by  ye  Blessing  of  God,  I  am  free  from  acute  Pains, 
and  any  chronical  Disease,  yet  I  find  I  grow  more 
and  more  sensible  of  advancing  Years.  My  mental 
Faculties,  Memory,  Eyesight  and  Hearing  I  perceive 
to  be  impairing,  besides  which  a  disposition  to 
Indolence,  Inactivity  and  an  Indifference  greatly 
increase  upon  me,  so  yt  I  have  great  Reason  to  appre¬ 
hend  “  ye  years  are  drawing  nigh,  when  I  may  expect 
to  have  no  Pleasure  in  them.” 

These  observations  have  induced  me  to  with¬ 
draw  myself  as  much  as  I  well  can  from  giving  yt 
attention  I  have  been  wont  to  do,  in  looking  after 
my  paternal  Estate,  or  acting  as  a  Magistrate  in  yt 
Station  wherein  my  Lot  has  been  cast.  But  as  my 
family  has  been  of  some  standing  at  Beachborough, 
where  I  have  principally  resided  near  forty  Years,  I 
am  desirous  to  have  yt  House  continue  to  be  inhabited 
by  one  who  may  prove  a  useful  Member  of  Society 
in  general,  and  to  yt  neighbourhood  in  particular. 
I  have  therefore  now  plac’d  ye  Revn<*  Mr.  Ralph 
Drake  there,  who  having  a  promising  Issue  and 
both  he  and  his  Wife  being  of  my  nearest  Relations, 
I  intend  no  other  than  to  leave  ye  whole  of  my  Real 
Estate  to  him  or  in  his  Family,  hoping  my  Desires 
as  before  mentioned,  will  be  fully  answered  by  him 
or  one  of  them. 
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How  those  Years  which  are  already  past  away 
have  been  employ’d,  I  am  not  here  about  to  relate, 
ye  Errors  &  Mistakes  I  have  committed  in  my  past 
Conduct,  cant  now  be  recall’d,  but  as  I  cannot  charge 
myself  with  having  been  guilty  of  many  atrocious 
Crimes,  or  great  Enormitys,  &  in  most  of  ye  Actions 
of  my  Life,  have  endeavoured  “to  keep  a  conscience 
void  of  offence  toward  God  &  toward  Men.”  I  can 
with  an  humble  Confidence,  submit  myself  to  ye  Will 
and  Disposition  of  yt  Supreme  Being  “  who  is  good 
to  all,”  and  whose  “tender  Mercies  are  over  all  his 
Works.”  It  behoves  me  however  to  look  forward, 
&  endeavour  during  ye  Remainder  of  ye  Days  I  may 
have  to  continue  here,  so  to  pass  my  Time,  yt  while 
Health  and  Spirits  last,  I  may  still  be  of  some  Utility 
in  my  Generation,  &  my  Life  may  not  become  burden¬ 
some,  either  to  myself  or  others.  And  to  take  care 
to  add  as  few  more  to  ye  number  of  my  past  Trans¬ 
gressions  as  possibly  I  can,  &  tho’  thro’  ye  Frailty 
of  Human  Nature,  I  know  I  am  liable  and  exposed 
to  fall  into  many,  yet  I  hope  to  avoid  great  ones,  & 
beseech  ye  Almighty  to  “  cleanse  me  from  secret 
Faults  &  grant  yt  presumptious  Sins  may  never 
have  Dominion  over  me.” 

Tho’  I  was  never  anxious  after  Popularity  nor 
ambitious  of  courting  Applause,  yet  I  have  ever  had 
too  much  sensibility,  not  to  wish  in  a  private  Capacity 
to  bear  a  good  Name,  &  tho’  I  shall  never  know  what 
ye  world  will  say  of  me  when  I  shall  be  no  longer 
in  it,  yet  I  am  desirous  to  leave  with  my  Executor, 
&  for  him  to  communicate  to  such  as  have  been  of 
my  Acquaintance,  or  any  other  he  may  think  fit, 
ye  following  short  account  of  myself,  &  of  my  Religious 
Sentiments. 

I  was  early  bred  to  ye  Christian  Religion,  &  ye 
Precepts  and  Example  I  had  from  a  very  tender, 
judicious  and  deserving  Mother,  made  a  very  great 
Impression  on  me  in  my  early  Infancy,  in  so  much

yt  at  my  first  going  out  to  boarding  School  at  about 
7  years  of  Age,  &  afterwards,  I  turned  my  Thoughts 
in  solitary  Hours  much  more  to  Religious  Subjects, 
than  is  usually  done  in  those  Juvenile  Years,  &  in  ye 
various  Periods  of  my  Life  since,  I  have  retained  a 
pretty  constant  Disposition  to  exercise  my  Judgement 
&  Understanding  on  Subjects  of  yt  Nature,  &  ye  more 
steadily  &  longer  I  meditate  thereon,  ye  more  firmly 
I  find  myself  convinced  yt  there  must  have  been 
a  Supreme  Being  of  infinite  Power,  who  originally 
created,  &  has  hitherto  preserv’d  ye  frame  of  ye 
Universe,  &  yt  ye  State  of  Man  here,  is  not  his  final 
one,  but  yt  there  will  be  another,  after  ye  time  allotted 
us  to  pass  thro’  this  World.  So  yt  I  think  ye  strong 
Assurance  I  now  have  of  these  Truths,  proceeds  from 
a  due  Consideration  of,  &  not  from  ye  Prejudices 
of  first  imbibed  Principles. 

Many  learned  Pens  have  I  think  sufficiently 
prov’d  these  truths,  but  without  entering  into  ye 
various  Discussions  of  such,  I  dont  see  how  an  un¬ 
prejudiced  Mind,  by  seeing  &  observing  ye  visible 
parts  of  Creation,  with  ye  Connections  &  various 
Dependencies  of  one  part  on  ye  other,  with  ye  great 
k  Order  &  Symmetry  of  ye  whole,  can  otherwise  conclude, 
than  yt  this  cou’d  not  be  so  continu’d,  execut’d,  & 
preserv’d  by  any  fortuitous  Events,  or  casual  Jumble 
of  Matter,  but  must  have  been  originally  form’d, 
and  since  preserv’d  by  an  Almighty  Power. 

I  believe  ye  Christian  Religion  as  delivered  down 
to  us  in  ye  Life,  History  &  Doctrines  of  our  blessed 
Saviour  by  ye  4  Evangelists,  &  yt  ye  Authentickness 
of  those  Writings  have  been  sufficiently  prov’d, 
but  every  Tendency  of  ye  Precepts  there  given 
towards  promoting  ye  Rational  Happiness  of  Mankind, 
is  a  strong  Argument  with  me  yt  they  came  from  yt 
infinitely  Good  &  Wise  Being,  whose  Hand  is  over 
all  His  Works. 

As  it  is  under  ye  Protection  of  this  supreme 
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Being  yt  we  live,  move  and  have  our  Existence  here, 
there  certainly  is  an  Acknowledgement  &  Worship 
due  to  Him,  &  besides  meditating  thereon,  or  praying 
in  private,  it  ought  to  be  performed  by  publickly 
assembling  together  to  perform  this  Duty  in  Prayers 
and  Praises,  &  acknowledge  our  Dependence  on  yt 
Being,  for  which  there  must  be  certain  Times  &  Places 
appointed,  but  ye  particular  Form  &  Manner  in  which 
this  is  to  be  done,  I  dont  find  anywhere  prescribed  by 
Christ  or  His  Apostles,  more  than  in  one  short  Form  of 
Prayer,  &  yt  they  who  worship  God,  must  worship 
Him  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth  ;  and  yt  “  every  Thing 
may  be  done  decently  &  in  order.’ ’ 

When  Christianity  began  to  be  received  by 
whole  States  &  Kingdoms,  ye  Governors  of  those 
States  found  it  expedient  to  establish  some  outward 
Form  of  public  Worship,  but  no  particular  one  having 
been  prescribed  different  Governments  have  appointed 
different  Modes  &  Ceremonies. 

For  my  own  part  I  think  yt  in  all  Assemblies 
for  public  Worship,  precomposed  Forms  of  Prayer  & 
Praises  are  much  preferable  to  ye  suffering  them  to 
be  left  to  ye  Ability  or  Discretion  of  any  one  Person, 
whereby  every  one  may  fully  understand  for  what 
Blessings  they  petition  ye  Almighty,  &  for  what 
Benefits  they  render  ye  Tribute  of  Thanksgiving  to 
ye  most  High. 

I  was  educated  in  &  according  to  ye  Form  of 
Church  of  England,  &  tho’  I  have  had  frequent 
opportunities  of  inquiring  into  different  Tenets  of 
various  denominations  of  Christians,  I  have  not  found 
any  which  I  have  thought  on  ye  whole  to  be  preferable, 
I  have  therefore  continued  a  constant  communion 
with  this  established  Church,  &  conformed  to  its 
Rights  and  Ceremonies. 

The  Liturgy  of  ye  Church  of  England  contains 
many  very  excellent  Collects,  scarce  capable  of  any 
Amendments,  but  I  must  confess  there  appears  to  me 
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many  particulars  in  it,  which  I  think  might  be  altered 
much  for  ye  better.  Our  first  Reformers  from  Popery 
seem’d  to  think  they  did  as  much  as  ye  times  wou’d 
then  permit,  tho’  not  yt  their  Plan  was  perfect,  but 
y1  as  Protestantism  shou’d  gain  Ground,  farther 
Improvements  might  &  would  be  made,  on  ye  Founda¬ 
tion  they  had  laid,  which  ye  times  wou’d  not  then 
bear.  I  wont  here  offer  to  account  how  it  comes  to 
pass,  yt  so  little  of  yt  Sort  has  been  Attempted  since, 
tho’  why  it  has  been  so  far  borne,  I  have  never  heard 
such  Reasons  given  as  have  appeared  to  me  sufficient 
to  excuse  ye  omitting  it. 

That  there  shou’d  be  particular  Persons  educated 
to  Literature,  &  set  apart  to  performing  ye  Public 
Offices  of  Religion,  to  explain  ye  nature,  &  to  exhort 
to  ye  Practice  of  it,  especially  of  all  moral  &  social 
Duties,  is  what  I  think  to  be  highly  proper  &  useful, 
&  yt  there  shou’d  be  pecuniary  consideration  allotted 
them  for  so  doing,  but  ye  Persons  appointed  to  this 
Religious  Office,  have  been  so  long  connected  with 
political  &  State  Affairs  &  with  ye  Emoluments  arising 
from  them,  yt  I  fear  these  have  principally  taken  up 
their  Attention,  whilst  ye  Duties  of  their  Religious 
Function  have  been  but  too  much  neglected,  &  may 
thereby  have  given  but  too  much  Reason  to  agree 
to  ye  Truth  of  ye  latin  Adage,  “  Religio  peperit 
Divitias,  et  Filia  devoravit  Matrem.” 

It  may  in  some  measure  be  owing  to  this,  yt 
Septism  and  Infidelity  do  now  so  much  prevail,  &  I 
have  often  much  lamented,  yt  People  are  so  very 
apt  to  run  into  Extremes,  particularly  those  of  Super¬ 
stition  on  ye  one  hand  &  discarding  ye  Notions  of  a 
Deity,  &  of  religious  Worship  due  to  Him  on  ye 
other,  ye  laying  too  great  Stress  on  ye  particular 
outward  Form  &  manner  of  performing  this,  &  every 
Sect  being  more  apt  to  be  more  earnest  to  promote 
ye  particular  Tenets  which  distinguish  them  from 
others,  rather  than  those  Fundamentals  of  Christianity 
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wherein  all  agree,  has  I  apprehend  occasion’d  less 
regard  to  be  laid  to  ye  more  essential  parts  of  ye 
Mind  &  Heart. 

It  is  much  to  be  wish’d  yt  these  Extremes  might 
be  prevented  ;  what  Means  can  be  more  likely  to 
effect  this,  than  yt  ye  Professors  of  Christianity, 
laying  aside  all  nominal  Distinctions  of  Sects  or 
Parties,  do  adhere  to  ye  Fruits  of  ye  Spirit,  which 
St.  Paul  says  are  “  Love,  Joy,  Peace,  Long  suffering, 
Gentleness,  Goodness,  Faith,  Meekness  &  Temperance,” 
&  practice  those  Duties  to  God  &  our  Neighbours, 
on  which  our  Blessed  Saviour  Himself  declar’d  “hang 
all  ye  Law  &  ye  Prophets.”  (Math.  7th.  12th  &  ye 
22nd  ye  37  &  following  verses). 

Speculative  Points  of  Faith  or  Opinion  may  be 
proper  to  exercise  ye  Geniuses  of  Men  of  Letters,  & 
to  establish  their  own  particular  Sentiments,  but  they 
shou’d  take  care  not  to  impose  them  on  others  as 
necessary,  &  essential  to  their  Salvation,  least  thereby 
they  shou’d  be  found  to  be  “teaching  for  Doctrines 
ye  Commandments  of  Men,  &  thereby  rendering  ye 
terms  of  Acceptance  with  ye  Almighty,  much  more 
confin’d,  &  narrower  than  either  Christ  or  His  Apostles 
ever  made  them,  who  established  ye  Doctrines  of 
Peace  &  Love,  as  ye  proper  Bands  of  Union  among 
Christians,  to  which  &  almost  ye  whole  Tenor  of  ye 
Gospel  Dispensation,  scarce  anything  can  be  more 
repugnant  than  ye  prosecuting  &  punishing  one 
another,  for  Opinions  merely  speculative  which  no 
way  affect  Practice  or  ye  Peace  &  Welfare  of  Society. 

I  have  ever  been,  &  am  far  from  discouraging  a 
due  Performance  of  ye  external  Forms  of  public 
Worship,  for  I  think  some  such  not  only  expedient 
but  necessary  tho’  I  must  wish  yt  ye  Persons  appointed 
to  minister  in  holy  Things,  wou’d  not  lay  too  much 
Stress  on  ye  outward  compliance  with  these  Duties, 
nor  on  any  particular  Form  of  performing  them,  but 
instruct  their  Hearers,  yt  these  of  themselves  avail 
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not  farther  than  as  they  tend  to  bring  forth  ye  Fruits 
of  Righteousness,  by  conforming  our  Lives  to  ye 
Commandments  of  God,  &  ye  Precepts  of  ye  Gospel 
Dispensation  by  Jesus  Christ,  “  to  love  ye  Lord  our 
God  with  all  our  Heart,  &c  &  our  Neighbour  as  our¬ 
selves”  on  which  our  Saviour  Himself  declared  hang 
all  ye  Lav/  &  ye  Prophets,  we  may  then  be  said  to 
have  our  Fruit  unto  Holiness  &  enjoy  a  comfortable 
Hope  yt  our  End  will  be  everlasting  Life  which  is 
ye  Gift  of  God  thro’  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

I  wrote  this  according  to  ye  Date  in  December 
1764  &  having  often  reviewed  it  since,  now  subscribe 
it  as  my  steady  Sentiments,  &  pray  God  (as  I  think 
them  perfectly  agreeable  to  Truth)  yt  ye  Belief  of 
a  Supreme  Being  &  a  future  State,  may  appear 
stronger  in  ye  Lives  &  Conversations  of  ye  next 
Generation,  than  it  seems  to  have  done  on  this  wherein 
I  have  sojourned.  Amen.

dum  of  which  I  purpose  to  put  herewith)  but  should 
I  dye  at  any  distance  from  Beachboro  I  desire  my 
body  may  be  first  brought  thither  in  as  private  a 
manner  as  may  be  and  the  part  of  me  which  is 
immortal  I  recommend  to  the  Mercy  of  its  Almighty 
Creator  as  I  am  in  a  Firm  Belief  of  a  future  state 
and  live  in  hopes  of  being  translated  to  one  of  Greater 
Bliss  thro’  the  Mercy  of  God  in  Christ  my  Saviour 
And  as  to  my  Estate  and  Effects  I  Give  and  Dispose 
of  them  in  manner  following  First  I  will  that  all 
my  just  debts  be  paid  as  soon  as  conveniently  may 
be  after  my  decease  by  my  Executor  hereinafter  to 
be  named  and  I  will  that  my  s<*  Executor  do  from 
time  to  time  as  it  shall  become  due  pay  to  Margaret 
the  wife  of  Thomas  White  the  Annuity  left  her  by 
the  will  of  my  late  Father  and  whereas  I  stand  in¬ 
debted  by  Bond  to  my  Cousin  Mary  Brockman  for 
£1600  with  Interest  Now  my  mind  and  will  is  that 
my  Executor  hereinafter  to  be  named  do  whensoever 
she  shall  desire  it  duely  pay  her  the  sd.  principal 
Sum  of  £1600  with  all  the  Interest  that  shall  be  due 
thereon  and  I  do  farther  give  unto  the  sd.  Mary 
Brockman  the  sum  of  £12000  Capital  Stock  I  have 
in  my  own  Name  and  Right  in  the  Company  of  the 
Bank  of  England  with  all  the  dividends  that  may 
be  due  or  shall  afterwards  arise  therefrom  to  her  and 
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her  heirs  Executors  or  Administrators  for  ever  and 
I  do  farther  give  unto  the  said  Mary  Brockman  full 
liberty  to  continue  in  my  house  called  Beachboro 
with  such  servants  as  she  may  desire  and  have  so 
much  Use  of  my  plate  linnen  and  Furniture  therein 
as  she  may  require  for  the  term  of  i  yr  from  the  day 
of  my  decease  and  whenever  she  the  said  Mary 
Brockman  shall  chuse  to  quit  Beachboro  and  settle 
herself  in  some  other  habitation  I  will  that  my 
Executor  hereinafter  to  be  named  do  pay  her  the 
further  sum  of  £1000  and  I  do  likewise  Give  to  her 
the  sd  Mary  Brockman  so  much  of  my  plate  linnen 
and  Household  Furniture  whether  at  Beachboro 
or  elsewhere  together  with  such  of  my  Books  as  she 
shall  chuse  to  accept  of  absolutely  for  her  own  Use 
and  Benefit.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  Mrs.* 
Elizabeth  Knapp  of  Lewisham  in  Kent  widow  the 
sum  of  £4000  of  lawful  money  of  Gt.  Britain  and  I 
also  give  and  bequeath  unto  the  sd.  Elizabeth  Knapp 
the  sum  of  £1000  which  is  due  and  owing  to  me  upon 
her  Mortgage  and  Bond  to  me  and  all  the  Interest 
which  shall  be  due  to  me  for  the  same  at  the  time 
of  my  decease  and  I  do  hereby  order  and  direct  that 
my  Executor  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
after  my  decease  deliver  to  the  sd.  Elizabeth  Knapp 
the  sd.  Mortgage  Deed  and  Bond  together  with  all 
the  deeds  and  writings  in  my  custody  touching  the 
same  and  give  her  a  full  release  and  discharge  therefrom 
and  whereas  I  have  a  Bond  and  Security  from  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Ed.  Parker  for  an  annuity  of  £80  p.a.  during 
his  natural  life  payable  by  equal  Quarterly  Payments 
now  my  mind  and  Will  is  that  he  the  sd  Ed.  Parker 
keeping  for  the  future  the  sd  annuity  surely  and 
regularly  paid  that  nty  s<*  Executor  do  at  every  such 
payment  remit  him  one  half  thereof  so  that  his 
present  annuity  on  such  punctual  payment  may  be 
thereby  reduced  to  £40  a  yr.  Item  I  give  to  Mrs. 

*  nee  Brockman,  sister  to  Mary  and  Caroline. 
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Ann  Smith  Wife  of  Mr-  Wm-  Smith  late  of  Hayton 
now  of  Canterbury  £5000  of  the  Capital  stock  I  have 
in  my  own  Name  and  Right  in  the  Fund  commonly 
called  3  %  consolidated  Bank  Annuities  together 
with  the  dividends  that  may  be  due  to  me  thereon 
at  the  time  of  my  decease  or  shall  afterwards  become 
due  thereon  which  I  give  to  the  sd-  Ann  Smith  for 
her  own  separate  Use  and  Maintenance  whether 
Single  or  Covert  and  not  Subject  to  the  Controul 
debts  or  disposal  of  her  present  or  any  future  husband 
and  that  she  shall  have  absolute  power  to  receive 
the  dividends  or  dispose  of  the  sd*  Capital  of  £5000 
3%  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities  in  her  life  time  or 
by  her  last  Will  and  Testament.  Item  I  give  unto 
Martha,  Sarah  and  Margaret  Drake  3  sisters  of  the 
sd‘  Ann  Smith  equally  to  share  between  them  the 
sum  of  £6000  more  which  I  have  in  the  said  Capital 
Fund  of  3%  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities  together 
with  all  the  dividends  that  may  be  due  thereon  or 
what  may  become  due  together  with  free  liberty  to 
them  and  each  of  them  to  dispose  of  their  i/3rd 
share  therein  in  their  life  time  or  by  their  last  Will 
and  Testament  in  such  manner  as  they  themselves 
shall  think  fit.  Item  I  give  unto  Mrs-  Marchant 
widow  and  her  2  sisters  Ann  and  Elizabeth  Northey 
spinsters  the  sum  of  £100  a  piece  (added  in  margin) 
and  to  Mr*  Hen.  Gypps  of  Hyth  and  his  brother 
Mr*  Geo.  Gypps  of  Canterbury  the  like  sum  of  £100 
a  piece  of  lawful  money  of  G.B.  Item  I  give  unto 
Mrs-  Mary  Hague  of  the  Eovon  of  Folkestone,  Widow 
an  annuity  of  £ 12  per  yr.  during  her  natural  life  to 
be  paid  her  by  my  Executor  hereinafter  to  be  named 
if  she  desires  it  by  20/-  on  the  1st  day  of  every  Kalendar 
Month  after  my  decease.  Item  I  give  unto  James 
Hawkell  Esq.  of  London  Marchant  the  sum  of  £5000 
and  to  each  of  his  5  children  the  sum  of  £1000  apiece 
to  be  paid  to  them  who  are  now  21  yrs  of  age  directly 
and  to  any  that  are  not  so  immediately  on  their 
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attaining  those  years.  Item  I  give  to  the  Rev.  Mr- 
John  Wentworth  of  Brensett  the  sum  of  £50.  Item 
I  give  to  the  Rev.  Mr*  R.  Drake  my  intended  Executor 
and  to  Miss  M.  Brockman  aforesd.  the  sum  of  £200 
for  them  to  dispose  of  among  such  servants  as  shall 
be  living  with  me  at  the  time  of  my  decease  in  such 
manner  and  proportion  as  then  shall  be  most  expedient 
either  from  the  time  they  shall  have  lived  with  me 
or  from  their  Behaviour  in  my  service.  Item  I  give 
to  them  the  sd.  R.  Drake  and  M.  Brockman  the 
further  sum  of  £100  in  order  for  them  to  give  to  all 
such  poor  labouring  Men  as  have  been  most  con¬ 
stantly  employed  by  me  or  on  or  about  any  of  my 
lands  to  their  wives  and  such  their  children  as  at  the 
time  of  my  decease  shall  not  be  grown  up  so  as  to  be 
capable  of  earning  their  own  livelihoods  one  entire  new 
set  of  Clothing  of  all  Sorts  suitable  to  their  conditions 
and  what  may  be  remaining  of  the  sd.  sum  of  £100 
I  would  have  them  give  either  in  Money  or  Cloaths 
and  in  such  proportions  as  they  shall  think  most 
proper  among  the  labourers  or  any  poor  persons  of 
or  belonging  to  the  Parishes  of  Newington  or  Cheriton 
and  my  Mind  and  Will  is  that  all  the  several  legacies 
hereby  by  me  given  and  likewise  my  Interest  in  the 
Capital  Stock  of  the  Bank  of  England  and  3  %  Consol. 
Bank  Annuities  be  paid  or  transferred  to  the  several 
persons  to  whom  I  have  here  given  them  within  the 
space  of  3  mths.  after  the  day  of  my  decease  by  the 
Rev.  Mr-  Ralph  Drake  my  intended  Executor  and 
all  the  Rest  Residue  and  Remainder  of  my  Estate 
and  Effects  as  well  real  as  personal  with  my  Mannors 
Lordships  and  Advowsons  Lands  and  Tenements  Fee 
Farm  and  other  Rents  and  Effects  of  every  kind  not 
hereby  otherwise  disposed  of  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  my  kinsman  the  Rev.  Mr*  R.  Drake  to  him  and 
his  heirs  for  ever  Subject  nevertheness  to  the  payment 
of  the  several  Legacies  and  annuities  hereinbefore 
mentioned  and  I  do  hereby  nominate  constitute  and 
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appoint  him  the  sd.  R.  Drake  as  whole  and  sole 
Executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament  and  I 
do  desire  that  he  and  his  Family  and  Posterity  will 
take  on  themselves  and  ever  after  use  the  name  of 
Brockman  and  the  Arms  thereto  belonging  and  that 
as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  my  decease  they 
will  endeavour  to  procure  an  Act  of  Parliament  to 
confirm  the  same  to  them  and  their  posterity  and  I 
do  desire  that  he  the  sd.  R.  Drake  will  make  my 
House  called  Beachborough  the  principal  place  of 
his  residence  and  endeavour  that  some  one  of  his 
Family  may  continue  to  do  the  same  after  him  by 
keeping  the  whole  of  my  landed  Estate  Manners 
Lordships  and  advowsons  intire  to  go  therewith  as  I 
think  he  may  have  wherewith  to  provide  for  other 
children  shd.  he  have  more  than  at  present  without 
laying  any  Incumbrance  as  a  charge  thereon  and  I  do 
wish  that  he  the  said  R.  Drake  and  some  of  his 
posterity  may  long  continue  to  inhabit  the  sd.  House 
discharging  the  proper  duties  of  their  station  to  the 
Great  Creator  and  disposer  of  all  things  endeavouring 
to  promote  Glory  to  God  and  Good  Will  among  Men 
and  being  themselves  useful  Members  of  Society  in 
general  and  particularly  so  in  the  Neighbourhood 
where  I  have  principally  resided  Lastly  I  hereby 
revoke  any  Will  or  Wills  by  me  heretofore  made 
and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  Testament 
contained  in  i  sheet  of  paper  all  of  my  own  hand¬ 
writing  In  witness  whereof  I  hereinto  set  my  hand 
and  seal  the  14th  March  1767  (Signed)  J.  Brockman.

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LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT 

OF 

REV.  RALPH  DRAKE-BROCKMAN, 

OF  BEACHBOROUGH. 

Probate  granted  in  1781. 

This  Will  of  his  is  a  most  voluminous  document 
consisting  of  30  pages  and  is  too  long  to  produce 
here.  Nor  would  the  production  of  the  whole  Will 
be  of  much  interest,  being  in  very  legal  and  technical 
language. 

But  I  will  give  one  interesting  extract  especially 
concerning  the  succession  of  the  property,  about  which 
he  was  most  particular,  and  also  about  the  double 
name,  concerning  which  there  appears  to  have  been 
some  doubt,  as  certain  members  of  the  family  still 
call  themselves  only  Brockman,  while  others  style 
themselves  by  the  undoubtedly  correct  surname, 
Drake-Brockman,  as  will  be  seen  from  this  extract 
of  his  Will,  which  will  be  of  great  interest  to  us  all. 

After  making  certain  legacies  and  appointing 
Trustees  he  goes  on  to  say : — 

“  Nevertheless  upon  such  Trusts  and  for  such 
uses  Indents  and  purposes  as  are  hereinafter  expressed 
and  declared  touching  or  concerning  the  sd.  term  of 
1000  years  and  from  and  immediately  after  the  end, 
expiration  or  other  sooner  determination  of  the  sd. 
term  of  1000  years  and  subject  thereto  in  trust  for 
my  son  James  and  his  assigns  for  life  without  impeach¬ 
ment  of  Waste  To  the  use  and  behalf  of  the  sd.  Sir 
Brooke  Bridges  and  Thomas  Knight  the  younger 
and  their  assigns  during  the  natural  life  of  my  sd 
son  James  Drake-Brockman  in  Trust  to  preserve 
and  support  the  contingent  uses  and  states  herein¬ 
after  limited  from  being  defeated  or  destroyed  and 
for  that  purpose  to  make  entries  and  bring  actions 


as  occasion  shall  require  yet  nevertheless  to  permit 
and  suffer  my  son  James  Drake-Brockman  and 
his  assigns  to  receive  and  take  the  Rents,  Issues  and 
Profits  to  his  and  their  own  proper  use  and  benefit 
and  from  and  after  his  decease  in  Trust  for  the  ist 
son  of  the  body  of  my  sd  son  James  Drake-Brockman 
lawfully  begotten  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of 
such  first  son  of  my  sd  son  James  Drake-Brockman 
lawfully  issuing  and  for  default  of  such  issue  In  Trust 
for  the  2nd,  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th  and  all 
and  every  other  son  and  sons  of  the  body  of  my  sd. 
son  James  Drake-Brockman  lawfully  to  be  begotten 
whether  born  in  his  life  time  or  after  his  decease 
severally,  successively  and  in  remainder  one  after 
another  as  they  or  every  of  them  shall  happen  to  be 
in  Priority  of  Birth  or  Seniority  of  Age,  and  the  several 
respective  heirs  male  of  the  body  or  bodies  of  all  and 
every  such  respective  son  and  sons  lawfully  issuing 
the  elder  of  such  sons  and  the  Heirs  Male  of  his  Body 
being  always  preferred  and  to  take  before  the  younger 
of  such  son  and  sons  and  the  Heirs  Male  of  his  and 
their  respective  Body  or  Bodies  issuing  and  for  default 
of  such  issue  In  Trust  for  my  second  son  Julius 
Drake-Brockman  and  his  assigns  for  and  during  the 
term  of  his  natural  life  without  impeachment  of  or 
for  any  manner  of  Waste.  And  from  and  after  the 
determination  of  that  Estate  to  the  use  of  the  sd 
Sir  Brooke  Bridges  and  Thomas  Knight  the  younger 
and  their  heirs  during  the  natural  life  of  my  sd  son 
Julius  Drake-Brockman  in  Trust  to  preserve  and 
support  the  contingent  uses  and  estates  hereinafter 
limited  from  being  defeated  or  destroyed  and  for 
that  purpose  to  make  entries  and  bring  actions  as 
occasions  shall  require  and  yet  nevertheless  to  permit 
and  suffer  by  sd  son  Julius  Drake-Brockman  and 
his  assigns  to  receive  and  take  the  Rents,  Issues  and 
Profits  thereof  to  his  and  their  own  proper  use  and 
benefit  and  after  his  decease  to  the  1st  son  of  the  sd. 
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Julius  Drake-Brockman  lawfully  issuing  and  for 
default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for  the  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th, 
7th,  8th,  9th  and  all  and  every  other  son  or  sons  of 
the  body  of  the  sd.  Julius  Drake-Brockman  lawfully 
begotten  whether  born  in  his  lifetime  or  after  his 
decease  severally,  successively  and  in  Remainder  one 
after  another  as  they  and  every  of  them  shall  happen 
to  be  in  Priority  of  Birth  and  Seniority  of  Age,  and 
of  the  several  respective  Heirs  Male  of  the  Body  and 
Bodies  of  all  and  every  such  respective  son  and  sons 
lawfully  issuing  the  elder  of  such  sons  and  the  Heirs 
Male  of  his  Body  issuing  being  always  preferred  and 
to  take  before  the  younger  of  such  sons  and  the  Heirs 
Male  of  his  or  their  respective  body  or  bodies  issuing 
and  every  other  son  or  sons  of  me  the  sd  Ralph 
Drake-Brockman  lawfully  begotten  whether  born 
in  my  life  time  or  after  my  decease  In  Trust  for  my 
daughter  Ann  Margaret  and  her  assigns  for  and 
during  the  term  of  her  natural  life  and  from  and 
after  the  determination  of  that  Estate  to  the  use  of 
sd.  Sir  Brooke  Bridges  and  Thomas  Knight  the  younger 
and  their  heir  during  the  natural  life  of  my  sd  daughter 
Ann  Margaret  In  Trust  to  preserve  and  support  the 
contingent  Uses  and  Estates  hereinafter  limited  from 
being  defeated  or  destroyed  and  for  that  purpose 
to  make  Entries  and  bring  actions  as  the  case  shall 
require  yet  nevertheless  to  permit  and  suffer  my  sd 
daughter  Ann  Margaret  and  her  assigns  to  receive  and 
take  the  Rents,  Issues  and  Profits  thereof  to  and  for 
her  and  their  own  use  and  benefits  and  from  and 
after  her  decease  In  Trust  for  the  1st  son  of  my  sd 
daughter  Ann  Margaret  of  her  body  lawfully  to  be 
begotten  and  the  Heirs  Male  of  the  body  of  such 
1st  son  of  my  sd  daughter  Ann  Margaret  lawfully 
issuing.  And  for  default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for 
the  2nd,  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th  and  all  and 
every  other  son  and  sons  of  the  body  of  my  sd.  daughter 
Ann  Margaret  lawfully  issuing  severally  successively 
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and  in  remainder  one  after  another  as  they  or  every 
of  them  shall  happen  to  be  in  Priority  of  Birth  or 
Seniority  of  Age  and  of  the  several  and  respective 
Heirs  Male  of  the  body  and  Bodies  of  all  and  every 
such  son  and  sons  of  my  sd.  daughter  Ann  Margaret 
lawfully  issuing  the  elder  of  such  sons  and  the  Heirs 
Male  of  his  body  issuing  being  always  preferred  and  to 
take  before  the  younger  of  such  sons  and  the  Heirs  Male 
of  his  or  their  respective  Body  or  Bodies  issuing. 
And  for  the  default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for  my 
daughter  Elizabeth  and  her  assigns  for  and  during 
the  term  of  her  natural  life  (here  similar  to  above 
for  Ann  Margaret).  And  for  default  of  such  issue 
In  Trust  for  my  daughter  Mary  and  her  assigns  for 
and  during  the  term  of  her  natural  life  (here  similar 
to  above).  And  default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for 
my  daughter  Sarah  and  her  assigns  for  and  during 
the  term  of  her  natural  life  (here  similar  to  above) 
and  in  default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for  the  5th, 
6th,  7th,  8th,  9th,  10th  and  all  and  every  other 
daughter  and  daughters  of  the  body  of  me  the  sd. 
Ralph  Drake-Brockman  lawfully  begotten  or  to 
be  begotten  whether  born  in  my  life  time  or  after 
my  decease  severally  successively  and  in  remainder 
one  after  another  as  they  and  every  one  of  them  shall 
happen  to  be  in  Priority  of  Birth  or  Seniority  of  Age 
and  of  the  several  and  respective  Heirs  Male  of  the 
Body  and  Bodies  of  all  and  every  such  respective 
daughter  and  daughters  of  me  the  sd  Ralph  Drake- 
Brockman  lawfully  issuing  The  elder  of  such 
daughters  and  Heirs  Male  of  her  body  issuing  being 
always  preferred  and  to  take  before  the  younger  of 
such  daughters  and  the  Heirs  Male  of  her  or  their 
respective  body  or  bodies  issuing.  And  for  the 
default  of  such  issue  In  Trust  for  the  Right  Heirs 
of  me  the  sd  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  for  ever, 
Provided  always  my  Will  and  Mind  is  that  the  Person 
or  Persons  with  whom  any  or  either  of  my  daughters 
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shall  inter-marry  and  the  Issue  Male  of  any  or  either 
of  my  sd  daughters  lawfully  issuing  as  when  he  or 
they  shall  respectively  come  into  and  be  in  the  actual 
possession  of  my  sd  Real  Estate  by  virtue  of  the 
Limitations  in  this  my  Will  or  be  actually  entitled 
to  receive  the  Rents,  Issues  and  Profits  thereof  by 
virtue  of  the  said  Trusts  aforesaid  shall  and  do  take 
upon  him  or  them  respectively  and  always  bear  the 
surname  of  Drake- Brockman  and  in  all  deeds  letters 
and  writings  thereafter  to  be  written  or  subscribed 
by  them  or  any  of  them  respectively  to  write  and  to 
own  themselves  by  the  surname  of  Drake- Brockman 
and  to  bear  and  quarter  the  Arms  of  Brockman. 
And  in  default  or  neglect  thereof  by  him,  them  or 
any  of  them  Then  in  such  case  all  and  every  the 
Uses,  Trusts  and  Estates  herein  before  liimted  or 
declared  to  or  in  Trust  for  such  of  them  as  shall  so 
refuse  or  neglect  as  aforesaid  shall  cease,  determine 
and  be  utterly  void  and  then  and  immediately 
thereupon  all  and  singular  my  sd  Manors,  Rectories, 
Advowsons,  Messuages,  Lands,  Tenements,  Tythes, 
Woodlands  and  Hereditaments  hereinbefore  by  me 
given  and  devised  to  Sir  Brooke  Bridges  and  Thomas 
Knight  the  younger,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  the 
Trusts  intents  and  purposes  aforesaid  shall  go  over 
and  remain  to  the  use  of  and  In  Trust  for  such  other 
person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  are  or  is  next 
successively  appointed  and  limited  by  virtue  of  the 
Trusts  and  Limitations  herein  before  in  that  behalf 
contained  the  same  as  if  such  Person  so  refusing  or 
neglecting  to  take  upon  him  the  surname  and  bear 
the  Arms  aforesaid  were  actually  dead  (such  person 
for  the  time  being  to  whom  the  sd.  Premises  on  such 
neglect  or  refusal  shall  come  as  aforesd  taking  upon 
him  and  continuing  such  surname  and  Arms  as 
aforesaid)  and  so  for  and  concerning  the  sd.  term  of 
iooo  years  herein  before  limited  to  sd  George  Lynch 
and  Robert  Tournay  their  Executors,  Administrators 
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and  assigns,  I  the  sd.  Ralph  Drake-Brockman  do 
by  this  my  Will  expressly  declare  that  the  sd  term 
is  so  limited  to  them  upon  the  Trusts  and  confidence 
and  to  and  for  the  intents  and  purposes  following 
(that  is  to  say),  That  in  case  I  shall  leave  issue  of  my 
body  lawfully  begotten  any  younger  or  other  child 
or  children  (Besides  an  eldest  or  only  son  or  issue 
male)  Be  they  son  or  sons  daughter  or  daughters 
or  whether  born  in  my  life  time  or  after  my  decease 
That  then  and  in  such  case  they  the  sd  George  Lynch 
Robert  Tournay  and  the  survivor  of  them  and  the 
executors  Administrators  and  assigns  of  the  survivor 
shall  do  by  and  out  of  the  Rents,  Issues  and  Profits 
or  by  sale  or  Mortgage  or  other  disposition  of  the 
Premises  comprised  in  the  sd  Term  of  1000  years 
Or  by  all  or  any  the  ways  and  Means  aforesaid  or 
by  any  other  ways  and  means  in  their  discretion 
shall  think  meet  levy  and  raise  for  the  portion  or 
portions  of  such  younger  or  other  child  or  children 
the  several  and  respective  sums  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  as  the  case  may  happen  to  require  (That  is 
to  say)”  if  etc.,  etc. 


From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Rev. 
Ralph  Drake-Brockman  was  very  careful  that  the 
succession  to  his  Estates  should  be  very  clearly  laid 
down,  and  that  his  descendants  should  bear  the 
double  name  of  Drake-Brockman  and  also  quarter 
the  Arms  of  Brockman  with  Drake. 

This  should  satisfy  any  doubt  that  members 
of  the  family  may  have  had  in  the  matter,  as  some 
style  themselves  only  Brockman,  whereas  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  correct  legal  name  is  Drake-Brockman. 
It  will  be  noticed  that  Rev.  Ralph  Drake-Brock- 
man’s  immediate  descendants  always  styled  them¬ 
selves  by  the  full  name,  but  his  grandsons  began  to 
use  only  the  single  name  of  Brockman  for  some 
reason,  maybe  to  make  it  shorter,  as  often  one  is 
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addressed  as  Brockman  only  by  one’s  acquaintances, 
but  as  a  solicitor  said  to  my  father  once  when  he 
was  enquiring  into  the  matter,  “  Your  legal  name  is 
Drake-Brockman.”  It  will  be  noticed  that  although 
the  heirs  of  Beachborough  sometimes  called  them¬ 
selves  or  were  addressed  as  Brockman  only,  they 
were  always  in  official  correspondence  and  books 
invariably  called  by  the  double  name  of  Drake- 
Brockman,  and  they  themselves  also  invariably 
signed  any  document  as  Wills,  etc.,  with  their  full 
name  of  Drake-Brockman,  for  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  Drake  was  his  surname  and  not  a  Christian 
name,  and  he  only  added  Brockman  to  it,  for  he 
could  not  give  up  his  surname  of  Drake  without  a 
Deed  Poll  or  another  Act  of  Parliament,  nor  would 
he  wish  to  do  so. 

I  have  been  at  pains  to  have  the  matter  of  the 
correct  Coats  of  Arms  thrashed  out  with  the  College 
of  Arms,  which  is  the  official  body  for  that  purpose, 
and  the  correct  Drake-Brockman  Coat  of  Arms 
will  be  seen  in  the  frontispiece  to  this  Record.  Also 
I  have  given  the  correct  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Brock¬ 
mans  down  to  James  of  Beachborough,  who  died 
without  male  issue  in  1767,  as  another  full  page 
illustration.

DEDICATION  OF  THE  DRAKE-BROCKMAN 

MEMORIAL  CHAPEL 
IN  St.  MARTIN’S  CHURCH,  CHERITON, 

On  2nd  May,  1936. 

[Reprinted  from  the  “Folkestone  Herald”  of  May  9th,  1936.] 

“  When  we  look  ahead,  as  we  cannot  help  doing 
in  the  midst  of  so  many  signs  of  coming  changes, 
to  things  that  might  happen  which  we  cannot  foresee, 
let  us  believe  that  the  providence  of  God  which  has 
so  wonderfully  protected  our  national  life  in  all  these 
centuries  will  not  fail  us  if  we  do  not  fail  Him, 
but  that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  we  may  feel 
that  God  is  our  hope,  our  refuge,  and  our  strength.” 

These  were  the  words  of  the  Lord  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  (Dr.  Cosmo  Lang),  speaking  at  St. 
Martin’s  Church,  Cheriton,  on  Saturday,  when  he 
performed  the  dedication  of  the  Lady  Chapel,  the 
restoration  of  which  is  the  gift  of  Mr.  Charles  St.  Leger 
Brockman  and  Brigadier-General  D.  H.  Drake- 
Brockman,  C.M.G. 

The  work  of  the  restoration  of  the  chapel  has 
been  very  beautifully  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Mowbray 
and  Sons,  Oxford,  under  the  architect,  Mr.  N.  F. 
Cachemaille-Day,  F.R.I.B.A.,  winner  of  the  London 
Architecture  medal  for  1933. 

The  altar  rails  in  the  chapel  are  a  gift  in  memory 
of  the  late  Rev.  G.  A.  Lewis,  a  former  Rector  of 
Cheriton. 

The  dedication  service  was  conducted  by  the 
Archbishop,  and  other  clergy  present  included  the 
Rector  of  Cheriton  (the  Rev.  F.  J.  Pickard),  the 
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Rev.  A.  D.  Drake-Brockman,  and  the  Rev.  F.  Wilson. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Stringer,  the  Diocesan  Lay  Reader, 
was  also  present.  The  Rev.  A.  D.  Drake-Brockman 
is  the  son  of  Brigadier-General  David  H.  Drake- 
Brockman  and  Mrs.  Drake-Brockman. 

The  hymns  “  We  love  the  place,  O  God,”  “  Come, 
Holy  Ghost,  our  souls  inspire  ”  and  “  How  sweet  the 
name  of  Jesus  sounds  ”  were  sung. 

In  the  course  of  his  address  the  Archbishop 
said  :  “  I  am  very  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  this 
afternoon  of  visiting  your  ancient  and  beautiful 
Church,  set  here  for  all  these  centuries  in  a  situation 
so  picturesque,  and  to  see  some  of  the  people  of  this 
place  and  parish. 

u  I  glad  also  of  the  occasion  which  imme¬ 
diately  brings  me  here,  the  privilege  of  making  to 
Almighty  God  the  offering  of  what  may  be  called 
in  a  double  sense  an  offering  of  piety,  for  remember 
that  the  work  1  piety,’  the  old  Roman  word,  has 
always  two  meanings.  One,  the  reverence  which 
we  owe  to  God  and  the  other  the  respectful  remem¬ 
brance  to  our  ancestors. 

“  So  this  afternoon  you  have  assembled  with 
me  to  dedicate  to  Almighty  God  the  restoration  so 
admirably  carried  out  of  this  chapel  as  an  offering 
of  piety  towards  God  and  towards  those  who  have 
departed  hence  in  the  Lord. 

“  When  I  was  asked  to  come  for  this  purpose 
I  did  so  gladly  because  I  am  anxious  to  use  every 
chance  I  have  of  endeavouring  to  keep  our  remem¬ 
brance  in  these  very  modern  and  restless  days  of  all 
the  links  that  bind  us  to  the  honoured  past  of  our 
great  country,  and  of  course  there  are  no  links  that 
are  so  obvious  and  so  constantly  maintained  as  the 
links  of  the  generations  of  our  own  families. 

“  There  is  no  part  of  England  where  we  are 
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more  constantly  reminded  of  those  links  which  bind 
us  to  the  past.  Changes  are  very  rapid,  and  they 
are  altering  the  whole  face  of  this  ancient  county  of 
Kent  ;  the  more  reason  therefore  that  we  should 
guard  everything  that  reminds  us  of  our  ancestry 
in  this,  which  we  might  rightly  call  the  most  ancient 
part  of  England. 

“  So  we  are  thinking  this  afternoon  of  a  family 
which  has  been  resident  in  this  part  of  the  soil  of 
Kent  and  of  England  and  has  held  land  within  it 
for  more  than  500  years,  and  when  I  remember  these 
old  families  I  like  to  think,  especially  at  such  a  time 
as  this,  of  their  association  with  the  Church  of  their 
fathers  and  I  hope  of  their  succeeding  generations. 

“  I  remember  this  particular  family  which  has 
been  connected  with  the  churches  of  Newington  and 
Cheriton  for  more  than  400  years,  having  provided 
the  rectors  and  being  still  the  patrons  of  these  two 
benefices,  and  I  cannot  but  add  all  that  I  like  to 
think  that  in  their  own  younger  generation  there  is 
one  who,  after  a  brilliant  career  at  the  University, 
has  dedicated  himself  to  the  services  of  our  ancient 
Church. 

“  Whenever  I  go  about  in  our  country  churches,’ ’ 
the  Archbishop  continued,  “  I  like  to  see  the  memorials 
of  these  old  families  which  so  remind  us  of  our  own 
ancestry  everywhere.  Very  often  there  are  monu¬ 
ments  most  beautiful,  especially  those  of  the  16th  and 
17th  centuries,  and  whenever  I  see  them  it  always 
seems  to  me  that  somehow  or  other  with  our  churches 
they  are  buried  in  peace,  their  name  liveth  for  ever¬ 
more,  and  something  more  than  their  name.  They 
themselves  live  on  in  the  quiet  atmosphere,  enduring 
century  after  century,  symbols  of  the  rest  and  peace 
which  lie  beyond  the  grave. 

“  When  we  thus  see  the  monuments  or  meditate 
upon  the  passing  of  those  distant  days  and  of  those 
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old  families,  I  think  there  are  three  thoughts  which 
come  spontaneously  to  our  minds. 

“  One  is  the  continuity  of  our  national  history  ; 
how  strong  in  a  quiet,  undisturbed  way  the  glow  of 
these  generations  has  continued  without  a  break. 
We  have  had  in  our  country  none  of  the  revolutions 
which  elsewhere  have  so  profoundly  disturbed  and 
distracted  the  life  of  the  people. 

“  We  had  indeed  one  great  revolution  in  the 
17th  century,  but  it  was  mainly  political  and  it  did 
little  to  disturb  the  structure  and  continuity  of  our 
social  life,  and  for  more  than  900  years  we  have  had 
no  invasion  from  any  foreign  enemy,  a  fact  which 
ought  to  lend  sympathy  to  some  others  across  the 
seas  who  are  in  continual  dread  of  such  a  disaster 
happening  to  them. 

“  On  this  coast  of  Kent  you  may  remember 
how  more  than  100  years  ago  our  forefathers  lived 
in  daily  terror  lest  the  great  forces  which  Napoleon 
was  massing  on  the  other  side  might  be  allowed  to 
cross,  but  we  have  been  protected  from  revolutions 
and  invasions.  How  thankful  we  should  be. 

“  When  we  look  ahead,  as  we  cannot  help  doing 
in  the  midst  of  so  many  signs  of  coming  changes,  to 
things  that  might  happen  which  we  cannot  foresee, 
let  us  believe  that  the  providence  of  God  which  has 
so  wonderfully  protected  our  national  life  in  all  these 
centuries  will  not  fail  us  if  we  do  not  fail  Him,  but 
that  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  we  may  feel  that 
God  is  our  hope,  our  refuge  and  our  strength. 

“  Also  must  we  not  think  of  the  responsibility 
placed  upon  our  nation  at  a  time  like  this  of  manifold 
confusion,  restlessness,  fear  and  suspicion  throughout 
the  whole  of  Europe  ?  A  country  like  ours  with 
such  a  stable  history  ought  to  make  itself  felt  in  the 
midst  of  this  confusion  as  a  tower,  a  buttress  of 
stability,  strength  and  peace. 


“  Secondly,  when  you  think  of  these  old  family 
links  with  the  past  commemorated  in  our  old  churches, 
there  comes  the  thought  of  the  continuity  not  only 
of  our  national  life  but  of  Christ’s  Church  within  it. 

“  Century  after  century  this  Church  has  been 
here,  institution  after  institution  is  changed  ;  the 
absolute  power  of  the  kings  is  gone,  the  power  of 
the  barons  is  gone ;  Parliament  has  come  and 
happily  still  remains,  but  the  institutions  of  our 
social  life  have  been  profoundly,  though  happily 
quietly,  changed. 

u  Yet  one  institution  has  gone  on  in  our  midst 
for  all  these  more  than  1300  years,  the  same  in  the 
faith  which  it  holds,  in  the  words  which  it  preaches, 
in  the  sacraments  which  it  administers,  in  the  ministry 
by  which  its  functions  are  fulfilled. 

“  And  then  again  I  don’t  think  we  all  realise 
what  an  inspiration  and  what  responsibility  should 
be  within  us,  we  who  call  ourselves  members  of 
Christ  s  Church,  how  we  should  all  prize  these  ancient 
traditions,  how  we  should  all  see  to  it  that  we  in  our 
generation  shall  not  grow  indifferent  to  it,  so  inter¬ 
woven  through  all  these  centuries  of  our  national 
life  has  been  this  Church  of  Christ. 

u  Thirdly,  I  would  have  you  note  when  we  are 
making  this  looking  into  the  past  how  everywhere 
and  at  all  times  the  Church  has  been  the  home  of 
the  English  people.  In  the  old  days  the  church  itself 
was  a  building  in  which  all  their  social  life,  their 
family  life  was  consecrated,  very  often  in  the  porches 
the  rudiments  of  our  system  of  courts  was  held. 

“  Very  often  over  the  porches  the  first  schools 
were  held.  Very  often  in  the  nave  was  the  only 
place  of  entertainment  which  the  Church  undertook 
partly  for  their  education,  partly  for  their  recreation, 
and  unfolded  the  wonders  of  our  religion  in  drama  and 
music  for  the  people. 


“  For  century  after  century  there  our  English 
people  have  been  christened  ;  there  they  have  been 
taught ;  there  they  have  been  married  ;  there  they 
have  in  time  been  carried  forth  to  be  buried  in  our 
old  churchyards  in  peace. 

“  It  is  difficult  to  exaggerate,  and  there  is  some¬ 
thing  singularly  lacking  in  the  imagination  of  our 
people  who  continually  fail  to  realise  all  it  has  meant 
to  us  through  all  these  centuries,  that  the  Church 
has  been  the  spiritual  home  of  our  English  people. 

“  I  know,  of  course,  partly  through  her  own 
faults  some  of  her  children  have  been  alienated  from 
her,  not  I  think  in  the  spirit,  but  rather  in  custom 
and  habit,  and  there  is  no  thought  nearer  to  my  mind 
when  I  come  into  a  beautiful  old  Church  like  this, 
that  all  God’s  children  might  once  again  assemble 
together  in  God’s  house  as  one  family. 

“  Even  now,  these  old  churches  are  open  to  all. 
They  are  not  confined  to  those  who  are  members  of 
the  Church  of  England.  All  are  welcome,  the  minis¬ 
trations  open  to  all.  The  care  of  the  pastor  of  the 
parish  belongs  to  everyone  of  its  inhabitants,  and 
still  I  hope  in  a  real  sense  the  Church  remains  the 
spiritual  home  of  the  English  people. 

“  I  would  that  we  could  show  ourselves  more 
than  we  have  been  accustomed  to  do,  at  home  in 
our  Father’s  house.  In  the  old  days,  in  order  that 
the  homeliness  of  the  Church  might  be  more  vividly 
realised  by  the  people,  it  was  the  custom  to  have  many 
chapels  up  and  down  the  Church  to  receive  the  people, 
but  also  partly  because  these  chapels  were  often 
dedicated  to  the  different  crafts  of  the  people,  artisans 
or  shepherds,  one  trade  or  another  might  meet 
together  and  dedicate  their  industry  in  that  fine  old 
spirit  of  the  mediaeval  ages,  their  work  and  labour 
to  God. 

“  And  these  chapels  were  ways  in  which  people 
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could  quietly  and  simply  come  into  their  Father’s 
house  and  offer  prayers  about  their  daily  work  and 
their  daily  needs. 

“  How  fitting,  therefore,  that  our  monument 
this  afternoon  of  the  life  history  and  service  of  one 
old  family  in  this  old  Church  should  take  the  place 
of  the  dedication  and  restoration  of  one  of  these  old 
chapels. 

“  I  think  you  will  feel  at  once  how  much  is 
lacking  when  we  only  think  we  should  come  to  Church 
when  there  are  stated  services  on  a  Sunday.  How 
much  we  would  gain  if,  having  such  a  beautiful 
little  chapel  as  this,  it  became  more  usual  for  our 
people  on  week  days  to  come  here  and  be  at  peace. 

“  Certainly  such  a  chapel  as  this  should  be  a 
most  wonderful  place  in  which  the  people  of  this 
parish  can  be  more  simply  and  quietly  at  home  in 
their  Father’s  house. 

“  I  have  always  had  a  great  ambition  which 
I  know  now,  alas,  may  not  be  fulfilled  in  my  life¬ 
time,  of  which  I  have  never  ceased  for  years  and 
years  to  put  before  my  fellow  countrymen  and 
fellow  churchmen:  it  is  that  they  should  overcome 
this  strange  shyness  which  keeps  them  out  of  Church 
except  for  stated  services  on  Sunday,  and  that  it 
should  be  more  natural  to  them,  when  the  day’s 
work  is  over,  or  when  they  are  depressed  in  the 
midst  of  it,  or  at  all  times  of  domestic  joy  or  sorrow, 
or  for  remembrance  of  those  who  are  departed,  they 
should  by  themselves  and  without  being  summoned 
come  into  the  presence  of  their  Father  and  be  at  peace. 

“  How  much  we  all  need  at  this  present  time 
for  the  preservation  of  our  nerves  in  the  midst  of 
this  ever-increasing  noise  and  hurry  and  bustle 
from  which  we  cannot  escape,  with  these  motors 
flying  along  the  great  roads  and  with  the  other 
increasing  signs  of  bustle  and  hurry,  how  much  we 
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should  gain  if  we  made  it  our  habit  sometimes  to 
overcome  this  old  tradition  and  bring  ourselves  into 
the  atmosphere  here  of  our  old  churches,  still  more 
when  they  are  old  and  beautiful  like  this,  and  find 
there  the  rest  that  we  need  in  the  midst  of  all  this 
bustle. 

“  Whether  that  be  so  or  not,  at  any  rate,  this 
chapel  I  trust  will  mean  to  many  who  live  in  this 
place,  a  mansion,  a  dwelling  place  within  their 
Father’s  house  where  they  may  realise  the  nearness 
of  the  presence  and  the  blessing  of  His  peace.” 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Archbishop’s  address, 
the  hymn  “  My  God,  how  wonderful  Thou  art  ” 
was  sung,  and  the  service  closed  with  prayers  and 
the  Blessing.
